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Two Lost Cities 


Far to the south of the mighty lost 
City of Monte Alban is another lost 
city, the city of Antigua in Guatemala 
Antigua is not like Monte Alban as 
far as mystery and legend is con- 
cerned. It was built in comparatively 
recent times and by people who were 
well documented. Even its destruc- 
tion is a matter of complete agree- 
ment among the historians, but for 
what it lacks in imagination it makes 
up in beauty and splendor. 

If someone had told me that a city 
that lay in ruins would be more 
beautiful than a city in completeness, 
I wouldn’t have believed them. But 
then, that would have been before I 
visited Antigua. 

It was the year 1548, The May- 
flower had not yet set sail for the 
new land, nor had Shakespeare been 
born. The ruins of Monte Alban were 
slowly gathering moss as the jungle 
crept closer to reclaim what had been 
taken from it centuries ago. In that

year a solemn procession marched 
from an earthquake ridden capital to 
found the new city of Santiago. This 
was to be the capital of the Kingdom 
of Guatemala. This kingdom took in 
part of Mexico, all of Guatemala, El 
Salvador, Honduras, Nicaragua, Cos- 
ta Rica and British Honduras. It was 
the hub of a great wheel of luxury. 
The rulers of this kingdom were ap- 
pointed by the King of Spain, and 
they brought all their court customs 
with them. The city was soon echo- 
ing with the sounds of builders put- 
ting up new and proper buildings for 
this great capital. The first great edi- 
fice to go up was the Palace of the 
Governor. Some say this rivaled any- 
thing in Spain for its richness and 
magnificence. Then the cathedral was 
constructed. Its walls were over six 
feet thick, and made from the finest 
materials obtainable. It had seven 
great doors that opened to an inte- 
rior more than 300 feet long and

150 feet wide. There were sixty-eight 
vaulted arches that were elaborately 
ornamented with scrolls and angels. 
The high altar was the work of arti- 
sans both in Guatemala and Spain. 
Its carved wood and ivory with in- 
laid mother-of-pearl shone with a 
brilliance when the great silver chan- 
delier was lit. Then behind this main 
altar was a private Royal ‘Chapel. 
From the main floor led off seven 
minor chapels, each richly ornamented 
with statues of gold and silver. 

As if that wasn’t luxury enough 
for a city of only 50,000 people, there 
was a church that outdid the cathe- 
dral in beauty. It was the church of 
Santo Domingo, and was both a house 
of worship and a monastery. There, 
besides the fine stained glass win- 
dows and the elaborately carved pews 
and huge beams, they had life sized 
statues of pure gold and silver en- 
crusted with jewels. They even had a

silver lamp that was so heavy it re- 
quired three men to lift it. 

Add to these two great buildings 
twenty more churches of various sizes 
and elegance; a convent with a 
breathtakingly beautiful rock foun- 
tain, beneath stone arches. Then place 
a university of white stone and a 
hundred fine personal dwelling places, 
throw in a hospital and two more 
schools, and you'll have the city of 
Santiago, or Antigua as it’s now 
called. ; 

Life was good in that city, if you 
happened to be one of the wealthy, 
that is. You rode in carriages and 
wore the latest fashions from Mad- 
rid, while you had sculptors and 
painters and poets at your command. 
Life was so good that you didn’t mind 
the fact that the earth would trem- 
ble at times and a few hundred of 
the poorer houses would collapse. 

Then in the year 1773, the quakes 
became more and more frequent. A 
few citizens had been killed by fall- 
ing rocks as the older buildings be- 
gan to crumble. The food became 
scarce because the superstitious Im 
dians in the mountains refused to 
come into the city with the food sup- 
plies. Then on July 29, there was a 
series of shocks that alarmed the en- 
tire population. In panic they fled 
from their houses and ran up streets 
only to be turned back by piles of 
rubble. As they fought each other in 
an attempt to flee the city, the great 
shock came. For two minutes the 
earth heaved and cracked. And shock 
after shock tore at the foundations 
of Antigua. The women and children 
were screaming and the men shouted 
for help as the bricks and mortar 
from the fine buildings thundered 
down upon them, and buried them 
under piles of dust and stones, As 
the towers of the many churches and 
cathedrals swayed by the force, their 
bells clanged in defiance and added 
to the panic that swept the city. 
Then last of all, they too, were torn 


loose and thrown into the tragic pile 
that was Antigua. 

Those who had escaped returned 
days later to survey the damage. 
Thousands had been killed and entire 
families wiped out. The small houses 
had been completely destoyed along 
with the grand Palace and other 
government buildings. There were a 
few buildings that had escaped com- 
plete destruction and they stand to 
this day, as a reminder of the gran- 
deur that was Antigua. 

The cathedral, with its fine altar, 
was reduced to rubble on the inside, 
as most of its roof had collapsed. 
Most of the walls were left stand- 
ing, and its angels still shine down 
upon the traveler. The churches with 
the thick walls and the heavy pillars 
fared better than most, but not enough 
of any of these buildings were stand- 
ing to be used by the religious or- 
ders who had built them. 

There are people here now, who 
make their living selling relics from 
the quake to the traveler. They are 
still digging into the rubble and com- 
ing up with finely carved statues 
and Spanish gold pieces, all old relics, 
to delight any collector. One man car- 
ries a suitcase full of religious sta- 
tuettes that he has claimed from the 
ruins. Some he sells for as little as 
five dollars a piece. These have all 
the earmarks of a bygone age. 

Today, the tourist, and the collec- 
tor, can spend an enjoyable and profit- 
able afternoon wandering about the 
ruins. They dominate this quiet town, 
where a few hardy souls still live. 
There have been a few quakes since 
that last one in 1773, but none have 
done serious damage. Everywhere I 
went, on my trip through these ruins, 
I saw glimpses of the great and beau- 
tiful past that had been Colonial An- 
tigua. It’s hard not to see the great 
beauty that is everywhere, as the 
silhouettes of the ruined archways 
stand out. in relief against the warm 
Guatemalan sky.

4 “Twentieth Century” Cylinders 


By GEORG PLUCK 


I must admit that I think of myself 
as a collector and dealer in phono- 
graph discs and therefore the idea 
of cylinder records, which I acquire 
in a very off-hand way, is almost 
frighteningly new to me. I think this 
is partially due to the dearth of real- 
ly helpful information on the subject 
and most of all to the tremendous 
amount of material in this field that 
has no interest for me. I have al- 
ways for some twenty years repeated 
to myself . .. “it must be vocal, and 
it must be classical;” now I find such 
well entrenched habits very difficult 
to break. I must admit though that 
I feel a sudden and overwhelming at- 
traction to the hitherto neglected, and 
I will try to tell you why. 

In the issue of HOBBIES for Sep- 
tember 1942, Stephen Fassett, who 
was at that time head of the depart- 
ment, wrote a small article called, 
“Bispham, Burgstaller and Van Rooy 
on Columbia Cylinders.” I read it 
at the time with a casual interest, 
noting that about 1905-6 Columbia 
had produced a new type of cylin- 
der machine which used an elongated 
record, 6 inches or so instead of the 
standard 4 inches. The concept in- 
volved seems to have been an an- 
cient form of “Long Play” with the 
added attraction of a much greater 
volume level than had hitherto been 
possible, While presumably they were 
sold on the open market Mr. Fas- 
sett stated that he had never seen 
one of the cylinders nor one of the 
machines either. In the November 
issue of the same year there was a 
letter of reply from Angus Joss stat- 
ing that he had one of the machines 
and one of the cylinders, which he 
said was unfortunately in poor con- 
dition. Besides the one in his own 
possession Mr. Joss knew of only 
three other such records in the United 
States. All this I read, and then as 
promptly forgot; or so I thought. 

Very recently while examining a 
group of records for purchase I came 
upon a box of cylinders, some two 
dozen or so, and I was at once 


struck by their unusual length. Some-

something about these little curiosi- 
ties and I was determined to have 
them in order to check more thor- 
oughly. At the same time, and in 
the heat of what I already believed 
to be a find of some importance, I 
bought a number of Edison cylinders 
also. I’m afraid it would be stretch- 
ing the truth to say that I had no 
idea that these were worthwhile, but 
how much so I really didn’t guess 
because like all hunters you hate to 
arouse the seller by lengthy exam- 
ination. When I reached home, with 
my reference material at hand, my 
joy turned to elation, aroused par- 
tially by the articles mentioned ear- 
lier and which I hastily rescued, and 
even more so by four of the titles 
an the cylinders, Who could resist.. 


Columbia Twentieth Century Cyl- 
inder No. 85062 — Anton Van 
Rooy-Meistersingers-Als Eva aus 
dem Paradies. 


Van Rooy had sung his first Metro- 
politan Hans Sachs on Jan. ; 
1900 in company with a brilliant 
cast including Eames, Schumann- 
Heink, and Dippel. Of course this 
same number was issued on Colum- 
bia discs, but as is often the case 
with cylinders, here the voice is 
brighter and clearer, In many ‘ways 
Van Rooy was the ideal Hans Sachs. 
As this reveals, he had a voice that 
wag not only an organ of importance 
but that most of all it was controlled 
by an active artistic imagination. 
Here the character is presented in 
the terms that in our own time was 
so compellingly projected by Freder- 
ick Schorr. In essence it is what 
Hans Sachs must be or he is nothing 
at all. The root of the matter is 
dignity. This is not the cold aloof- 
ness of the Wotan roles, nor the 
dark, sombre and chilling evil of 
Telramund. Here the voice is warm- 
er. Certainly it is not without no- 
bility, but it is the manner of a 
peasant with deep human emotions 
rather than the icy splendor of the 
ancient gods. I have never been 
more impressed with the greatness 
that was the baritone’s than in this 


short passage. In a few pages of 
the score one finds the summation 
of the entire role. The rather rau- 
cous little ballad is tinged with hu- 
mor and a very sly understanding. 
Cunning is in itself a form of the 
most elemental dignity. 


Columbia Twentieth Century Cyl- 
inder No. 85079.—David Bispham- 
Faust-Dio possente. 


Again a thrill, The condition was 
remarkably fine. Bispham is either 
greatly beloved or haughtily ignored 
by collectors. Those who look for 
the warm vibrant outpcur.ngs of the 
Italian nature can not reconcile their 
preferences with the sounds the sing- 
er produces. Certainly he is much 
closer to the German school both 
in temperament and vocal produc- 
tion. His voice is a little short at 
the top and the lower range more 
extensive than is general among his 
baritone brothers. He can turn a 
phrase with delicious artistry and 
his attention to text is most admir- 
able. In the German language in 
particular, as well as his very adept 
and sensitive use of nuance in Eng- 
lish (a great rarity among native 
singers), he is only faintly challeng- 
ed by any of his contemporaries. As 
closely as I can judge the “Dio Pos- 
sente” is lowered by half a note in 
this version. It is extremely diffi- 
cult for me to be sure of these mat- 
ters where they pertain to cylinders. 
The sound of the voice is most na- 
tural and flowing when produced at 
that indicated speed however. The 
lowering of key is of course nothing 
unusual, for Bispham, I understand, 
invariably dropped this aria by a 
whole note in recital. I must say 
that in the hearing I am not aware 
of the transposition. The assurance 
of his attack at the bottom of his 
range is such that one is not con- 
fronted with the harshness that is 
so often the result when one tam- 
pers with the original. Many are 
the times when one pays the piper 
for the security gained in the upper 
register by lack of quality in the 
lower. Such is not the case here.

I find the sheer sound more satis- 
fying than in his Columbia disc of 
the same selection, The highs are 
perhaps a little more opulent than 
the more familiar version displays. 
The disc, if I am not wrong, is low- 
ered by one whole note below what 
the score calls for. The artist is 
much in evidence at all times. 


David Bispham - Annie Laurie 
Columbia Twentieth Century Cylin- 
der No. 85078. 


Here to me was the really great 
surprise. How often have we heard 
this artless and simple ballad mal- 
treated by the professional and ama- 
teur singer alike. In both cases 
they aie defeated by its utter sim- 
plicity. Artifice has no place here 
—the synthetic is quickly recognized. 
This is one of the numbers that Bis- 
pham often recorded and it.was a 
great favorite on his concert pro- 
gram, being invariably included a- 
mong the first encores. Two differ- 
ent versions are available on Colum- 
bia discs, the earlier with piano and 
the later with orchestra, and at least 
one of these is represented in almost 
every collection. Jt would be only 
justice to say that the discs are well 
done, certainly among the better re- 
cordings of the little song but they 
are pale in comparison with the per- 
formance on this cylinder. This is 
not only one of the best recordings 
I have ever heard of “Annie Laurie” 
but also one of the finest Bispham’s. 
The voice is: clear and quite forward. 
The sense of style — the perfection 
of phrase — the superb diction all 
place it in a class difficult to sur- 
pass, The exquisite messa di voce 
at the climax of the second verse is 
truly a thing of beauty and through- 
out the voice is lovely in sound. I 
must also mention the alternate pas- 
sage on the words “her voice is low 
and sweet” in which the singer drops 
to a low A of stunning quality. None 
of the famous operatic arias or great 
lieder in my opinion reveal so clearly 


the reason for this artist’s acclaim. 
Certainly it casts a new light upon 
the sensitiveness of his interpreta- 
tions and the splendid control of his 
singing. Were this the most com- 
mon item on the market I would cher- 
ish it and give it a high place for 
what I consider a beauty that is at 
the very least uncommon.

Not only was I unfamiliar with 
the voice, though well aware of the 
reputation of course, but this was 
not even included among his three 
Edison titles. It seems strange that 
a tenor of such renown should be 
so little represented on records in 
this country: in fact it is not easy 
to find biographical material in the 
standard reference works. 

Alois Burgstaller was born in Holz- 
kirchen on September 27, 1871, After 
appearing in a number of opera 
houses in his early career he receiv- 
ed his first world-wide recognition 
when he was chosen to sing leading 
roles at Bayreuth. In 1897 he was 
the “Siegfried” there and again in 
1899 the Siegmund in the production 
of “Die Walkure.” He was lured to 
the Metropolitan Opera in New York 
for the season of 1902-3, making his 
debut there on January 16, 1903 as

His success was 
pronounced and he appeared later in 
the season as “Siegfried” both in 
the opera of that name and in “Got- 
terdammerung,” making a_ splendid 
impression in the season’s final per- 
formance in which he sang Erik in 
Act 2 of “Die Fliegende Hollander” 
with Gadski, Van Rooy, and Robert 
Blass. 

The opera that is most closely as- 
sociated with his name in_ this 
country however is “Parsifal,” in 
which he created the name part in 
the American premiere; in fact the 
premiere anywhere outside of Bay- 
reuth.

dammerung,” certainly in an over- 
whelming performance in which Tos- 
canini conducted and the other prin- 
cipals were: Fremstad, Fornia, 
Homer, Hinkley and Goritz. This 
then in substance was his American 
career. 

Burgstaller’s voice is an enigma to 
many collectors, but more from lack 
of hearings than from any missing 
quality in the sound itself. Even 
at the height of his fame he was 
more noted for his artistic approach 
and searching vocalism than for 
sheer vocal beauty. This, however, 
was in an age which provided a much 
greater abundance for such compar- 
isons. Jean de Reszke had retired 
only two seasons before Burgstaller’s 
arrival and as was the fate of al- 
most every tenor, including Caruso 
in his first performances here, they 
were weighed in the scales and found 
wanting in the presence of the al- 
most deified predecessor. 

As exemplified here the voice is 
pure, an asset for any Lohengrin, 
and the freedom of production is 
quite admirable. It seems to me that 
there is less restriction to the upper 
notes than I would have anticipated 
from too close a contact with other 
Wagnerian tenors, The melodic line 
is molded with care and restraint and 
the climaxes are built with a sure 
and telling effect. Such a singer 
would certainly now be welcomed 
with open arms. It is as the great 
Henry Krehbiel said after his ap- 
pearance in the first American “Par- 
sifal” - “Mr. Burgstaller is an ad- 
mirable Parsifal because he not only 
sings but impersonates the part.” 
What more could one wish for, 

One does wish, greedily of course, 
that the remaining nineteen ‘“Twen- 
tieth Century” cylinders which came 
in the same group had been of a 
like quality — but alas it could not 
be so. They are occupied primarily 
by singers such as George Alexander, 
and organizations like the Columbia 
Orchestra. Needless to say I prize 
even these as an example of a short- 
lived period of phonographic history. 


Finding these recordings was more 
than J could keep to myself. I had 
to tell someone at once, so I called 
Mme. Artsay, the gracious head of 
this department and the article is the 
result. She kindly suggested that I 
write this and, I must say, quite over- 
whelmed me with her own infectious 
enthusiasm.

Charles D’Almaine

I. D’Almaine’s First Edison Records 

It would be interesting to know 
how Charles D’Almaine happened to 
become a recording violinist — just 
as I should like to know why he and 
Mrs, D’Almaine virtually abandoned 
a@ musical career in favor of being 
chiropractors. I wonder if he ap- 
proached the recording companies 
after his removal to New York from 
Chicago in 1898 or whether somebody 
associated with one of the companies 
heard him play in a recital and sug- 
gested that he make records. What- 
ever the reason, the English-born 
musician soon became the recording 
violinist and remained so for almost 
ten years. He had virtually no op- 

sition except from a few “cele- 

rity” performers whose discs sold 
for high prices. In some way not 
easily explained he seemed to have 
a knack, unrivaled by any contem- 
porary player, of impressing his per- 
sonality upon the wax, 

However, D’Almaine was not the 
first violin virtuoso to make records. 
The initial list of “phonograms” is- 
sued by the North American Phono- 
graph Company in 1890 contains sev- 
eral selections by an _ unidentified 
violinist. I have not found any violin 
numbers in the Columbia catalogs is- 
sued during the 1890’s and none ap- 
pear in the Edison cylinder list for 
1898. However, in the complete 
catalog dated October, 1899, there are 
16 — all played by Frederick W. Ha- 
ger, better known in later years as 
a band and orchestra conductor and 
composer. Mr. Hager is still living, 
in retirement in Florida, at the age 
of 81, but is in poor health. The 
numbers he played are a virtual fore- 
cast of those Charles D’Almaine 
would record a little later, 

I believe that D’Almaine first ap- 
peared as an Edison artist in a sup- 
plement dated November 20, 1899. 
He was represented by three two- 
minute brown wax cylinders: 7324, 
“El Miserere,” from “Il Trovatore’’; 
7325, “Polish National Dance,” and 
7326, “Ben Bolt—Fantasia.” The 
Edison catalog for the fall of 1902 
contains 18 records by him, done by 
the gold moulded process, which had

been introduced only a few months 
before and made it possible for the 
first time to have a permanent cylin- 
der master, Fred Hager’s name had 
disappeared by this time as an Edi- 
son violinist, and several of the 
D’Almaine offerings were remakes 
of numbers previously performed by 
Hager. Both violinists are shown 
in a group photo of 42 Edison ar- 
tists taken in 1900 and reproduced 
in HOBBIES of September, 1944. As 
far as I can find out, Hager is the 
only one of the group alive 57 years 
later. 

For historical interest, here is a 
list of the 1902 D’Almaine records. 
They clearly foreshadowed the type 
of music with which he would long 
be identified, except that none of his 
masterly performances of Irish and 
Scotch jigs, reels and hornpipes had 
yet appeared. Yet before many 
years D’Almaine’s lively fiddling of 
old country dances would type him 
in the average record buyer’s mind 
as specializing in the same sort of 
boisterous music that John Kimmel 
played so well on the accordion. The 
following were all two-minute gold 
moulded Edison cylinders: 

7326, Ben Bolt Fantasia; 7732, Come 
All Ye Faithful; 8070 (old No. 7990), 
Edward German’s Shepherd Dance; 
7324, El Miserere; 7574, Gems from 
Faust; 6702, Gypsy Dance; 7590, Holy 
City; 7377, Imitation Bagpipes and 
Scotch Air; 6703, Intermezzo from 
Cavalleria Rusticana; 7824, Le Car- 
nival de Venise; 8099 (old No. 6705), 
The Mocking Bird, with variations; 
7325, Polish National Dance; 7633, 
Raff’s Cavatina; 7455, Scenes That 
Are Brightest; 7192, Schubert’s Ser- 
enade; 7195, Mendelssohn’s Spring 
Song; 7458, Then You'll Remember 
Me; 7659, Waltz from Faust. 


Several of these selections became 
stock favorites in D’Almaine’s record- 
ing repertoire. Among his standard 
“war horses” were “Ben Bolt,” “Imi- 
tation Bagpipes,’ “The Miserere,” 
the “Cavalleria Intermezzo,” “The 
Mocking Bird,” “Polish National 
Dance,” “Raff’s Cavatina,” the 
“Spring Song” and “Waltz from 
Faust.” 


II. D’Almaine Plays for Victor 

I am assuming that Edison was 
the first company for which D’Al- 
maine recorded, but that is by no 
means certain, and almost any state- 
ment about the pioneer recording 
days should be regarded as tentative 
and accepted with caution. It is pos- 
sible that he played for the seven- 
inch Berliner discs concurrently with, 
or even before, making his Edison 
records, but I lack Berliner catalogs 


to check. It is also possible that he 
made Columbia records about the 
same time as his first Edisons were 
issued, but the 1899 Columbia cata- 
log, published late in 1898, lists no 
violin cylinders. 

However, the 1901 Columbia cylin- 
der catalog contained 18 violin re- 
cords which could be obtained in 
either the small brown wax two-min- 
ute size, or the five-inch “concert” 
or “grand” type, also playing only 
two minutes but much louder. No 
artist’s name is given, but I had to 
smile as I read the list of titles. The 
repertoire makes it appear likely 
most, perhaps all, were by D’Almaine:

Comparison will show that Edison 
and Columbia were keeping remark- 
ably in step in their choice of violin 
selections, I suspect “Mr. Finnia- 
gin’s Conversatzione” was the same 
comic sketch that became famous on 
Edison as “Down at Finnegan’s Jam- 
boree.” 

Charles D’Almaine was an import- 
ant Victor artist from the beginning 
of Eldridge R. Johnson’s company in 
1901. I find the following quotation 
from the February, 1902, Victor ca- 
talog specially interesting: 

“At enormous expense, our entire 
list of ‘Victor’ (seven-inch) Records, 
with very few exceptions, has been 
remade, No greater proof of the 
advance we are making in recording 
sound could be given than the mark- 
ed improvements in our new records 
of the old seven-inch ‘Victor’ lists 
of Sousa’s Band and D’Almaine and 
(Samuel) Siegel’s violin and mando- 
lin solos.’’ 


This makes it clear that D’Almaine 
was not only recording for Victor 
in late 1901, when the catalog was 
prepared, but had even earlier played 
other numbers which had been re- 
made, Here is his 1902 Victor re- 
pertoire. Records having numbers 
prefixed with a V were seven-inch 
Victors. Those with an M, were 
Monarchs, as the 10-inch records 
were then called: 
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V405, Ben Bolt; V432, Gems from 
“Faust”; V431, Hungarian Gyp sy 
Dances; "V248, intermezzo from i cad 
valleria Rusticana” M3336, Medley 
of Irish Airs; V430, Mendelssohn’s 
Spring Song; V245, ‘Miserere; V404, 
Polish National Dance; M3334, Raff's 
Cavatina; M3337, Shepherd’s Dance 
from ‘Henry VIII’; V247, Scotch 
Medley; V249, The Mocking Bird; 


M333, The Holy City; M3335, Then 
You'll Remember Me; V246, Trau- 
merei. 


Where have we seen most of these 
names before. Why, in the Edison 
and Columbia lists. It really seems 
as if when D’Almaine decided upon 
a suitable recording title, he made 
the rounds of the companies, playing 
it for all impartially. Of course the 
amount of violin music of even 
pseudo-classic status that would fit 
onto two-minute cylinders and seven- 
inch discs was severely limited. 

Until some time in 1905, D’Almaine 
was the only violinist playing for 
Victor. Then a few Red Seal records 
were made by Maud Powell, and one 
of Kubelik’s solos was imported. In 
the complete Victor catalog dated 
August 31, 1904, the following D’ 
Almaine titles had been added: 

M2802, Gavotte from ‘‘Mignon”’; 
1209, Hearts and Flowers (both seven 
and 10-inch); 2424, Polish National 
Dance (probably a remake of V404); 
2738, Pop Goes the Weasel Medley; 
M2871, Raff’s Cavatina; 2921, Scotch 
Medley; M2872, Shepherd’s Dance; 
M1210, Sixth Air and variations (De 
Beriot); 2923, Spring Song; 1985, Then 
¥ou’ll ‘Remember Me; 1208, Waltz 
from “Faust.” 


Observe the large number of ap- 
parent remakes of earlier numbers. 
Old-timers at Victor used to tell a 
story about the “Pop Goes the Wea- 
sel Medley,” which may have been 
D’Almaine’s first jigs and reels re- 
cording, It contained besides the title 
number, “Irish Washerwoman,” “Mrs. 
McCloud’s Reel,” “Speed the Plow” 
and “Prince’s Reel.” The story was 
that many years after the record 
was cut from the catalog, a small 
boy became desperately ill and con- 
stantly demanded to hear the fami- 
ly’s copy of “Pop Goes the Weasel,” 
which had been broken, His physi- 
cian said he would die if the record 
couldn’t be played. The Victor com- 
pany was informed of this and the 
master was brought out of the vault 
and a special pressing made, which, 
by its soothing influence saved the 
child’s life. There may have been 
no truth to the story . ..a similar 
one was told about Billy Murray’s 
record of “The Story Book Ball” but 
it is at least interesting. 

During this period D’Almaine’s 
records were also appearing on Co- 
lumbia discs, and the Talking Machine 
News for May, 1905, praised his Co- 
lumbia record of “Ben Bolt,” issued 
the preceding year, as being’ wonder- 
fully fine. The T. M. N. referred to 
its “weird, wailing strains” and 
added: “The almost human tone of 
the violin interprets marvelously that 
fine old English ballad, ‘Ben Bolt’ ”— 
which was an American, rather than 
an English, song. 1905 was the year 
that saw two other violinists added 
to the Columbia list — Arthur Bergh 
and Miss Jessie Strauss. Walter 
Biedermann, George Stehl (or Stell) 
and Jan Kocian came along shortly 
afterward. 
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FIRST VICTOR ORCHESTRA 
These instrumentalists constituted the Victor Talking Machine Company’s 


first permanent orchcsi.a. 
violinist.

The 1904 Victor catalog contained 
three records by D’Almaine described 
as being played on the “viol-horn.” 
This was the Stroh violin, designed 
by an English inventor, Charles 
Stroh, to give the violin a stronger 
tone for recording, A small bell was 
fitted to the violin and served as an 
amplifier. It gave a coarse tone but 
the Stroh violin was extensively used 
in recording studios until electrical 
processes took over in 1925. The 


viol-horn records were 2770, “Donkey 
and Driver’; M2804, “Favorite 
Hymns” (with an organ imitation), 
and 2828, “Military Serenade.” 
“Donkey and Driver” shows D’ - 
Almaine essaying a comedy num- 
ber. As described in the catalog: 
“The peasant starts for market with 
his faithful donkey — jogging along 
the road — the donkey becomes plav- 
ful and is whipped — song of the 
driver — Mr. Donkey is ob:treperous 
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and lifts his voice in protest as he 
is again chastised.” 

This record sounds intriguing and 
I regret that I haven’t found a copy. 
In a year or so Victor dropped the 
“viol-horn description” and _ these 
numbers were listed, like D’Almaine’s 
others, under the heading of violin 
solos. 


III. D’Almaine Joins the 
Victor Orchestra 


In its monthly supplement for 
February, 1906, Victor announced 
that the company had set up its own 
permanent recording orchestra. The 
announcement, no doubt written by 
Sam Rous, did not err on the side 
of modesty: 


The Victor Company, in 1903, began 
to make its vocal and instrumental 
solos and duets with orchestra ac- 
companiment. It soon became dis- 
satisfied, however, with the plan 
usually followed by record-making 
laboratories of engaging musicians as 
individuals whenever they were need- 
ed. Even though the best available 
players were used, it was found that 
really artistic work could not be 
done in this way. In 1904, therefore, 
the Company conceived the idea of 
establishing a permanent orchestra 
which should give its exclusive time 
to the making of Victor records. 

From a list of the very best in- 
strumentalists’* of America were 
chosen the players comprising the 
Victor Orchestra, and it is an indis- 
putable fact that this is one of the 
most remarkable bodies of musicians 
in the world. 

Although the cost of this exclusive 
Victor feature has been very great, 
the expenditure has been fully justi- 
fied, as Victor records soon became 
famous for their artistic accompani- 
ments and are now in a class by 
themselves, no other records even ap- 
proaching them in general excellence. 


Walter B, Rogers was conductor 
of the Victor orchestra, and D’Al- 
maine was solo violinist. Here is 
what the supplement said concerning 
the English-born virtuoso: 

The Victor Company has much rea- 
son to feel proud of the engagement 
of this noted violinist to head the 
string section of its orchestra. Mr. 
D’Almaine is an artist of international 
reputation, well known in England 
and America. His playing is marked 
by superb execution, delicacy of 
touch and great purity of tone — 
these qualities being especially no- 
ticeable in the fine solos and obbliga- 
tos he has played for the Victor 
catalog, although his work with the 
he nan Orchestra is of the greatest 
value, 


_ During this period of his associa- 
tion with Victor, D’Almaine proved 
his versatility by playing the fiddle 
in “The Arkansaw Traveler” and 
other comic sketches by Len Spencer, 
and by providing obbligatos for a 
long series of contralto solos by 
Corinne Morgan. He also played 
obbligatos for Harry Macdonough 
and other singers. 

The supplement from which I have 
quoted gives brief biographical sket- 
ches of other members of the Victor 
Orchestra, Since I frequently receive 
inquiries concerning the personnel of 
this ensemble and it is unlikely I 
shall ever write biographical sketch- 
es of most of the members, I believe 
it will be worth while to interrupt 
the continuity of the D’Almaine bio- 


raphy long enough to copy the high- 
fights of these thumbnail sketches. 
This information may be of special 
interest to collectors, such as Steve 
Gilman, Al Bridges and Charlie Hod- 
gdon, who specialize in instrumental 
records: 


WALTER B. ROGERS, Conductor 
and Cornet Soloist. The career of 
this brilliant young conductor has 
been one of uninterrupted success. 
After some years of study in the 
Cincinnati College of Music he joined 
Cappa’s Seventh Regiment Band of 
New York as cornet soloist, and dur- 
ing the years that followed he was 
one of the great features of_ that 
famous band. On the death of Band- 
master Cappa, Mr. Rogers_ became 
the leader of the band and served 
four years in that capacity. In 1899 
John Philip Sousa made him a flat- 
tering offer and he became the cor- 
net soloist of Sousa’s Band. After 
five successful years  with_ Sousa, 
the Victor Company induced Mr. Ro- 
gers to leave the band and become 
its general Director of Music. His 
work with the Company speaks for 
itself in the Victor Orchestra records 
and the artistic accompaniments 
which are provided for Victor sing- 
ers. 

LOUIS CHRISTIE, Solo Clarinet. 
Few musicians have had such a wide 
experience as this young New York- 
er. He has filled the position of 
solo clarinet with seven great bands, 
having served with Brooke’s Marine 
Band, Reeves’ American Band, Gil- 
more’s Band, and under Liberati, In- 
nes, Sousa and Pryor. Mr. Christie’s 
work in the Victor Orchestra and 
Prvor’s Band records shows what a 
valuable addition he is to the mu- 
sical staff. He is one of the most 
accurate of players and his execution 
is fluent and graceful, the most diffi- 
cult of clarinet passages being easily 
mastered. 

DARIUS LYONS, Solo Flute. Mr. 
Lyons is a native of St. Paul, Minn., 
where he began his study of the 
flute, and made such rapid progress 
that he soon became the leading play- 
er of that city. Being ambitious for 
a- wider field, however, he went to 
Chicago for further. study, and fi- 
nally to New York, where his talent 
soon made him widely known. He 
has filled the position of soloist with 
Victor Herbert’s Orchestra, the Sav- 
age Grand Opera Company, and Sou- 
sa’s Band, with which organization 
he remained six years. The artistic 
obbligatos played for the soprano 
soloists were a feature of the band 
during its transcontinental and Eu- 
ropean tours. An engagement with 
Pryor’s Band followed, and the Vic- 
tor Company has now persuaded Mr. 
Lyons to become a member of its 
permanent orchestra. 

EMIL KENEKE, Solo Cornet. Emil 
Keneke is a native of Germany, hav- 
ing been born in 18f6, in Magdeburg. 
His military band experience is a wide 
one, comoprising four vears as solo 
cornetist in the Garde Hussars, Pots- 
dam. two vears in the 8th Field 
Artillery, Coblenz, one year in 7th 
Pioneer Battalion, and two years as 
first trumnet and solo cornet with the 
Warsaw (Russia) Symphony Orches- 
tra. He came to America in’ 1892, 
and was solo cornetist five vears with 
7th Regiment Band of New York, 
three seasons with Innes and five 
years with Sousa. In 1903 Mr. Sav- 
age secured him for first trumpet in 
his Parsifal Comnany, a most import- 
ant position. which he filled with 
distinction. The Victor Company con- 
gratulates itself on being able to 
secure such a plaver. 

HERMAN CONRAD. First Bass. Her- 
man Conrad is undoubtedlv one of 
the best bass plavers in the world. 
His work with Gilmore’s Band first 
made him famous, and during the six 
years from 1888 to 1892 he was one 
of the features of that great band. 
On the death of Mr. Gilmore there 


was great competition among the 
leading conductors for Mr. Conrad’s 
services, but he was finally secured 
by John Philip Sousa, who succeeded 
in keeping him for eleven years, until 
the Victor Company in turn persuaded 
him to abandon the road and enlist 
in their service. Mr. Conrad is a 
man of magnificent physique and is 
known as the tallest tuba player in 
the United Stataes. 


O. EDWARD WARDWELL, First 
Trombone. From the frozen North 
came in 1893 this young Maine giant, 
whose splendid physique and broad 
chest account in some degree for the 
wonderful tone he produces. Ward- 
well’s experience is a broad one and 
the organizations he has played with 
comprise the foremost in the coun- 
try. He was three years with Innes, 
and five years with Mr. Sousa, par- 
ticipating in the famous European 
tours. In 1904 he joined Arthur Pry- 
or’s Band as first trombone, and his 
solos and his masterly playing with 
the band have been a feature of the 
Asbury Park engagements. 


FRANK E. RESCHKE, First Viola 
and Saxophone. . . was born in De- 
troit and pursued his first studies 
there, After a season with Liberati's 
band, he settled in Chicago, playing 
first violin with Thieles’ Symphony 
Orchestra and saxophone with 
Brooke’s Chicago Marine Band and 
Innes Band. A flattering offer from 
the Detroit Symphony Orchestra in- 
duced him to return there, and after 
four years with that orchestra and 
the Detroit Philharmonic Club, he 
returned to the saxophone and went 
abroad with Sousa. As Mr. Reschke 
is one of the finest viola players in 
America, the Victor Company has 
persuaded him to resume that in- 
strument, and become a member of 
its permanent orchestra. 


WALTER PRYOR, ist Cornet. .. 
is a native of Missouri and has taken 
a large part in the musical affairs of 
that state. As director and soloist 
of Pryor’s Military Band of Missouri 
he gained much _ distinction. The 
Victor Company has induced him to 
abandon his work in the West and 
accept the important position of first 
cornet in the orchestra, where his 
accurate playing and fine tone have 
been quite noticeable. 


A. LEVY, ist Clarinet. A native of 
Sioux City, Iowa, Mr. Levy came to 
Chicago in 1894 and joined Brooke’s 
Chicago Marine Band, the organiza- 
tion that has produced so many fine 
players. After three years’ with 
Brooke, he came East and played 
with Innes’ and the United States 
Band, Victor Herbert’s Orchestra and 
the New York Symphony Orchestra. 
Mr. Levy was then engaged by Sousa, 
and, after several seasons, joined 
Pryor’s Band. This is his second sea- 
son with the Victor Orchestra, and he 
has proved a decided acquisition to 
the Victor forces. 


ARTHUR TREPTE, 1st Oboe. The 
Victor Orchestra is to be congratu- 
lated that it has been able to com- 
mand the services of this noted oboe 
soloist. His beautiful tone and fine 
execution are especially noticeable 
in the higher class orchestra records, 
where the oboe is indispensable. The 
Victor Company was the first to use 
this instrument in its records, and 
the beautiful effects produced have 
been highly commended by music 
lovers. 


THEODORE LEVY, 1st Violin. This 
talented young musician, who is not 
only a fine violinist but an expert 
cornetist, in 1896 found his native 
town, Salt Lake City, too small for 
him and came East, where his ar- 
tistic playing soon secured him an 
engagement in Sousa’s Band, with 
which organization he remained for 
many years. In 1903 he joined Arthur 
Pryor’s Band and is now a valued 
member of the Victor Orchestra.

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The Records of 
Jack Norworth 


By ALLEN DEBUS 
Part III 


THE KING OF THE PALACE 


Immediately after his return from 
four successful years in England, 
Jack Norworth opened as the head- 
liner at the Palace in 1917. Even the 
most cursory comparison of his 1911 
Victors and his 1917-18 Pathés will 
make evident to the listener that his 
act had changed considerably during 
his stay abroad. In referring to these 
records Jim Walsh has written me 
that “his dry humor is irresistable,” 
and with this opinion I heartily con- 
cur. Nearly all of Jack’s Pathés are 
of special material which he wrote or 
had written for him and were used in 
vaudeville and musical comedies in 
the years shortly after his return to 
the U.S.A. However, he never was 
particularly interested in recording 
and often went to the studio without 
any preconceived ideas as to what 
to sing. Generally making records 
was closely allied with making a lit- 
tle extra cash for playing the horses 
in Jack‘s mind. 

In any case these Pathés represent 
some of the finest comedy recordings 
ever turned out in this country. Ex- 
cept for the last two he did for this 
company which had an orchestral 
backing, they were all done with a 
piano accompaniment by Fred Meade. 
Some of the titles are especially in- 
teresting. He wrote “I Want To Go 
Back There Again,” specifically for 
his 1917 Palace opening, and it is 
one of his best. “Mickey Slater (the 
Singing Waiter)” is also a gem. It 
deals with q singing waiter in a “Co- 
ney Island Cabaret” who sings the 
choruses of all the latest hits and in- 
tersperses them with his orders. It 
is a number which Jack used for 
many years in vaudeville and which 
he continually altered to keep up with 
the new songs. “Fancy You Fancying 
Me” was one of his biggest hits of 
this period, and “Oh! Tomorrow 
Night” is another one of his finest 
bits of comedy, this one dealing: with 
a man who has been married for 
“just two years” and who vows that 
he is going out by himself “tomorrow 
night.” The “Argentines, the Portu- 
guese, the Armenians, and the Greeks” 
iS a good tonical song dealing with 
the post war immigration problem 
which was also recorded by Nora 
Bayes for Columbia, and “Vamping 
Rose” was a Fanny Brice number 
that Jack recorded just to give a 
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song writer friend an extra plug. His 
recording of “Ain’t We Got Fun” is 
the best job I have ever heard of 
this number which in a way almost 
typefies the spirit of the “Roaring 
Twenties.” Perhaps his recordings of 
“Orange Blossom Time” and “I Want 
to Spread a Little Sunshine” on Pa- 
thé 20462 had the largest sale, if 
one may be allowed to judge sales 
by the number of copies that turn up 
today. But enough of this. Everyone 
of these records that I have heard 
(and I have heard most of them) is 
good. 


After renewing his American pop- 
ularity with a few months in vaude- 
ville, Jack built the Norworth theater 
on 48th street (now the Belmont) and 
produced there his “Odds and Ends 
of 1917.” After a successful run in 
New York he took the show out on 
the road, and an unidentified clipping 
in the Harvard theatrical collection 
dated March 10, 1918 attests to his 
revue’s popularity out of New York. 
Incidentally, Dolly ‘Connolly was also 
featured in this show. By 1919 he 
was again in vaudeville, but the fol- 
lowing year he bought “My Lady 
Friends” and opened with it in At- 
lantie City. In 1920-21 after leaving 
Atlantic City he took this revue on 
the road and it had an extended run 
in Chicago. When this closed, he 
wrote “Honeymoon House” with Her- 
bert Hall Winslow which played in 
Chicago in 1923-4. 

During the Summers of the mid- 
twenties he played stock at the Ohio 
Theater in Cleveland. And about 1920 
he wrote a song in a hotel room in 
Chicago which today has passed into 
the realm of folk music even though 
it has never been published. Think- 
ing that another number like “Fran- 
kie and Johnny” or “Stack O’Lee’”’ 
was needed, he wrote “Jew Jennie” 
and he has heard that it was even 
sung in Russia by our Service Men. 
This number he also recorded in an 
edition which was limited to three 
pressings a few years ago. 


As far as I have been able to de- 
termine, the last commercial record- 
ing he made was done while plaving 
vaudeville in late 1922 for Regal. This 
record combines a Norworth song 
“People Like Us” which Jack doesn’t 
eare for very much, but which I 
think has a very nice chorus, with 
“A Sleepy Little Village (Where the 
Dixie Cotton Grows).” As with all 
Norworth recordings both songs re- 
ceive a highly personalized treatment. 
The second chorus of the first num- 
ber has the words changed to refer 
to “current events” and much is made 
of the newly won Irish independence. 
“A Sleepy Little Village” has a slow 
tempo “patter” chorus and is the only 
song he ever recorded in this style. 
Bob Colton and Len Kunstadt checked 
the master numbers of this record 
against their files of Regal record- 
ings and as they fill a gap in the 
lists surrounded by recordings by 
dance bands and other vocalists, it 
is their opinion, and mine, that these 
are probably the only numbers he 
recorded for that company. Bob has

also been able to pin down the re- 
lease date as being sometime between 
December, 1922 and February, 1923. 
After “Honeymoon House” closed in 
1924, Jack played four straight years 
in vaudeville with his wife, Dorothy 
Adelphi Norworth, (who was also his 
accompanist) in a vaude sketch called 
“The Naggers.” They also went to 
Hollywood to make a series of shorts 
for Warner Brothers. But as vaude- 
ville began to fade, he turned to ra- 
dio where General Electric sponsored 
him in “Melody Master.” This was 
followed by another radio show titled 
“Father and Son.” Following this he 
wrote the Crumit and Sanderson 
scripts for two years. He was on 
Broadway again in 1937 in “On Loca- 
tion” which did not fare too well. 
The following year gave him a ter- 
rific part in a fine show called “The 
Fabulous Invalid,” but when this show 
closed nothing suitable turned up. 
However, as an enthusiastic col- 
lector, he decided to open his own 
show—of miniatures, which he did 
in New York in 1940. Through this 
exhibition which he titled “It’s a Small 
World” he has become known to thou- 
sands of collectors throughout the 


world. He acquired this hobby at an 
early age as his father was a, collet- 
tor before him, and when he was a 
sailor in his teens he always hunted 
for rare and interesting items to send 
home, and ever since then he has 
been an. active collector. One item in 
his collection which intrigues me is 
a miniature phonograph which really 
plays four half inch records on which 
Jack recorded the first and last lines 
of his four best songs. This collection 
of some 50,000 items is generally rec- 
ognized as one of the best, if not the 
best collection of its type in the 
world. 

By 1941 he was back on the stage 
again, and the only time I saw him 
was when he starred in “Village 
Green” in Chicago in December, of 
that year. Lloyd Lewis who reviewed 
the show for the 'Chicago Daily News 
was not too kind to the play, but 
he was very enthusiastic ahout Jack 
ee performance. He stated 
that 

It is when “Village Green” is 
over that it starts to come to 
life. For then its star, Jack Nor- 
worth, comes out alone on the 

Great Northern stage and, by the 
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curtain-speech route, sings a med- 
ley of his old song hits, “Take Me 
Out to the Ball Game,” “Come 
Along My Mandy,” “Apple Blos- 
som Time in Normandy,” “Shine 
on Harvest Moon,” and others of 
his heyday when, with Nora 
Bayes, he was a vaudeville head- 
liner instead of a character ac- 
tor. When he sings, Mr. Norworth 
is still the master, sure of touch 
and note, his thin, light voice 
striking like a xylophonists’s 
hammer upon old wood blocks 
seasoned in sentiment. 


During the early forties he also played 
in several movies and he and his 
wife also toured the hospital circuit 
in “You Can’t Take It With You” al- 
so doing specialties for the wounded. 


After the war he decided to move 
to California with his wife for a rest, 
but from the letters I receive from 
him it hardly sounds as though he 
is relaxing. He is constantly driving 
to Reno, San Francisco, Las Vegas 
(incidentally, this is the title of his 
latest song), and Hollywood for ben- 
efits of one kind or another. He turns 
up on local radio and television shows 
quite often, and always gets to New 
York once a year at least for the Ed 
Sullivan ASCAP television show. Be- 
sides this he is kind enough to keep 
up with the vast amount of mail 
which he receives from record and 
miniature collectors all over the world.

“T’m Goin’ to Change My Man” on 
Edison 10318 not to be overlooked. 

I did not find these in some re- 
mote and isolated spot where it takes 
a pass-word to even gain entrance. 
In fact I must admit with a bit of 
relish that such was not the case. 
Actually they came from a_ well 
nown Antique Shop on one of the 
main highways of the United States. 
They had been laying in a large open 
box exposed to the world for some 
three weeks and of all things over 
the LABOR DAY WEEK-END. They 
had been searched through and sort- 
ed by several customers and still the 
prizes remained. By checking what 


had been sold I satisfied myself that 


they were of no musical importance. 
How can it happen? I really thought 
that the day was past when it could. 
It gives me new hope, and now when 
I go on the search it will be witha 
more assured air. There are still 
treasures to be unearthed and I[ think 
we should all start looking for them 
in the morning. I must go to bed 
now so I can a ~- early. 


What a phenomenal stroke of for- 
tune — but it could not have hap- 
pened to a better man! As Mr. 
Pluck so well pointed out — and 
several experts in cylinders confirm- 
ed to me — to say that the Colum- 
bia six-inch cylinders are extremely 
rare is to put it mildly. I’m sure 
readers will agree upon the need 
of having these practically non-exist- 
ent recordings reproduced on stan- 
dard disc. There is no question about 
the desirability of such a _ project, 
especially since the recording is 
amazingly forward, life-like, and free 
from excessive surface noise, And 
then, Alois Burgstaller — one of the 
great Wagnerian heroes of his time 
—has never recorded on discs. He 
did make three cylinders for Edison, 
but they do not include anything 
from “Lohengrin.” Incidentally, 
there was another Burgstaller, Lud- 
wig (his son, perhaps?), who also 
sang at the Met, in later years. 

I sincerely hope Mr. Pluck will 
seriously consider the issuance of his 
lucky find for the benefit of us all.

“EDISON STANDARD INDEX” 

It seems this is a month dedicated 
to cylinders. Almost simultaneously 
with Mr. Pluck’s_ excellent article, 
came a copy of the Comprehensive 
Cylinder Record Index, Part II, com- 
piled by Duane D. Deakins, M.D., 
with the assistance of Thomas Grat- 
telo and Elizabeth Deakins. This 
useful work deals exclusively with 
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Edison cylinders: Two-Minute Wax 
between the numbers 1 and 10575 — 
more than 4,000 of them — with the 
Grand Opera “B” Series and a few 
“N” numbers added, The years of 
recording are given for all. The 
chapters are thus divided: Preface, 
Artist List, Numerical Index, Artist 
Index, and Title Index. Two pages 
of Errata conclude the 104 page mi- 
meographed compilation. 

The “Index” is worked out with 
great care, and will undoubtedly 
prove valuable not only to collectors 
of cylinders but also to those inter- 
ested in knowing who recorded what 
for this medium. Since my main 
concern lies in the Grand Opera 
Series, I was most interested to learn 
that it consisted of 68 “B” numbers, 
plus B 100 and B 112, An explana- 
tory note informs that “No numbers 
between 68 & 100 or between 100 & 
112 were issued.”

The writer has always, to the best 
of his ability, tried to keep current 
on any situations or complications 
that have any bearing on the collect- 
ing of mechanical banks. Numbers of 
letters have been received expressing 
concern over recast mechanical 
banks. These letters have been more 
prevalent in recent months due to the 
reproductions sponsored by a large 
Eastern concern. The reproductions 
are being sold through some banking 
institutions. The distributor’s sched- 
ule lists a different bank for each 
month through June 1958, with a 
possibility of the program continuing 
for several years. 

It is claimed by the sponsors that 
the banks are being made from orig- 
inal specimens and according to pro- 
cedures used in making the original 
mechanical banks. Needless to say, 
these would automatically be in the 
class of recast mechanical banks. They 
are, however, defined as reproductions 
on the base plate of each bank. 
We are not in any way intimating or 
suggesting that the manufacturer or 
banking institutions are doing any- 
thing wrong or unethical, and agree 
that they have a right to do what 
they are doing, and that there is no 
misrepresentation on their part, be- 
cause the products are marked or de- 
fined as reproductions. We are con- 
cerned only with what subsequent us- 
ers or purchasers might do with the 
banks after they get possession of 
them. Unfortunately the method of 
identification as a reproduction has 
not proven sufficient, as a number of 
cases have already occurred whereby 
other base plates have been inserted 
in the banks and then offered to an- 
tique dealers and collectors as orig- 
inal specimens. 


These circumstances are most cer- 
tainly not beneficial to the hobby of 
collecting mechanical banks. Of course 
if an individual has some experience 
in the field of mechanical bank col- 
lecting it is not difficult for him to 
readily recognize these reproduction 
banks for what they are. The surface 
is quite rough and pebbly, the paint 
is entirely different than on the old 
banks, and there are other differ- 
ences. The information on these banks 
is being brought to the attention of 
HOBBIES readers asa precautionary

Recast Mechanical Banks

as listed by the concerns involved are 
Creedmore Bank, The World’s Fair 
Bank, Magician Bank, U.S. Cannon 
Bank, Bucking Buffalo Bank, Artil- 
lery Bank, Organ Bank, Tammany 
Bank, ’Spise A Mule Bank, Eagle, 
Eaglettes Bank, Dog On Oblong Base 
Bank, Punch and Judy Bank. Each 
bank is issued monthly in the order 
given from June of 1957 through 
April 1958. 

These banks, in the writer’s opin- 
ion, will in no way affect the value 
of the old, original specimens any 
more than reprint Currier & Ives 
prints have affected the value of the 
original prints themselves. The dan- 
ger of the situation exists in these re- 
productions being offered and sold as 
an original specimen by unscrupulous 
individuals, who remove the identify- 
ing base plate and insert others. This 
is a difficult problem to control and 
unfortunately it is up to each per- 
son to: protect himself, It is suggested 
that both dealers and collectors use 
a greater degree of discretion when 
purchasing mechanical banks from 
unknown sources. This is particularly 
important on the dealer’s part where- 
by some stranger either visits the 


dealer’s shop or a booth in an un-* 


tique show and offers a mechanical 
bank or banks for sale. 

It is also well to bear in mind that 
the terminology “authentic reproduc- 
tions” is a rather meaningless use of 
words. “Authentic” according to Web- 
ster’s Dictionary, means genuine, and 
the only genuine item in the case 
of a mechanical bank is the old orig- 
inal bank itseif. The reproduction of 
this bank is not authentic, but simply 
a recast bank and, as such, has no 
value in a coliection. Any individual 
with the proper equipment can re- 
cast a mechanical bank, but the end 
result is nothing more than q recast 
item, which has no value to a collec- 
tor. 

—o— 

Another problem faces the mechan- 
ical bank collector of today and this 
has to do with certain practices in- 
volving recasting and faking mechan- 
ical banks. This has even gone so 
far as to involve the misuse of some 
original patterns of mechanical 
banks, and unfortunately in sev- 
eral cases these patterns are of some 
of the rarer banks. Fortunately, these 


recast banks are not very good and 
not difficult to distinguish, However, 
there have been a number of cases 
whereby some inexperienced dealers 
and collectors have been hoodwinked. 
It does seem a shame that anybody 
would stoop so low as to become 
involved in trying to destroy a fine 
hobby. However, similar circum- 
stances have occurred in various 
other hobbies, including coins, pa- 
perweights, prints, glass, and about 
anything else a person might mention. 

It is further understood that some 
of these recast banks have come back 
home to roost, and sooner or later 
the roof will cave in. In any event, 
it is time now that the readers of 
HOBBIES should be informed of 
these activities, and the writer feels 
sure that a word to the wise is suf- 
ficient. 

In closing the writer would like to 
express his opinion that the collect- 
ing of mechanical banks will remain 
a fine hobby in spite of various recast 
efforts and the like. Fine, original 
mechanical banks will always remain 
a desirable collector’s item and in- 
terest will continue to increase as it 
has over the past years. After all, 
some 15 to 20 years ago there were 
several individuals involved in recast- 
ing banks and their efforts in no way 
harmed the mechanical bank hobby. 
The old, original specimens became 
more and more desirable and in- 
creased in value. Over the years this 
has continued to be the case right up 
to date. There is no reason that 
mechanical banks will not continue to 
enjoy their increasing popularity. 
They are definitely Americana and 
represent an ingenious period of 
American toy production. They are 
part of the heritage of our country 
as connected with a period of our his- 
tory. They represent a past way of 
life and living in our country, the 
same as Currier & Ives prints. They 
are clever involved mechanisms with 
fascinating mechanical action, and 
while originally made as toys to en- 
courage children to save they had 
and have just as much, if not more, 
appeal to grownups. Surely circum- 
stances such as those under discus- 
sion cannot destroy a hobby so well 
entrenched in the hearts of the many 
collectors of mechanical banks.

Letters 


From time to time we receive let- 
ters of inquiry from our readers and 
it has occurred to us that some of 
them would be of general interest. 
Here are a few: 


Birge Peck & Co. Mrs. W. W. of 
Redding, Calif., writes: “We have an 
eight-day clock with brass works in 
a mahogany case about 30” high. It 
is made by Birge Peck & Co. of 
Bristol, Conn. Inside the clock is a 
picture of an early day train called 
‘The Breeze.’ In the lower part of 
the upper glass door is a colored pic- 
ture of ‘Croton Fountain, New York’ 
and in the glass of the smaller lower 
door is shown a white public build- 
ing with a rotunda ornamented with 
a rather slender cupola. We have 
had the clock for about thirty years 
and it continues to keep good time. 
Can you tell me the age of the clock 
and what the white building is?” 


The clock was made between 1849 
and 1859. The firm of Birge Peck 
and Co. later merged with the en- 
terprises of J. C, Brown and eventu- 
ally developed into the Sessions Clock 
Co. of the present. The founder, John 
Birge, was one of the most inter- 
esting figures in the history of Con- 
necticut clockmaking. Born in Tor- 
rington in 1785 he became a cabinet 
maker. After serving in the War of 
1812 he seems to have begun to 
make clocks and it is believed that 
he may have traveled around the 
countryside selling the timepieces he 
produced. He entered into many part- 
nerships, of which the first may have 
been the firm of Henderson and 
Birge established about 1821-22. Even 
prior to this date he went into busi- 
ness with a leading local doctor, Dr. 
Titus Merriman, and produced clocks. 
Actually the firm may have been an 
— to market the clocks of Joseph 
ves. 


There is a story that in 1830 Birge 
went to New York to the aid of Ives 
who was in debtors prison and that 
Birge obtained his release and 
brought Ives back to Bristol. It is 
probable that Birge purchased rights 
to certain clock patents of Joseph 
Ives. Twenty years later Birge and 
Ives were involved in a lawsuit, and 
it was at this time that the partner- 
ship with Ambrose Peck began. In 
1855 Birge retired from the clock- 
making business and devoted his at- 
tention to farming, which had been 
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from Our Readers 


a main interest for many years, Many 
clocks were produced by the firm. 
Following his discharge from military 
service in the War of 1812, Birge 
had become known as a successful 
wagon builder at approximately the 
same time that he first went into 
the clock business. It is difficult to 
identify the building which appears 
on the glass panel of your clock 
without an illustration, but perhaps 
some of our readers may have help- 
ful suggestions.

Aurora Watch Co. J.S.B. of Chick- 
asaw, Ala., writes: “I have a watch 
of the old-fashioned thick type, about 
3%” thick and about 244” in diameter. 
. . . The watch has a thick crystal, 
open face with white dial and Roman 
numerals, and a screw back. The 
word ‘Aurora’ appears on the face 
and on the back cover is inscribed 
‘Windsor Patent, Feb. 19, 1884.’ On 
the works is the inscription ‘Aurora 
Watch Co., Aurora, Illinois.’ It was 
once gold plated but is now worn 
down to brass. Does my watch have 
any value as a collector’s item?” 


This watch was produced by the 
firm which was incorporated in 1883 


as the Aurora Watch Company. The: 


firm began to produce watches 
in 1885 and failed in 1886. The ma- 
chinery was sold to the Hamilton 
Watch Company in 1892. 


Inasmuch as the Aurora Watch 
Company produced watches for only 
one year the number of watches 
made by this firm which are avail- 
able are limited, and it seems likely 
that the watch which you have would 
have interest for collectors. Numera- 
tion of the Aurora watches began 
with #1 and the true number of 
each timepiece appears under the 
balance bridge. The number of the 
watch you have may determine the 
value of your watch to a degree.

Hands Arnold, London. L.H.D. of 
Wichita, Kans., has “an old silver 
watch which is key wound from the 
back with the case engraved front 
and back. The number 7224 appears 
inside the back cover and the lid 
covering the movement is inscribed 
‘Hands Arnold, London.’ The front 
cover of the watch is engraved with 
a heraldic device including a shield 
flanked by a dog on the left and a 


man on the right, and_ scrollwork. 
Can you identify this maker?” 


Your description of the watch is 
not sufficient to enable us to judge 
the probable period, but it seems 
likely that it is a timepiece produced 
in London during the late 18th cen- 
tury or first half of the 19th century. 
The name “Hands Arnold” does not 
appear in any of the lists of clock 
and watchmakers, although there 
were quite a number of watchmak- 
ers named Arnold who worked in 
London during this period. One of 
these may actually have been the 
maker of your watch. 


It would be possible to provide a 
more accurate appraisal of the pe- 
riod in which your watch was made 
from photographs of the case and 
movement. Although the name of the 
maker is probably “Hands Arnold” 
as you have written it, there is an- 
other possibility that occurs to us. 
You note that the watch is wound 
from the back. Are the hands set 
from the back as well? If so, is it 
possible that the word “Hands” ap- 
pears opposite the opening in the 
back cover for setting the hands, and 
that the name “Arnold/London” is 
a separate inscription below it?

Skeleton Clocks. R.O.B. of Malone, 
N. Y., sent along a snapshot which 
is unfortunately too dark to be re- 
produced in these pages, of an En- 
glish skeleton clock made of brass 
with catgut fusee, which measures 
about 14” in height, and he asked 
for any information which we might 
be able to provide. 


A similar timepiece was illustrated 
in an advertisement which appeared 
in the ON TIME feature of last 
month’s issue, and which described 
in part this type of clock. Accord- 
ing to the well known French au- 
thority, Monsieur A. Mongruel, the 
skeleton clock had its origin at the 
time of the French Revolution, in 
about 1798, and the first examples 
were French. Several factors con- 
tributed to the development of this 
form of timepiece. This was a time 
when materials for clockmaking, such 
as the necessary metals, fine woods 
and bronzes for decorations, were

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almost impossible to obtain because 
of blockades and other restrictions 
imposed by the Revolution. Further- 
more, during this period the corpora- 
tions or guilds were suppressed 
and clockmakers had to work individ- 
ually, without the usual reliance on 
other trades, such as the brass and 
bronze founders, the cabinet makers 
and the engravers. 

For a limited time there was dis- 
ruption of all trades. This resulted 
in the production of first one and 
then another experimental model in 
the form of a skeleton clock, in 
which an attempt was made to pro- 
duce an accurate and attractive time- 
piece with the minimum of materials. 
The natural artistic instinct of the 
makers placed the emphasis on the 
relation of lines and masses, and the 
scarcity of metals caused the clock- 
makers to reduce the structural and 
mechanical parts to a minimum. The 
result was a masterpiece of decora- 
tive craftsmanship in which the 
structural and mechanical elements 
formed a tracery of metal which was 
decorative as well as functional. 


So successful was the skeleton 
clock that even after the materials 
once again became abundant, the new 
form outlasted the restriction which 
gave it birth, and it continued to be 
produced. Many examples in this form 
continued to be produced and were 
featured in the Paris Expositions of 
1823 to 1850. In the London Exposi- 
tion of 1852 the skeleton clocks were 
exhibited and became very popular 
among the English as well. Today 
they are collectors’ items and they 
are sought by the decorators as well.

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DOLLOLOGY 


Dolls of the 
1868-1878 Period 


By CLARA H. FAWCETT 


One day in a little antique shop in 
Maine the writer came across a num- 
ber of old dolls’ clothes. They were 
fascinating to a collector who had 
spent years trying to track them 
down. These were meant for dolls 
of distinction, for they were of real 
silk and taffeta, falling apart, it is 
true, but not so much so that one 
could not see how exquisitely they 
were made, and how beautifully fin- 
ished the seams. sa 

One of the dresses could be defini- 
tely dated, for sewn onto either side 
of the front panel of the tiny skirt, 
underneath, were tapes meant to tie 
back the skirt, a practice introduced 
in 1874. By means of these tapes 
the front panel or “tablier” of the 
skirt could be pulled against the legs 
and tied tightly around the hips. In 
this period the drapery of the skirt 
was at the rear, the train sometimes 
worn with it called “the mermaid’s 
tail.” 

C. Willett Cunnington calls the 
period from 1866 to 1880 “the golden 
age of the dressmaker’s art. “It was 
a time of prosperity when women of 
means liked to show off their good 
fortune by outstripping their less for- 
tunate contemporaries by lavish dis- 
plays of clothes, jewelry, etc. Even 
the hairdo was much overdone. Wo- 
men tried to assist nature by the ad- 
dition of false buns, great masses 
of curls and loops and what-have-you,

Massive coiffure made necessary the 
tiny hat stuck on at an angle above 
the forehead or at the back of the 
head. Long ribbons which hung down 
the back from the pork-pie hats were 
called “follow-me-lads.” 

Another reason for elaborate dis- 
play of clothes in this period was the 
beautiful cloth that was manufac- 
tured at this time—rich brocades and 
silks and satins and woolens in at- 
tractive colors. Dressmakers used a 
plain gored skirt as a base, and upon 
this draped layer upon layer of ma- 
terial, sometimes of contrasting col- 
ors, sometimes lighter and darker 
shades of the same material. Then 
these layers were bunched up at the 
back. It was the period of “buttons 
and bows” and spots of color em- 
phasized with darker shades. There 
were trimmings and decorative acces- 
sories galore, although not all women 
wore the extremes of style. Quite a 
number of the more intelligent wore 
simple gowns without crinolines and 
bustles and excessive trimmings. 

This was the time of the double 
dress or skirt. There were two types 
of day dresses, one “short,” though 
not short in the modern sense. The 
bottom skirt hung down twelve inches 





was used for walking, but since it 
was twelve to fourteen feet around 
the bottom, we wonder how far wo- 
men walked with such a weight to 
carry. Tight lacing and high heels 
added to the discomfort. The upper 
skirt was sometimes looped up over a 
red petticoat, or open in front to re- 
veal a silk petticoat. The other day 
dress had a train and was used for 
afternoon or formal wear. 

For both day and evening wear a 
fancy apron arrangement called a 
peplum came into use. The peplum 
was cut into deep points and worn 
over the skirt. 

Evening dresses had low-cut bodi- 
ces and were sleeveless. It was said 
“It is in evening dress that our wo- 
men have reached the minimum of 
dress and the maximum of brass. The 
female bosom is less the subject of 
a revelation than the feature of an 
exposition.” 

In 1871 the “Dolly Varden” polo- 
naise was popularized, inspired by the 
heroine of “Barnaby Rudge.” This 
overdress consisted of bodice and 
tunic in one, the tunic bunched up 
at the rear. It was short in front and 
looped at the sides. 

Dolls of this period were made 
with especially big rumps to help 
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Boy's Suit, 1872 
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Marie Antoinette fichu as illustrated in Peterson’s Magazine, 1868.

Gilbert Stuart Painting 
Purchased by Newark Museum 


The Newark Museum recently pur- 
chased a painting by the noted early 
American portrait painter Gilbert 
Stuart. A Members Fund purchase, 
the work is entitled “Portrait of a 
Gentleman.” 

Stuart and John Singleton Copley 
are considered the foremost American 
portrait painters of the Revolutionary 
and post-Revolutionary periods, and 
now both of these artists are repre- 
sented in the Museum’s outstanding 
collection of American painting. 

Unlike Copley, who worked in Am- 
erica until the Revolution and then 
went to England never to return, 
Stuart studied in England working 
in a manner Closer to that of his 
English contemporaries, Reynolds and 
particularly Thomas Gainsborough, 
but Jater returned to this country and 
practiced his art in Philadelphia, 
Washington, New York City and Bos- 
ton. ‘Thus, from his return until his 
death in Boston in 1828, he was the 
finest and most important portrait 
painter in the United States. 

It is interesting to note that Stuart 
is known to have painted portraits 
in Bordentown, New Jersey, in 1805, 
and there is some reason to believe 
that he was a resident of that city 
at least for a short while. 


Undoubtedly the most famous of 
Stuart’s paintings are his numerous 
portraits of George Washington which 
are replicas by Stuart of the three 
originals which he painted from sit- 
tings given by the first President. 
Many of the characteristics of the 
Museum’s new acquisition can be 
found in his portraits of Washington. 

The early history of the Museum’s 
painting is not known, but it came 
from an estate in Dublin and is reput- 
ed to be Sir Desmond Barrington. 
Stuart painted another member of 
the Barrington family, the Honorable 
Samuel Barrington, now in the Yale 
University Art Gallery. 

The Museum has in the last decade 
made notable acquisitions of Ameri- 
can art of this period, namely the 
portraits by Copley, Ralph Earl, a 
painting by Benjamin West and now 
a portrait by Stuart. 


Traveling Exhibits at Smithsonian 

The Smithsonian Institution recen- 
tly announced that it has just pub- 
lished a new catalog listing more than 
50 traveling exhibitions available to 
museums, university and college gal- 
leries, libraries, schools, and other 
non-profit organizations in the United

and prints, Oriental art, architecture, 
design and crafts, folk art and indi- 
genous art, photography, books, and 
children’s art. As a result of a 
recent trip to the Far East, it has 
been possible to expand the list of 
Oriental exhibitions to include varied 
material from Japan, Southeast Asia, 
and India. 

Many shows are comprised of ma- 
terial from the Smithsonian’s own 
fields of collecting; others come from 
museums and private collections here 
and abroad. 

Since it was founded in 1951 as a

New Galleries Open At Met 

A special selection from the largest 
and most comprehensive collection of 
American painting and sculpture in 
existence, that of The Metropulitan 
Museum of Art, has been assembled 
to open the Museum’s new galleries 
devoted to the works of native ar- 
tists, The remodeled quarters, six gal- 
leries and two balconies, occupy the 
second floor of the Morgan Wing, 
connecting the European Paintings 
Galleries with the American Wing. 
The galleries opened to the public on 
October 25. 

Since the creation of the Depart- 
ment of American Paintings and 
Sculpture in 1949, the collection of 
American paintings has not been 
shown in permanent quarters. That 
period is now happily at an end. AI-

The 
modern paintings and sculpture were 
arranged by Robert Beverly Hale, 
Curator, and the historical sections 
by Albert Ten Eyck Gardner, Asso- 
ciate Curator. 

A stairway lined with notable wa- 
tercolors by Homer, Sargent, Graves, 
Hopper, Feininger, Demuth, and Ma- 
rin leads from the northeast corner 
of the Arms and Armor Hall to a 
suite of three galleries representing 
the historic aspect of the exhibition.

Audubon’s Miraculous 
Escapes From Death 
And Danger 


(Continued from the November Issue)

Here Audubon abruptly ends the 
account of this terrifying experi- 
ence to relate two other equally star- 
tling adventures; occasions when even 
his trusted gun was useless. 

One November day riding horse- 
back through the barren hills of Ken- 
tucky, he noticed a strange darkness 
issuing from the Western horizon. 
Audubon thought it was an ap- 
proaching thunder and rain storm, 
but after traveling a mile, the dis- 
tant rumbling sounded like a tor- 
nado. 

Hoping to find shelter, the artist 
spurred his horse but the animal re- 
fused to move any faster than a slow 
walk, carefully placing one foot be- 
fore the other as if walking on a 
sheet of slippery ice. When Audubon 
dismounted to locate the difticulty, 
the horse began groaning, hung his 
head, spread out his forelegs and 
stood stock still. 

“At that instant,” wrote Audubon, 
“all the shrubs and trees began to 
move from their very roots, and the 
ground rose and fell in successive 
furrows, like the ruffled waters of 
a sea. 

“It was an earthquake! 

“Who can tell of the sensations [| 
experienced when rocking on my 
horse, and with him moved to and 
fro like a child in his cradle, with 
the most imminent danger around, 
and expecting the ground every mo-

ment to open, and present to my eyes 
such an abyss as might ingulf my- 
self and all around me? 

“The fearful convulsion, however, 
lasted only a few minutes, and the 
heavens again brightened as quick- 
ly as they had become obscured; my 
horse brought his feet to their nat- 
ural position, raised his head, and 
galloped off as if loose and frolicking 
without a rider.” 

Later in his travels the artist had 
a second highly frightening encoun- 
ter with another of Nature’s wraith- 
like outbursts. After fording a large 
creek and entering the tract of bot- 
tom land between it and another 
creek, he noticed the air had become 
thick with haze and concluded it was 
a second earthquake, but as before, 
his horse did not stop or scem to be 
bothered by the atmospheric change. 

Dismounting to diink from a brook, 
Audubon heard an extraordinary mur- 
muring sound in the distance and in 
the southwest he saw “a yellowish oval 
spot,” which was quite new to him. 
Then a brisk breeze began fanning 
the taller trees and became so strong 
that tree branches and twigs broke 
and fell to the ground; within two 
minutes the entire forest was bend- 
ing from an intense whirling wind 
and huge trees snapped like match 
sticks. 

“And,” wrote Audubon, “before I 
could take measures for safety, a 
hurricane was passing opposite the 
place where I stood!”

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The ferocity of the hurricane made 
it more frightening than the earth- 
quake. Afterwards, Audubon de- 
scribed it saying, “Never can I for- 
get the scene which that moment pre- 
sented itself in a space about a 
fourth of a mile in breadth. The hor- 
rible noise resembled that of the 
great cataracts of Niagara, and as 
it howled along in the track ot the 
desolating tempest, produced ag feel- 
ing in my mind which it is impossi- 
ble for me to describe.” 

However, the naturalist made 
many swift observations. He noted: 
“The tops of the trees were seen 
moving in the strangest manner, in 
the central current cf the tempest, 
which carried along with it a min- 
gled mass of twigs and foliage, that 
completely obscured the view. Some 
of the largest trees were bending and 
writhing under tne gale; others sud- 
denly snapped across; and many after 
a momentary resistance, fell uprooted 
to the earth. The mass of branches, 
twigs, foliage and dust, that moved 
through the air, was whirled onward 
like a cloud of feathers, and, on pass- 
ing, disclosed a wide space filled with 
fallen trees, naked stumps, and heaps 
of shapeless ruins... .” 

These are but a few of the extra- 
ordinary .adventures of the Amer- 
ican Woodsman during the twenty 
years he trekked through this coun- 
try realizing his .boyhood wish of 
“becoming acquainted w'th Nature” 
—a wish that gave the World a rich 
heritage in “The Birds of America.”

This request from a visitcr always 
rocks me back on my heels—both 
dumb and numb is the way I feel. 
Vainly I try to recall whether art, 
music, literature, or even murder is 
the specific interest of my caller. Ti- 
diness does not go with my Celtic 
origins, and I put things together in 
odd fashion and store things in un- 
likely places. Trying to find the 
spoons all of a hurry results in more

chaos, somewhat like that of the fa- 
mous recluse brothers, 

And so I think, “Well, I shall have 
to display the spoons somehow.” Then 
I promptly think otherwise, “No, I 
shan’t either. No constant polishing 
and dusting, thank you.” Still the re- 
solve grows—display the spoons, dis- 
play the spoons—without the tedium 
of rearranging dust, definitely not 


that. 


The Dakins’ Spoon Tree 


“Christmas is coming, 
The geese are getting fat... .” 


The smallest one in the family is 
busy announcing the season of the 
year as the cooking gets under way 
in the kitchen, the presents get bought 
and pushed far back on the closet 
shelves, and the demand grows for 

“Please, Mama, this year let’s have 
the most special tree ever.” 

“Most special? What do you have 
in mind?” 

“Oh, do it up as we never did 
before!” 

“Yes, but how?” I think over what 
we have but cannot imagine anything 
special with that material. 

Doubtfully but hopefully, ‘The 
glass tea kettles from Germany, they 
are certainly different.” 

“Yes, of course, but remember our 
Rosemary.” 

Rosemary, water-mad at three and 
a half, would be sure to insist upon 
trying to put water into every closed 
up kettle. And glass, too. No go 
there! 

Then, I ask, “How about a musical 
tree, using the violins and the horns 
I tried to tie onto the tree with red 
satin ribbon that year when the tree 
hangers ran out?” 

But this idea is no good either as 
all these ornaments are glass and 
would never get through ‘Christmas 
with our children. 

Bows of red ribbon? That’s some- 
thing. What to tie on? Something 
durable. I start for the attic stairs 
to look over the ornaments we have 
earefully put away, thinking of the 
red, white and blue cardboard drum 
from 1944, the plastic snowflakes 
from another year of war shortages.

This 
Is the year for the special tree after 
all, and now I am at last going to 
display the spoons as well. 

Scurry! Hurry! Open the drawers, 
cabinets, boxes and other likely places 
where some spoons have been tucked 
away. And what shall I put on? Oh, 
the Christmas one by all means, with 
Santa at the top of the handle and 
the fireplace scene with the stockings 
at the mantel, in the bowl. It is gold 
washed and will look so pretty tied 
with red ribbon on a green tree. 
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“Where is the ribbon, where the 
scissors?” Scramble among the odds 
and ends and eventually ribbon is 
found, a bow tied (why do fingers 
turn to thumbs) and the spoon held 
up to be admired. What next? How 
to put it on the tree? A _ string 
through the ribbon at the back? Too 
clumsy. A Christmas ornament han- 
ger? Should do. More scramble. Yes, 
it would! 

Well, in time a sweet, well-balanced 
tree was bought, yards and yards of 
narrow red satin ribbon obtained, and 
also tree hangers; spoons were se- 
lected and rejected, and others select- 
ed; bows were tied, untied, and retied.

And what do we have on it? At the 
bottom are the larger spoons, some- 
what larger than the usual demi- 
tasse, and the spoons get smaller up 
to the top, including some tiny salt 
spoons; and the designs are as varied 
as man’s interest—religion, a spoon 
with a Bishop’s crosier at the top, 
and a cathedral in the bowl; indus- 
try, a spoon with a high button shoe 
on the handle from Brockton, Mass.; 
literature, a spoon from Louisiana 
with Evangeline in the bowl: Royal- 
ty, five generations of British rulers 
—Victoria, Edward VII, George V, 
George VI, and Elizabeth II; polities, 
McKinley on the handle and the Tem- 
ple of Music where he was shot; and 
many novelty designs as lacework 
from Mexico, a bronze-faced Indian 
on a gold washed spoon from New 
York State, a Zodiac spoon with holly 
for December, a cut-out of the Statue 
of Liberty from New York City, one 
with a cattail plant for a handle and 
a Mosquito embossed in the bow] from 
New Jersey, one with a bow] of shell 
from Kennebunkport, Me., one with 
a lovely enamel river and bridge scene 
from Dresden, one from Disneyland 
with the fairyland castle at the top, 
and so on. At the very top a gilt 
spoon from Canada with a crown, set 
with red and crystal glass inserts. 

Eugene Field’s idea of a sugar 
plum tree is charming, but a spoon 
tree is really enchanting, and if one 
cannot eat the decorations, one can 
surely eat with them—even better. 

And so now, I display the spoons 
at last, no dusting and no polishing, 
either. 

“You may surely see my spoons. 
Aren’t they lovely?”

Much of the meaning attached to 
them then and through the years, was 
carried over into Christiandom and re- 
mains with them yet today. They are 
two of our oldest and most popular 
holiday decorations and have been 
mentioned from the very beginning of 
recorded time. 

It seems that their symbolic mean- 
ing stemmed from their being ever- 
green, that process of nature that 
let them retain their green leaves 
and bright berries through the win- 
ter when other plants were bare and 
drab. It is easily understood how mys- 
tery would be attached to such a phe- 
nomenon and how the early, some- 
what superstitious peoples would be- 
lieve in their possessing powers above 
and beyond their understanding. 

Long before the birth of Christ 
many festival days fell at an ap- 
proximate time of year as our ‘Christ- 
mas and New Years for the simple 
reason that it was regarded as a time 
to celebrate. Winter weather, inade- 
quate clothing and primitive dwell- 
ings were the cause of much suffer- 
ing; little wonder then that they re- 
garded the lengthening days in the 
latter part of December as the “turn- 
ing of the sun” and a time for fes- 
tivity. It was then that the Romans 
held their elaborate Feast of Satur- 
nalia to honor Saturn, their god vf 
agriculture; for the season of warm 
weather with planting and sowing 
would soon be upon them. During this 
time and just before, sprigs of holly 
was known to have been sent to fam- 
ily and friends as tokens of good will 
and wishes for good fortune in the 
future. 

These celebrations held none of the 
quiet reverence with which we re- 
gard our Christmas and the holy sea- 
son that is dedicated to the Birth of 
Christ; in fact, it reached such a 
state of fanatic and frenzied baccha- 
nalian revelry that it would have been 
regarded as sacriligious—but regard- 
less of the type of celebration, or how 
and why it was held, the symbolism 
of the holly has remained the same. 

After the Birth of Christ more 
reverential symbolic meaning was at- 
tached, for it is supposed by many 
that the cross of calvary was made 
from its wood, the crown of thorns 
woven from its branches. Legend tells 
us, too, that the berries originally 


were white, but turned to red to re-

Button Notes

Collectors have long realized that 
buttons, in a generic sense, are very 
old. But only occasionally is definite 
evidence found of their antiquity. 
The following information is from 
The Testimony of the Spade by Geof- 
frey Bibby,* a book which is recom- 
mended to all who are, or who might 
be, interested in archaeology. It is not 
only authoritative and clearly writ- 
ten,—it is fascinating! As well as 
giving facts and dates—the bare 
bones of his subject. Mr. Bibby 
clothes them with a “human interest” 
that stimulates the imagination and 
makes the reader want to know more 
—and still more! 

On page 248 occurs this descrip- 
tion of the Beaker People, so-called 
from the characteristic beakers or 
drinking cups which they made and 
used: 

. . “Equally typical of the beaker 
people are hemispherical buttons with 
a V-shaped verforation in the back 
which must have been extremely awk- 
ward to thread. They are variously 
made of stone or bone, amber or jet, 
and suggest that the people who made 
them wore a loose cloak fastened 
with a single button at the throat.” 
The button illustrated seems to be 
of this same type.

On page 248 are descriptions of 
a burial place—one of the round bar- 
rows of the New Stone Age, exca- 
vated in Denmark. 

. . -“They (the women) bore rich 
amber jewelry and were accompanied 
by one or more earthenware pitch- 
ers. Men lay on their right sides with 
head to the west. They, too, had 
pitchers or beakers with them in the 
grave, but they wore no ornaments, 
except occasionally, a pair of large 
amber buttons.” 

The Beaker People lived approx- 
imately 2000 B.C. Their graves and 
relics, first found in England, were 
later discovered in Brittany, Spain, 
Southern France, Holland, along the 
Rhine and throughout what was once 
the Austro-Hungarian empire, as well 
as in Sicily, Portugal, Poland, Sar- 
dinia, the Shetland Islands and Ire- 
land. It is believed that these round- 
headed people spread through Europe 
from Spain; that they were bronze- 
smiths, traders, tinkers and archers 
who moved in small groups over im- 
mense distances, developing trading 
stations and commerce routes as they 
went. They introduced the luxury 
commodity of bronze into the farm- 
ing communities of the New Stone 
Age, bartering it for the raw sub- 
stances of the North: jadeite from 
Brittany, jet from England and Scot- 
land and amber from the Baltic Is- 
lands. In Mr. Bibby’s words, “It was 
these wary, keen-eyed caravans, their 
archers guarding their pack mules or 
oxen which bore the precious trade 
goods, that carried the whole of West- 
ern Europe and a large part of the re- 
gions farther north over the difficult 
step from a self-sufficient community 
based on home-produced flint to a 
trading economy based on imported 
metal.” 

Such were the Beaker Folk, whose 
personal possessions (including but- 
tons) still exist, although they them- 
selves have been gone for close to 
four thousand years. They left rio 
written records; of their history and 
final fate, little can be known, but 
how much can be imagined! 

The following quotation (also from 
The Testimony of the Spade) may 
interest collectors, simply as collec- 
tors. The reference is to Gustaf Os- 
car Montelius, who introduced a new 
and then revolutionary method ‘of clas- 
sifying antiquities: 

.- -“One of Montelius’ biographers 
has quoted the reaction of August 
Strindberg, the Swedish philosopher 
and writer, to Montelius’ new method. 
‘There was once a man,’ said Strind- 
berg, ‘who collected buttons. Deter- 
mined to follow scientific principles, 
he did not classify his collection by 
the natural system of trouser but- 
tons, coat buttons, shirt buttons and 
the like. Instead, he arranged them 
according to a new epoch-making sys- 
tem: buttons with one hole, buttons 
with two holes, and so on.’ 

“Although meant as satire. there 
was more than alittle truth in Strind- 
berg’s description of the new meth- 
od. Objects were classified, not ac- 
cording to the circumstances in which 
they were found, nor to their hypo- 
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thetical use, but according to their 
form, design and ornament.” 

Fortunately, Button Collectors (un- 
like archaeologists) are free to use 
whatever classifications or combina- 
tions thereof they prefer. They can, 
except for certain Show regulations, 
classify and mount buttons accord- 
ing to material, subject matter, type 
of decoration, history and/or asso- 
ciations. They are not hampered, ex- 
cept in show entry requirements, by 
any regulations or restrictions. 

But then, Button ‘Collecting is not 
a science — and personally, I trust 
that it never will be! 

* * * 

Buttons do pop up in the most un- 
expected places—even in the realm 
of sport, It seems that Eddie Collins, 
brilliant second baseman for the Phil- 
adelphia Athletics and the Chicago 
White Sox, had a very unusual use

“Eddie was a gum chewer in an 
era when most ball players preferred 
to masticate on something more pun- 
gent. Whenever he approached the 
plate, his wad of chewing gum was 
affixed to the button atop his base- 
ball cap. When the pitcher got two 
strikes on him, Eddie stepped oat of 
the batter’s box, removed the gum 
from the top of his cap, put it in 
his mouth and chewed vigorously. ... 

“A teammate once was asked why 
a fellow as smart as Collins stooped 
to the superstition of removing the 
wad of gum from the top of his cap 
and placing it in his mouth when 
the count went to two strikes against 
him. 

“Eddie ain’t superstitious,’ explained 
the ballplayer. “He just thinks it’s 
unlucky not to get base hits.’ ” 

His unorthodox use of his cap but- 
ton—or something—paid off, for Ed- 
die Collins made a total of 3,313 base 
hits during his playing career—the 
first in 1906, and the last in 1930— 
and is one of the “Immortals” in 
Baseball’s Hall of Fame.

into vogue. This was actually two 
inches above the ground! Another 
step in the direction of simple dress 
was the “Aesthetic Movement.” The 
princess polonaise blossomed forth 
and there was more restraint in the 
use of color. For the very stylish 
pannier effects exaggerated the hips. 
Trains were still popular. These 
trains were tacked on halfway up the 
skirt, or were an extension of the 
bodice. 

In the 1870’s underwear was at its 
fanciest. Most of our old dolls wear 
cotton underwear trimmed with em- 
broidery. Silk trimmed with lace 
would also be appropriate, but most 
vi us prefer the more durable cot- 
on. 

In the accompanying photographic 
illustration of Martha Thompson’s 
dolls the little girl wears a fichu. 
This was so popular during the 1870’s 
and late 1860’s, that our readers may 
want to know how it was made. In 
this connection we give a diagram 
of a Marie Antoinette fichu taken 
from Peterson‘s Magazine of 1868. 
We quote from the script accompany- 
ing the drawing: “The short, un- 
graceful sac-paletot is at last to be 
replaced. The two new forms of out- 
door covering are the Marie Antoin- 
ette Fichu and the Lamballe Manta- 
let. The former crosses in front of 
the chest, and the ends are looped 
over the back of the waist; the Lam- 
balle is a small cape, with short 
ends that are left to hang at the 
sides. As the Marie Antoinette Fichu 
is likely to be the more popular of 
the two, we this month (July) pre- 
sent our readers with the cut paper 


pattern of one. It represents exactly 
the half of the fichu, and consists of 
three pieces — the back, the front, 
and the long sash end. Notches will 
be found on the edges of the paper, 
showing how the different pieces are 
to be joined. The fichu may be made 
and trimmed in a variety of styles. 
For morning wear, it can be cut out 
of the same material as the dress, 
and trimmed to correspond with it; in 
black taffetas, either embroidered or 
braided, and bordered with fringe, it 
is extremely stylish, as well as use- 
ful. For evening wear, it is very 
fashionable, in either black or white 
lace, in the new hand-embroidered 
tulle, and in white muslin, richly 
trimmed with Valenciennes lace, as 
in the illustration.” 

Peterson’s Magazine for the same 
period also gives a diagram of a gored 
skirt. As before stated, this was 
used as a base for the additional lay- 
ers of material which were draped 
upon it. 

A study of the other sketches and 
pictures should be helpful in creating 
a well-dressed doll of the 1870’s.

The Ravenswood 
Ferry

The Ravenswood Ferry, believed to 
be the oldest continuous ferry on the 
Ohio River was chartered by the 
Commonwealth of Virginia some 140 
years ago. It is the only connection 
between the Great Bend Area, and 
West Virginia. Ferry hours are 7 a.m, 
to 7 p.m., and the little stern-wheel 
craft the Ravenswood makes around 
30 to 50 trips each day, not to men- 
tion emergency calls in the night. 

Her Captain and pilot, Frank C. 
Smeeks, is a veteran Ohio river boat 
pilot, and his only helper is his son 
on vacation. Ferry service was started 
in Ravenswood before West Virginia 
was formed, and the first ferry was 
a flatboat poled by the settlers. This 
was followed by a cable-drawn boat. 

In all her history only one tragedy 
has befallen the Ravenswood. A 
woman and her seven year old daugh- 
ter, while driving onto the ferry 
failed to stop and plunged through 
the railing. The captain rescued the 
girl, but the woman could not be 
saved. 

Due to the building of factories, 
there has been some talk of building 
a bridge across the Ohio near Ravens- 
wood, but until this time Captain 
Smeeks will ply his ferry on her 12 
hours a day routine, keeping up on 
all affairs of interest to his passen- 
gers, knowing their likes and dis- 
likes, and sharing their joys and 
sorrows, truly a man with a warm 
heart, an outstanding personality, and 
a strong devotion to his work,

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The Victorian Christmas Tree 
TRIMMINGS USED 97 YEARS AGO 


Among innovations in Christmas 
trends during the past two decades 
have been novel fashions inspired by 
the traditional trimmed home tree. 
From newly discovered and manufac- 
tured materials, the forest’s long pop- 
ular living pine and spruce have been 
copied in brilliant colors as varied 
as Joseph’s coat. Likewise, modern 
science and artists have produced un- 
usual durable decorations of “differ- 
ent” designs in fire-resistant mate- 
rials. 

But, like the old French pruverb 
saying that the more a thing changes, 
the more it is the same, these innova- 
tions have not obscured yesteryears’ 
favorite Yuletide trees. Their pop- 
ularity today is accented by the hun- 
dreds of thousands of such trees mar- 
keted each December by Canadian and 
American growers. In recent years, 
also, public libraries have noted the 
season’s approach has brought more 
and more inquiries about Victorian 
Christmas tree trimmings, espevially 
from do-it-yourself enthusiasts, desir- 
ing to decorate even artificial trees 
like great-great grandmother’s real 
one. 

They ask: “What else was on her 
tree besides strings of popcorn, gilded 
walnuts, sugar candy and gleaming 
red apples?” 

Some answers are given in the once 
widely read Victorian monthly maga- 
zine, Godey’s Lady’s Book for De- 
cember 1860. Devoted to ‘Christmas, 
this issue emphasized the holiday 
spirit by including short stories con- 
taining contemporary customs and 
ideas. One, called “The Christmas 
Tree” from the pen of Lizzie McIn- 
tre, describes the Christmas Eve ac- 
tivities at the home of a typical mid- 
dle class American family with six 
children ranging in age from eight 
years to the early twenties. The fath- 
er was the fictitious widowed Dr. 
Grantley, who was assisted in raising 
the family by the oldest, Marion. 

Entering the brightly lighted par- 
lor, Marion found the five children 
clustered around the center table and 
looking wistfully at the tall tree 
propped up in a corner.

“Oh, I wish it was tomorrow!” 
cried Eddie, the youngest, and, as the 
only boy, was the pet of the five sis- 
ters. 

Then, Fannie, who was ten, ex- 
claimed, “Tomorrow! . . . Oh such 
fun! A Christmas tree!” ... 

“Won’t it be fun to dress it? whis- 
pered Grace, who, being 19, was the 
only one of the children to be allowed 
to help Marion; she smiled at Grace’s 
whisper. 

The children, including Hester and 
Lizzie, began speculating aloud if 
the tree would contain the things for 
which they had asked Santa: dolls, a 
china tea set, a work basket, a live 
canary bird and toys. This Babel of 
discussion ended when the mantel 
clock struck nine. Then, “Marion 
pointed with a smile to the clock, and 
the children rose, kissed their sisters, 
and went merrily up to bed.” 

Now the tree was to be trimmed 
with the Doctcr’s help. 

While Grace fetched her Father, 
Marion brought the boxes and bas. 
kets of trimmings from the hall cup- 
board. First, the trio tacked down a 
large green baize cover in the cen- 
ter of the room, so the tree would 
appear to be growing in a plot of 
grass. On this was placed a large, 
heavy stone jar, like a butter churn. 
The Doctor put the tree in it while 
the girls poured in damp sand to 
steady the tree. Next, the jar was 
disguised with a flounce of forest 
green chintz, and where the tree 
trunk met the jar’s top rim a cu- 
shion of green moss was arranged, 
pg a very realistic “woodsy” ef- 
ect. 


Then, began the most important 
part of the trimming attaching the 
tiny tapers, for their arrangement 
governed the success and safety of 
the tree. The old account explains: 
“This was a delicate task. Long pieces 
of fine wire were passed through the 
taper at the bottom, and these clasped 
over the stem of each branch, and 
twisted together underneath. Great 
care was taken that there should be 
a clear space above each wick, that 
nothing might catch fire. Upon the 
wick of each little taper the Doctor 
rubbed with his finger a drop of al- 
cohol, to insure it lighting quickly. 
This was a process he trusted to no 
one else, for fear the spirit might: 
fall upon some part of the tree not 
meant to catch fire.” 


Ever mindful of the tapers, the 
Doctor and girls unpacked and placed. 
the ornaments. From a basket Marion 
drew ropes of large bright red arti- 
ficial holly berries that were festooned 
in graceful garlands over the boughs. 
And the tree soon became gq rainbow 
of colors with such effective home- 
made decorations as “tiny flags of 
gay ribbons, small bouquets of pa- 
per flowers, strings of beads, lace 
bags filled with colored candies, knots 
of bright ribbons and stars and 
shields of gilt paper.” 

When all the trimmings were in 
place, the family gifts were brought 
downstairs to be put on the tree. This 
required imagination as several were 
clumsy and of such wide variety. 
However, Marion passed around them 
gav-colored r‘bbons till they formed 
a basket work, and, looped them over 
the branches till even Hester’s work- 
box looked graceful. Dolls for each of 
the little girls weve seated on the 
boughs, and a large cart for Eddie, 
with two horses prancing before it, 
drove gayly amongst the top branch- 
es, as if each steed possessed the 
wings of Pegasus. 

“On the moss beneath the branches 
Marion placed a set of wooden ani- 
mals for Eddie, while from the top- 
most branch was suspended a gilded 
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THE TOY SHOP, 
as depicted in Godey’s Lady’s Book, 1860. Recognize any of your treasures? 
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cage, ready for the canary bird Dr, 
Grantley had purchased for the pe:- 
loving Lizzie. Various mysterious 
packages, wrapped in paper and 
marked ‘Grace’, ‘Marion’, or ‘Papa’, 
were put aside, that all the delici- 
ous mystery of Christmas might be 
preserved.” 

There followed comments and sug- 
gestions from one and the other for 
improving the arrangements; finally, 
“all was ready, and carefully locking 
the doors, the trio went up to their 
respective rooms.” It would not be 
long before they were awakened by 
dancing feet and eager little voices 
shouting ‘Merry Christmas!” and 
“Oh, what a beautiful tree!” 

Curiously, the Grantley’s tree con- 
tained no gingerbread figures, which 
were a favorite with Victorian chil- 
dren. This absence was remedied by 
one of the Godey editors, who her- 
self was the mother of five young- 
sters, Sarah Josepha Hale. Elsewhere 
in the same issue, she included aq re- 
cipe for making gingerbread folk that 
provided a festive trimming with 
their faces, hands and feet bright- 
ened with candied orange and lemon 
peels. 

The success of this recipe is evi- 
denced by the fact it has survived for 
almost a century—97 years—and in 
some homes today is known as “Go- 
dey’s Gingerbread.” However, Mrs. 
Hale called it “Imperial Ginger- 
bread,” and this is how she made it: 

Rub six ounces of butter into 
three-quarters of a pound of flour; 
then mix 6 ounces of treacle (syrup) 
with a pint of cream carefully, lest 
it should turn the cream; mix in a 
quarter of a pound of double-refined 
sugar, half an ounce of powdered 
ginger, and one ounce of caraway 
seeds; stir the whole well together 
into a paste, cut it into shapes, and 
stick cut candied orange or lemon 
peel on the top.” 

While the recipe does not call for 
baking, in damp or muggy weather, 
it is more satisfactory to give the 
gingerbread a light baking in a mod- 
erately warm oven, of from four to 
eight minutes.

Lobster tails 
from South Africa, shrimp from the 
Gulf of Mexico, Alaskan King Crab 
from the icy waters of the Bering 
Sea . . Pompano, red snapper... 
soft shell crabs . . . and mountain 
trout... fresh and salt water foods 
never available even to queens, now 
await the American homemaker’s 
shopping.” 

Thirty-two dinners for the family, 
size 4? Here’s your menu followed by 


“how to do it” recipes. Twenty menus 
for “occasions when guests are pres- 
ent?” How do cashew-stuffed red 
snapper, or broiled South African lob- 
ster tails with tarragon butter, or 
fresh spinach ring with creamed 
mushrooms sound? Ten menus for 
luncheons, Try halibut mousse, mous- 
seline sauce, avocado and honeydew 
melon salad, lime French dressing, 
brandied peach preserves, cherry 
cake! 

Here is a cookbook with character. 
If dear Ann Batchelder, famous au- 
thor and editor, descendent of Colo- 
nial clergy, and famous for her hob- 
by of collecting cookbooks were still 
with us she’d have this book on her 
shelves before the month was out, I’ll 
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wager. The drawings by C. S. King 
add charm. I’ll bet this cookbook by 
Ethel M. Keating will become a col-

THE ASTONISHED MUSE by Reuel 
Denney. Published by The University of 
Chicago Press, 5750 Ellis Ave., Chicago 
ae Copyright 1957. 264 pages. Price 
$4.50. 

This book leaves the reader with an 
intellectual hunger. There is charm 
in the writing, and vigorous ideas 
and information in the pages. On 
page 9 read, “The industrial work 
week declined from 64 hours in 1860 
... to 39 hours in 1957. Page 16 
says, “The foilowing chapters are 
not so much a survey of leisure and 
the mass media as... one man’s in- 
vestigation of . . . critical vocabu- 
laries ... suggesting cogency or lack 
of it in some of the canons of taste. 


“This study attempts above all,” 
says page 21, “to identify some docu- 
mentary, artistic, rhetorical and spec- 
tacle-producing forms . . . prevalent 
in the American popular culture to- 
day.” A discussion of television, its 
exponents, and place in our lives fol- 
lows. “The in-your-lap realism, inti- 
mate vicariousness, and substitute so- 
ciability of TV make it... the most 
valuable medium in history,” says 
Denney. 

Comes The Decline of Lyric Sports, 
rich in football history. Spectatorial 
Forms winds up with “the American 
is an inveterate and compulsive spec- 
tator of himself.” In The Plastic Ma- 
chines we find “hot rod cars.” and 
read, “. . . this integrity of the hot 
rod provided an escape from the pas- 
sivity of spectatorship and from fail- 
ure to meet the tests of ‘identification 
without loss of integrity’ that trou- 
ble the heart of the spectator.” 

The comic strip and its changes 
ends with this clincher, “Pogo is a 
stylistic reaction against the li’l Ab- 
ner vein... much the same way that 
the ‘child’s eye’ in 20th century paint- 
ing supplants the ‘camera eye’ of 
the late 19th century. 

In the Suppliant Skyscrapers we 
find “sound perfume is mechanically 
produced, noise, that, when broadcast 
into carefully acousticized rooms, 
serves as an invisible and inaudible 
wall between conversations not meant 
to intrude on one another.” Thought 
provoking? Stimulating? We’ll say it 
is. Still hungry? Try some.

THE COMPLETE BOOK OF RUG 
BRAIDING by Helen Howard Feeley. 
Published by Coward McCann Inc., 210 
Madison Ave., New York 16, N. Y. Copy- 
right 1957. 176 pages. Price $3.95. 

In this book Mrs. Feeley’s delight- 
ful introduction of the braided rug 
says, “Go to any country auction ... 
notice how . . . men and women vie 
with each other for the old tin ware, 
the chairs with their seats missing, 
the . . . worn-out looking hooked and 
braided rugs, the old glass and china 
... Love of a hobby .. . spreads to 
neighbors. .. .” 

And you are off into the history of 
braided rugs. It is a nice history. Be- 
ginning with the rush fabrics and 


plaited mats of the ancients Mrs. Fee- 
ley brings this “braiding” art to New 
England. A full discussion of mate- 
rials, equipment, and careful direc- 
tions in techniques follow. How-to-do 
drawings show important steps in 
rug making. 

The chapters on “Butting” or “Join- 
ing Rounds Of Braid and Design in 
Braided Rugs, with their good draw- 
ings, were favorites with me. Chap- 
ter 16, Care and Cleaning of Braided 
Rugs, and Chapter 17, Forget-me-nots 
—tImportant Reminders, are full of 
what the braided rug enthusiast 
should know. Chapter 18, gives names 
of rugs and how to make each. 

Many pictures, some in color, give 
design, style, and workmanship poin- 
ters. They make the book inspiring to 
artist craftsmen, and a joy to leaf 
through.

This pamphlet by Mr. Guthe, Re- 
search Associate, American Associa- 
tion of Museums, is’ “a short presen- 
tation of the fundamentals of good 
museum management. It deals with 
collections “which are held in trust 
for the benefit of present and fu- 
ture citizens . . .” and how to re- 
cord and care for these collections. 

Organization is discussed, how to 
attain legal status, and the func- 
tions of the governing board and 
staff. Administration, covering the 
physica] plant itself, sources of in- 
come, operating budget, and “how to 
do” is here. 

Of activities the author says, “The 
most universal museum activity is 
the installation and maintenance of 
public exhibits. They are the show 
windows of the museum.” He dis- 
cusses types of exhibit policies. 

This compact study gives the read- 
er an insight into the purpose, prob- 
lems, management, obligations and 
aspirations of a Museum.

semble drops of blood during the 
crucifixion. 

Laurel previously held some of the 
symbolism as that attached to the 
mistletoe but its transitional stages 
have seen it become the badge of vic- 
ory. It was used by early Christians 
to adorn their homes in honor of the 
Birth of Christ; becoming our first 
actual Christmas decoration! How- 
ever, in popularity, the holly with its 
greener leaves and brighter berries 
has taken its place and become the 
most popular. Commercially, at least, 
Christmas would not be Christmas 
without its red and green for use in 
decorating every conceivable object— 
one can scarcely imagine Christmas 
without it! 

From earliest time the mistletoe was 
regarded as having magical ang me- 
dicinal properties and powers. All 
parts of the old world gave to it some 
significance along those lines. It ap- 
peared in Scandinavian mythology as 
the material from which the arrow 
was fashioned that pierced the heart 
of Balder, their sun god. He was slain 
by a bow and arrow placed into the 
hands of their blind god, Hoder, by 
the heartless Loki. Legend has it that 
he could not be harmed by anything 
of the four elements; fire, water, air 
or earth—since mistletoe was none of 
these, it was used! The tears of grief 
shed by his mother Frigga (the god- 
dess of love) became the “mistletoe 
pearls” (berries) and after Balder 
was again restored to life it was her 
decree that never again should the 
mistletoe be used for anything except 
that which would bring joy and hap- 
piness. 

The Scandinavians also believed 
that it was such a potent talisman of 
peace and friendship that even should 
enemies meet beneath it in a forest 
that they would lay down their arms 
and a truce be called. Others credit 
it as having been used in rituals in 
connection with ancient marriage rites 
—any, or possibly all of these leg- 
ends have bearing upon its becoming, 
in the language of the flowers, the 
symbol for “give me a kiss,” and for 
the practice of kissing under the mis- 
tletoe during the holiday seasons. It 
has been charmingly described as hav- 
ing “leaves like little wings, with a 
pearl in the middle.” 

Ritualistically, the ancient Druids 
probably made the most elaborate use 
of the mistletoe, All their meetings, 
teachings and festivals were held in 
the open in their great oak forests; 
little wonder that they attached sig- 
nificance to the parasitic plant when 
it was found growing in quantity 
upon one of their Sacred Oaks! Dur- 
ing their end of the year Nature Fes- 
tival it would be removed only by 
their Arch-Druid dressed in flowing 
white robes and wearing necklaces 
and arm. bands of gold. Ascending the 
tree, he would cut it from the branch- 
es with a golden sickle, letting it fall 
into his own robes or onto a white 

‘cloth upheld by prophetesses—always 
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was jit regarded as too sacred to ever but did you know that it originated 


touch the earth! After the ceremonies 
twigs would be distributed to be taken 
home by their people; they above all, 
had faith in its powers—believing, as 
did the Germans (who called it Guid- 
Hel (all-heal), that it could heal all 
diseases and fevers, render poisons 
harmless, give fertility to humans and 
animals, dispel evil spirits, etc. Since 
it was especially hateful to witches 
it was hung in doorways to assure 
none of being able to enter! 


It was probably the Druid’s pagan 
rites involving human sacrifices that 
caused the early ‘Christians to ban it 
in the churches, though it continued 
through the years to always keep its 
place as a popular home decoration. 
The secretiveness of the Druids and 
their not allowing even their own peo- 
ple to record any of their teachings 
or practices, leaves little to be known 
of a factual nature about them; it is 
only through the writings of Pliny 
and Caesar that we have knowledge of 
their reverence for the mistletoe and 
the ceremony of its culling. 

There are many objects of the Holi- 
day season that could have their sym- 
bolism noted; bells, candles, eggs, ivy, 
lilies, palm fronds and even lemons; 
pages would be needed to even give 
them briefly but for each, there is an 
interesting symbolic meaning that 
would repay any collector for their 
time spent in research along these 
lines. Even bees will now and then 
be found and used for symbolism— 
stemming from the ancient belief that 
they descended directly to earth from 
heaven and that at the Birth of Christ 
they gathered to hum a carol in his 
honor; this led to the practice of plac- 
ing sprays of hollv atop their hives 
to wish them a Merry Christmas! 
This was an English custom. Many of 
them also believed that it was un- 
lucky to bring holly into the homes 
before Christmas day; possibly this 
in some way accounts for some sec- 
tions not bringing in the tree until 
Christmas Eve? And since holly plants 
bear either pistillate or staminate 
flowers and have either prickly or 
non-prickly leaves. some countries 
speak of it as “he” or “she” holly— 
and that whichever is brought into 
the house first on Christmas day will 
determine which will rule the follow- 
ing year—the man or the wife! 

Since our interest is primarily in 
silver, its symbolism must not be 
overlooked. It isa precious metal and 
is fire tested: white in color is at- 
tached with the symbolism of purity 
and chastity and in religion it stands 
for the eloquence of the Evangelist.” 
And I wonder how many of you have 
heard or read of the custom of “bless- 
ing the silver” as practiced in Nor- 
way? On Christmas Eve all the sil- 
ver and pewter would be placed upon 
the table so that the candlelight might 
shine upon it—this to serve as a 
benediction for the entire household. 
One can almost visualize the bright- 
ness of the silver and the mellow 
glow of the old pewter. 

By the time this issue reaches you 
our Yuletide season will be with us— 


as a feast by the Celtics for their sun 
god Yaioul; from his name, the word 
“Yuletide” originated. All these and 
many more will further show us thet 
“nothing is new in the world” and 
that we live with our ties to the past 
as surely now, as did the people cen- 
turies ago. An interest in collecting 
of any kind, and especially of an- 
tiques (including old silver and our 
later souvenir spoons) does encourage 
research and the delving into the past 
—the fact, fancy and myth they bring 
to light are part of the happiness of 
hours well spent and relaxation from 
the pace set by these modern times: 


May mistletoe hang from your door 


way, 

Boughs of holly, your hearth enshrine, 
May candles glow from your windows, 
And stars from your tree tops shine. 
May the ivy, the laurel, the lemon, 
The lily, the oak and the palm, 
Preserve the meaning of Christmas, 
So Holy, so peaceful, so calm! 

May the bright red berries of holly, 
And the mistletoe’s glistening tear, 
Keep faith with all our traditions, 
Bring to all a HAPPpy NEW YEAR!

cleverest drummers in the country. 
He has been for two seasons a mem- 
ber of Arthur Pryor’s Band and his 
work has attracted much attention. 
Mr. Pryor handles the difficult work 
required of him in the Victor Orches- 
tra extremely well. 

Cc. H. H. BOOTH, Organist and 
Accompanist. This’ distinguished 
young pianist, organist and com- 
poser has been on the Victor staff 
for several years, and the artistic ac- 
companiments which he has played 
for the Caruso, Sembrich, Homer 
and other Red Seal records have 
been great!}y admired. Many of the 
arrangemenis for the oratorio se- 
lections, grand opera numbers and 
other high-class records were made 
by Mr. Booth, and they are written 
in a masterly style. 


As far as I know, none of these 
artists are still living, but it may 
be that some are, and have merely 
faded into obscurity with the years. 
I wonder if the two Pryors were 
brothers or other near relatives of 
the famous bandmaster, Arthur 
Pryor, who was intimately associated 
with Victor for a generation. Since 
they both came from the West and 
Arthur Pryor was a native of Mis- 
souri, it is likely that they were.

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Glass and China 


YESTERYEAR’S CHRISTMAS PLATTER 
FOR A TRADITIONAL DISH 
“A Dish Fit for a King” 


By BISSELL BROOKE 


That England was swept by an un- 
usual fever for over a century is re- 
called by an old English Christmas 
platter whose special purpose, ex- 
clusive design and limited production 
places it among collectanea. Unlike 
previous deadly epidemics, this fever 
was extraordinarily healthy, exerting 
a profound influence on the progress 
and development of British industry, 
commerce, culture and social life. 


“Chinamania” is the succinct name 
history coined for this fever induced 
by the Englishman’s avid mania for 
collecting porcelain and almost any- 
thing made of china, Starting early 
in the 18th century as a fad among 
the wealthy, porcelain became the 
main home decoration, being featured 
in every room, Some houses had lav- 
ishly stocked “Porcelain Rooms” re- 
sembling the numerous china shops 
that, like mushrooms, sprang up 
throughout Great Britain. 


As potters fostered this fever py 
manufacturing cheaper and smaller 
china items, the craze spread to all 
classes. Nor were visitors immune. 
In spite of his thrifty, plain tastes, 
Benjamin Franklin couldn’t resist the 
beautiful new English china and sent 
home several choice pieces including 
an old mended bowl of exceptional 
color. 


The Christmas platter is an exam- 
ple of this phobia for new and novel 
porcelain, while showing the inge- 
nious ideas of the specific potter who 
was highly instrumental in further- 
ing the collecting craze by a steady 
stream of new and appealing designs. 
This potter, William Copeland of 
Stoke-upon-Trent, was a_ visionary 
with remarkable ability for anticipat- 
ing public taste and fancy. As part- 
ner of the first Josiah Spode, Cope- 
land already had made Spode china 
famous bv introducing the innovation 
of decorating porcelain with Chinese 
designs, particularly the blue Willow 
and peacock patterns. ’ 


When managing Spode’s London 
showroom and warehouse, Copeland 
observed that many of the English 
titled aristocracy sought exclusive 
and unique porcelain. They wanted 
something “different” that, like sil- 
verware and jewelry, could be handed 
down to future generations. Yet, rare- 
ly did his Lordship order any special 
porcelain, although he kept the silver- 
smiths busy. This may have been due 
to English porcelain lacking sufficient 
durability to withstand lengthy sur- 
vival as heirlooms. For then, English 





potteries had only the “glassy” frag- 
ile European type. 


This problem was soon to be solved. 
Following the death of Josiah Spode 
in 1797, his son and successor, anoth- 
er Josiah Spode, experimented mixing 
a more satisfactory porcelain. By 
about 1800, he produced the new por- 
celain that laid the foundation for 
real, native English chinaware. ‘Com- 
posed of china clay, bone-ash, fels- 
pathic rock, and glazed with a rich 
lead glaze, it was considerably more 
durable and permitted more detailed 
decoration, thus enhancing the chi- 
na’s appearance. 


The new Spode bloomed with all 
the blossoms dear to an Englishman’s 
heart, those in his garden including 
full sized roses in realistic sprays and 
wreaths. In fact, they prompted a 
popular saying: “No roses are as 
fragrant as those blooming on Spode!” 


This success led Copeland to have 
made up sample models of a large 
platter he long had planned for when 
sturdier porcelain might be avail- 
able. It was his trial balloon for 
creating heirlooms. The sale was to 
be limited, like a special limited edi- 
tion of a book, to a selected group of 
wealthy lords with castles and great 
manor halls. This was the Christmas 
platter shown in the photograph; this 
particular one was brought from 
Great Britain several years ago for a 
private collector. 


The basic design and full sized dec- 
orations dwarf the platter’s actual 
size. White and round, it measures 
45 inches in circumference and weighs 
almost four pounds. A raised effect is 
achieved by the outer rim of one and 
a half inches with the edge formed 
of wavy, irregular scallops. This edge 
has a border of three narrow painted 
lines: a dark green, a gold and anoth- 
er of dark green. Incidentally, this is 
the only gold used in the entire hand- 
painted designs; green predominates. 


Then, resting partly on the rim and 
partly on the base surface, is the full 
sized wreath of holly depicting the 
favorite British grown variety of 
Illex Aquifolium, with its sharp, shin- 
ing leaves and bright red berries. 
Next, in the center is a generous 
and realistic sprig of mistletoe which 
figured significantly in the sale of the 
platter. 


The uses of such a platter during 
the Yuletide season might seem mani- 
fold, but Copeland carefully informed 
his salesmen, this platter has but two 
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uses, new, unusual ones. First, it was 
to be offered as a platter fit for a 
king because it was designed to hold 
a dish originated by two kings; Alex- 
ander the Great, (356-323 B.C.), 
and a later English monarch. This 
dish was the English plum pudding. 


Although vast empires fell under 
the sword of “the conquering genius,” 
as Alexander was often called, it is 
said he considered one of his most 
profitable conquests was that of the 
plum. He found it during his success- 
ful wars in Syria and Persia and took 
it home to Greece. So, the cultivation 
of the plum spread over Europe and 
across the Channel to England where 
it became a favorite fruit in both 
fresh and dried forms. 


At this point, history reverts to 
legend in revealing how the first 
known English plum pudding orig- 
inated. 


A very old legend relates the Eng- 
lish plum pudding’s origin, like cer- 
tain other dishes, was a spontane- 
ous inspiration of the moment, occa- 
sioned by desperate, unforeseen cir- 
cumstances. A few days before Christ- 
mas, while the palace prepared for 
the holiday festivities, an English 
King with courtiers and _ servants 
went hunting deep into the forest, 
where he camped. 


Abundant game provided good 
merry mood. But on December 24, 
as the royal party was about to 
hunting and kept the monarch in a 
leave, suddenly the forest was enve- 
loped in a thick, impenetrable fog 
that prevented returning home by 
Christmas. 


The King was vexed and disappoint- 
ed, but the cook was desperate. There 
were no supplies with which to furnish 
a Christmas dinner remctely resem- 
bling the usual lavish feast expected 
by the sovereign. Except for wild 
game and meat, the larder contained 


, only scant amounts of the foods 


brought on the trip. Finally, the Lord 
Chamberlain instructed the cook to 
make the best possible use of the left- 
overs to give variety to the all meat 
and game meal. 


Reluctantly, the cook chopped a 
large quantity of fresh meat for a 
base, then added the left-overs which 
consisted, of apples, flour, eggs, dried 
plums, sugar, ale and brandy. Tying 
this sticky mixture in a bag, the cook 
boiled it for several hours, and, with 
trepidation had it set before the king. 


Sniffing the succulent steamy frag- 
rance as he opened the bag, His Ma- 
jesty was startled to see such a 
strange, ungainly looking concoction. 
However, the hungry monarch sam- 
pled a small chunk, And his eyes 
lighted with pleasure as he took a 
bigger chunk. Forsooth, this was a 
dish fit for a king! 


On his return, the king ordered the 
pudding prepared again, so the Court 
might enjoy it. As lords and ladies 
purloined the recipe, word spread 
about the King’s new ‘Christmas pud- 
ding and his subjects welcomed it.

So, with the gaily decorated boar’s 
head, the colorfully plummaged pea- 
cock and the rich pastried mince pie, 
the plum pudding joined the tradi- 
tional English Christmas menu. 

The pudding’s popularity persisted 
even when Oliver Cromwell puritan- 
ically forbade the populace to have 
the usual elaborate Christmas din- 
ner, Then, in 1662, that Englishman, 
who both loved to eat and write, Sam- 
uel Pepys, recorded in his diary his 
Christmas repast included “a mess of 
plum pudding and a roasted pullet.” 

Copeland planned another use for 
the platter after gracing the Christ- 
mas board. He realized that like the 
native roses, the mistletoe motif ap- 
pealed to sentiment and custom. For, 
since the ancient Druids, mistletoe 
had figured prominently in English 
legend, folklore and superstition as 
a plant containing mysterious pow- 
ers controlling good and bad luck. 
This theme is used in poems, plays 
and ballads, including ones by Shakes- 
peare, Herrick, Sir Walter Scott and 
Oliver Herford. 

The Copeland platter was intro- 
duced at an auspicious time when the 
decorating plans of most castles and 
manor houses carefully observed the 
old superstition saying because the 
mistletoe must never touch the ground, 
it should be hung high, and, that a 
maiden kissed beneath it would ex-

perience good luck and be married 
during the new year, while, those who 
weren’t kissed, would remain single 
for another year. This tradition is 
accented in the following verse fre- 
quently sung then at Christmas par- 
ties: 
“The mistletoe bough 
of the festive throng 
Looks down, amid echoes 
of mirthful song... 
And who she is 
that will not allow 
A kiss claimed 
under the mistletoe bough?” 


Thus the platter offered a new ver- 
sion of hanging the mistletoe as 
Copeland planned to supply ribbon 
covered wire hangers suggested by 
the “Kissing Ring” then coming into 
fashion. It was a large wire circle 
entwined with red, green and white 
ribbons from which “sprcuted” 
sprays of mistletoe; sometimes it in- 
cluded lighted candles and apples. The 
ring was suspended from the ceiling 
in the center, but the Christmas plat- 
ter was to hang inside a doorway of 
a room leading from the great hall, 
and where alerted young swains would 
surprise the girls as they entered. 

This idea for additional merriment 
delighted many lords approached by 
the salesmen and they received nu- 
merous orders. How many platters 
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were manufactured and the retail 
cost is unknown. In recent years an 
American collector touring England 
was invited to tea at an old castle 
owned by descendants of the lord 
who built it. After tea, the host cor- 
dially asked if there was anyching 
of special interest the collector might 
like to see. 

He replied, “I am like ‘Charles 
Lamb: ‘when I go to any great house 
I inquire for the china-closet. .. .’” 

The American found it a treasure 
trove of 18th and 19th century Eng- 
lish china, but the host enthused over 
a Christmas platter explaining only 
a limited number were made and this 
one had been used by the Lord Mayor 
of London in 1835, however, he had 
never learned his name. The Amer- 
ican suggested the name was on the 
back. There, surmounting the em- 
bossed crown was embossed “Cope- 
land.” 

With obvious satisfaction, the Eng- 
lishman smilingly retorted, ‘“You’re 
a bit confused, ol’ boy. That’s the 
name of the potter, a jolly good one.” 

“And you jolly well don’t know 
your history,” answered the Amer- 
ican.” Copeland was succeeded by his 
son, William Taylor Copeland, who 
headed the Spode pottery works and 
also was Lord Mayor of London in 
1835.” 

So, that American was the man 
who came for tea and stayed for din- 
ner, for the Englishman was eager 
to hear more about the Christmas 
platter designed to hold “a dish for 
a king.”

Dr. Robert R. Mustell, who was voted “Doctor of the year” by the Illinois State Medical 
Society meeting in Chicago last Spring, is a collector. He is shown with some of his 
Lutz glass. 


What does a busy and distinguished 
doctor do for recreation when he is 
not calling on his patients? Dr. Rob- 
ert R. Mustell can answer that ques- 
tion unhesitatingly. He is a collector 
of old glass and probably his first 
love in that field is his collection of 
gold threaded glass made by Nich- 
olas Lutz, who came to New England 
from France in 1850. Lutz died in 
1870. 

Dr. Mustell is known among his 
medical colleagues as “country doc- 
tor, city style,” and he was honored 
this year at the Spring meeting in 
Chicago of the Illinois State Medical 
Society. 

He is the first big city doctor to 
receive the honor. In the past the 
title has gone to Illinois small town 
and country doctors. Naturally he 
cherishes the scroll and scrapbook 
telling the story of his career which 
the society presented to him at their 
yearly meeting. 

Dr. Mustell likes to see his pa- 
tients in their homes. He uses a sta- 
tion wagon to get around Chicago 
during his work day, which starts 
at 7 A.M. and ends at 6 P.M. 

In selecting Dr. Mustell for the 
award, the society took note of “the 
countless hours spent outside his reg- 
ular practice in organizing, develop- 
ing, promoting, and supervising the

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Doctors Emergency Medical service 
of the Chicago Medical Society over 
the past five years.” 

The service has handled approx- 
imately 25,000 emergency calls since 
its inception. 

Dr. Mustell estimates that he sees 
about 4,000 patients a year in his 
regular practice. He says his experi- 
ence in the “round the clock emer- 
gency medical service is that it 
works.” Patients pay $10 a house 
call, and generally are happy to do 
60. "Often they avoid a big hospital 
bill in that way. The service has 
more than 250 volunteer physicians 
and gets many critical cases. 

Dr. Mustell and his wife Aileen, 
have a fine family of eight children, 
all leading interesting and useful 
lives, too. HOBBIES readers can 
proudly salute this outstanding fel- 
low collector of Chicago.

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Jamestown 


1607 


A Discovery Tower was erected this 
year on Jamestown Island to com- 
memorate the 350th anniversary of 
the first permanent English settle- 
ment on the North American conti- 
nent. The inscription reads: 


1607 

At Jamestown began: 
The Expansion overseas of 
The English-Speaking Peoples; 
The Commonwealth of Virginia; 
The United States of America; 
And the British Commonwealth 

of Nations 


The State of Virginia in coopera- 
tion with the United States Govern- 
ment and the British Government did 
a fine job in creating exhibits and 
a Festival Area at Jamestown in 
honor of those first settlers and the 
beginnings of our cultural heritage. 
On Jamestown Island proper very 
little remains of the early settle- 
ment. Part of an old church tower 
of the first church erected in 1619 
still stands and one passes through 
that tower to enter the present 
church which is the fifth to be erect- 
ed on that spot. It was in the old 
church of 1619 that the first rep- 
resentative legislative assembly was 
held in our country. This marks the 
beginning of legislative government 
in the United States and also the be- 
ginning of the General Assembly of 
Virginia, which is the second oldest 
in the world, second only to that of 
the Parliament of Great Britain. On 
the Island, which was a peninsula at 
the time of the 1607 settlement, one 
may see the excavations of the homes 
of the settlers as well as monuments 
to Captain John Smith and Pocahon- 
tas whose influence kept the colony 
from foundering completely in the 
early years of starvation and Indian 
treachery. There is also a monument 
to the memory of the Reverend Rob- 
ert Hunt, chaplain of the group, who 
is recorded to have held the first Ang- 
lican communion service in North 
America. Although the land where the 
first fort stood has been washed away 
by the James River, for this special 
year a reconstruction of the Fort 
was made. It covers about an acre of 
land and contains small thatched 
dwellings made of mud and twigs, 
a church, guardhouse and storehouse. 
At each corner of the fort artillery 
was mounted for protection. 

Another interesting part of the Fes- 
tival area are replicas of the three 
sailing ships which brought over the 
105 settlers in 1607, The Susan 'Con- 
stant, flagship, is a 100 ton vessel 
measuring 79 feet from bow to stern. 
The two smaller ships, the Godspeed 
measures 50 feet in length and the 
Discovery measures 39 feet. Spaces 
between decks measure barely five 


feet. One wonders how it was possi- 
ble to transport 105 people and sup- 
plies in such cramped quarters. These 
ships are anchored in the James Riv- 
er and the visitor can board them. 
The three ships left London on De- 
cember 20, 1606 and arrived at James- 
town about four months later on 
April 26, 1607. Sir Walter Raleigh 
who was imprisoned in the Tower 
of London at this time had attempted 
to colonize Roanoke Island twenty 
years earlier and failed, but had 
named the land Virginia in honor of 
Queen Elizabeth, the virgin queen. 
The second expedition was sponsored 
by the Virginia Company, a con:mer- 
cial group, with the idea of starting 
some profitable commercial enter- 
prises in the new world as well as 
gaining a foothold for the English. 

In the two modern exhibit build- 
ings one will see tableaux, mudels, 
three dimensional displays, recon- 
structions. The first building one en- 
ters is called “The Old World Heri- 
tage Exhibit” and shows events lead- 
ing up to the Jamestown venture, as- 
pects of 16th and 17th century life 
in England which were brought over 
to this country. “The New World 
Achievement Exhibit” is concerned 
with the life of the Jamestown col- 
onists and continues on to show the 
achievements of the men of Virgi- 
nia and their importance jin shaping 
the character of national life in 
America, To name a few, Washing- 
ton, Jefferson, Patrick Henry, Mon- 
roe, Madison, George Wythe first pro- 
fessor of law who taught Jefferson 
and John Marshall, Richard Henry 
Lee and many others. Will the world 
ever see their like again—men who 
put ideals and vision above personal 
gain and comfort. We wonder what 
it was in the soil of the old Domi- 
nion State which produced such 
statesmen. Was it the times that 
shaped the men or the men who 
shaped the times? 

At Glasshouse Point one may view 
the remains of the glass factory 
which lasted one year from 16U8 to 
1609. A green glass was made here 
but apparently during this year on- 
ly trial runs were made and no ship- 
ments were made to England. It is 
not known what objects were made. 
Near the excavated site is a recon- 
struction of the original where the 
visitor may see artisans trained in 
17th century glassblowing techniques 
at work making souvenir bottles of 
green glass which are for sale. Dur- 
ing this period the colonists were dy- 
ing in great numbers from starva- 
tion and illness, In addition there 
were Indians to contend with ar 
this led to the abandonment of the 
glass venture, It was in 1612 when 
John Rolfe found a new way of cur- 
ing tobacco that the colony really 
began to get under way and become 
self sustaining. For the first few 
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years ships came from England at 
intervals bringing supplies and new 
settlers. 

At 10 o’clock every morning on the 
Mall one may see soldiers, dressed in 
colorful 17th century costume, parade 
and the impressive flag raising cere- 
mony where the flags of the United 
States, Great Britain, the Common- 
wealth of Virginia and the Festival 
Flag proudly wave. 

Jamestown never became very large 
because when tobacco became the 
main industry large plantations 
spread out along the James and York 
rivers. However, the town remained 
the capital of Virginia until 1699 
when the capital was moved inland to 
Middle Plantation or Williamsburg 
as it was later called. Jamestown 
rapidly declined and Williamsburg be- 
came the cultural and social center 
of life in the colony in the pre-Rev- 
olutionary days. The second oldest 
college in the U.S., William and Mary 
college, was opened in 1693 by royal 
charter and graduated many famous 
Men whose wisdom and judgment 
laid the foundations of our govern- 
ment. 

A. Harold Midgley of the Central 
Office of Information of the British 
government was in charge of prepar- 
ing the exhibits at Jamestown. His- 
toric relics and treasures came from 
public and private sources in Eng- 
land and the United States, 

Yes, it was a great year for the 
State of Virginia and the United 
States and Great Britain, all of whom 
have a common interest in the event. 
This is to be a continuing exhibit 
and we hope that all Americans will 
plan to visit this area sometime. It 
is an inspiring and uplifting experi- 
ence.

The appointment of Franklin R. 
Bruns, Jr., as Director of the Divi- 
sion Philately of the Post Office De- 
partment effective Nov. 18, 1957, was 
announced in Nov. 2, by Postmas- 
ter General Arthur E. Summerfield. 

Mr. Bruns, an outstanding phila- 
telic authority, has been Curator of 
the Division of Philately and Postal 
History at the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, Washington, D. C., since early 
1951. Prior to that he was philatelic 
editor of the New York Sun from 
1932 to 1950 and then held a similar 
position with the New York World- 
Telegram and The Sun from 1950 to 
1951. 

As Director of the Division of 
Philately of the Post Office Depart- 
ment, Mr. Bruns succeeds to the posi- 
tion vacated recently by Mr. Robert 
E. Fellers who retired on September 
80, 1957, after 43 years of postal 
service.

Postmaster General Arthur E. Sum- 
merfield recently announced a list of 
nine selections for commemorative 
postage stamps and one stamp in the 
“Famous Americans” series, as rec- 
ommended by the Citizen’s Stamp 
Advisory Committee following its 
meetings of June 24 and August 30, 
1957, to be issued during 1958. 

The nine commemorative stamps 
are 

1. A stamp honoring the Garden 
and Horticultural ‘Clubs of America 
—to be issued on March 15, 1958, 
the 100th anniversary of the birth of 
the noted horticulturist and plants- 
man, Liberty Hyde Bailey. 

2. A stamp to be issued April 15, 
1958, honoring the opening of the 
Brussels Universal and International 
Exhibition. 

3. A stamp to be issued on April 
28, 1958, honoring the 200th anniver- 
sary of the birth of President James 
Monroe. 

4, A stamp to be issued on May 11, 
1958, honoring the 100th anniversary 
of Minnesota Statehood. 

5. A stamp to be issued in June, 
1958, honoring the opening of the 
Mackinac Straits Bridge. 

6. A stamp to be issued August 15, 
1958, honoring the 100th anniversary 
+ the completion of the Atlantic Ca- 

e. 

7. A stamp to be issued Septem- 
ber 16, 1958, honoring the centennial 
of the Overland Mail. 

8. A stamp honoring Journalism 
and Freedom of the Press to be is- 
sued in September 1958, on the 50th 





anniversary of the founding of the 
School of Journalism of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri. 

9. A stamp to be issued December 
31, 1958, honoring the International 
Geophysical Year. 

A stamp honoring the 200th anni- 
versary of the birth of Noah Web- 
ster will be issued in the “Fa- 
mous Americans” series on October 
16, 1958. 

The place of first-day sales and 
the designs and denominations of the 
stamps in the 1958 stamp program 
will be announced later. 

At the meeting of the Citizen’s 
Stamp Advisory Committee scheduled 
to be held in New York City on No- 
vember 21, 1957, recommendations 
for additional commemorative stamps 
in the 1958 stamp program, includ- 
ing the “Champions of Liberty” se- 
ries, were on the discussion program 
for transmittal to the Postmaster 
General. 

In the current calendar year 14 com- 

memorative stamps have been ap- 
proved. They include stamps honor- 
ing Alexander Hamilton, Polio, Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, Architects of 
America, Steel Industry, Interna- 
tional Naval Review, Jamestown Fes- 
tival, Oklahoma Statehood, School 
Teachers of America, American Flag, 
United States Air Force, Virginia of 
Sagdahock, Ramon Magsaysay, La 
Fayette, and Religious Freedom in 
America - The Flushing Remon- 
strance, 

All fourteen stamps have already 
been issued except the one honoring 
Religious Freedom in America, The 
Flushing Remonstrance which goes 
on first day sale in Flushing, N. Y., 
on December 27, 1957. 

A’ fourth stamp in the Wildlife 
Conservation series, featuring Whoop- 
ing Cranes, was scheduled for first 
day sale on November 22, and is 
also part of the 1957 stamp program.

Everv year Red Cross sends 
more than 150 stamp albums, mag- 
nifying glasses, tweezers, and pack- 
ages of stamp hinges to _ hos- 
pitalized servicemen and veterans in 
the Chicago area. These items, pro- 
vided free, serve to assist rehabilita- 
tion and entertainment programs in 
the hospitals. 

“The success of this program is 
evidenced bv the requests we receive 
for stamps,” says Mrs. John O. Mer- 
rill, volunteer chairman Production 
Service. “Thousands of stamps are 
needed every year to satisfy the pa- 
tients’ needs, Inasmuch as our budget 
only provides for purchase of albums 
and materials we must rely upon do- 
nations for the stamps.” 

“We are asking stamn collectors 
and dealers, who know the joys of 
philatelv, to contribute dunlicates and 
extras for this program,” Mrs Mer- 
rill said. “Foreign stamps are partic- 
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ularly welcome as they serve to bring 
back memories of far away places 
visited during World Wars I and II 
by the patients.”

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Postmaster Gen. Arthur E, Sum- 
merfield has announced the descrip- 
tion of the 3-cent Whooping Crane 
stamp, the fourth in the Wildlife 
Conservation series. This stamp will 
be released simultaneously at the 
‘Corpus Christi, Tex., and New York, 
N. Y. post offices on November 22. 

This stamp will be 0.84 by 1.44 
inches in dimension, arranged ver- 
tically, printed on pregummed paper 
on the Giori press, and issued in 
sheets of 50. The color of the stamp 
will be blue, green and yellow, An 
initial printing of 100,000,000 of 
these stamps has been authorized. 

The centra! subject of this stamp 
is a female whooping crane _ bend- 
ing attentively over her two downy 
young, with the male bird in the rear 
standing guard. The pair of whoop- 
ing cranes are predominately white 
against a dark blue background. 

Stamp collectors desiring first day 
cancellations of the 3-cent Whoop- 
ing Crane stamp may send addressed 
envelopes to either or both of these 
cities, together with money order re- 
mittance to cover the cost of the 
stamps to be affixed to the Postmas- 
ter at Corpus Christi, Texas, and 
New York 1, N. Y. Postage stamps 
and personal checcks will not be ac- 
cepted in payment.

We think of Sputnik as a bit of 
psychology congealed into matter, as 
it spins its dizzy way round and round 
the world. The psychology of its 
launching unannounced is easily 
tabbed as propaganda. Its psycholog- 
ical impact on future invention and 
discovery is far more important, and 
far more difficult to evaluate. This 
breaking of the space barrier so soon 
after breaking of the sound barrier 
and the break-up of the atom gives 
a new reality to what has been a 
Buck Rogers phantasy of day dream- 
ing scientists. Daring grows on ac- 
complishment. Scientific daring has 
grown in stature by this new proof 
that what the scientists have been 
telling us is not silly. 

Lindbergh has not been a major 
factor in the development of avia- 
tion, but his solo flight crashed the 
psychological barrier of public ac- 
ceptance of aviation. Columbus had 
a small part to play in the new world, 
but his voyage put the public of the 
world on the trail of endless dis- 
covery. 

Utilities of the future may not be 
measured by yardsticks of the pres- 
ent. It was a long time after Ben 
Franklin and his kite that wires 
ticked off, “What hath God wrought?” 
It was a long while after that before 
motors were milking the cows on the 
farm. For the present we have little 
interest in living on a satellite sev- 
eral hundred miles from the nearest 
pie counter and we shall leave all of 
the green cheese on the moon to 
those who care to go after it. What 
we are interested in is the fact that 
the psychology of science has been 
given a boost. It will find new worlds 
to conauer. 

America has been waking up, rub- 
bing its eyes, and asking, “Just 
where am I?” We have been on a pro- 
duction and inflation toot for several 
years. We are waking up to a mild 
headache, but not nearly so bad as 
many had feared. There are no tor- 
nado warnings or major storm warn- 
ings in the economic weather. But 
there are floating clouds of no over- 
time pay, spotty unemployment, low- 
er sales of automobiles and houses, 
and much conservatism of investors 
bidding on the future in the stock 
market. 


America has always thrived on 
shortages and has been skeptical over 
approaching abundance. Farmers are 
downcast over our abundance of food. 
Some automobile companies have gone 
broke over our abundance of cars. 
The abundance of refrigerators, 
stoves, washers, etc., is plaguing the 
industry. Growing abundance of hous- 
ing is facing many trades. How to 
act in a period of general abundance 
seems to be the present problem. 

Our past practice has been to work 
ourselves up to a final frenzy of pro- 
duction and inflation, then dive off 
the cliff into the rocks of depression. 
But we have built up many guards 
against such a crash. Perhaps we 
shall have to learn to live ‘with abun- 
dance and like it.

For a long lifetime the trolley car 
was king of the electrical landscape 
of America. It was the most notice- 
able and noisiest form of electrical 
use. It was a powerful king, It laid 
out with iron inflexibility the whole 
pattern of urban life. 

Taking over from the omnibus, the 
trolley clanged its wav down the gas 
lighted streets, pushing aside horse 
drawn drags and buggies. Linking 
settlements with its interurbans, it 
established firm rule over all ur- 
ban Americana. Now in the golden 
age of electricity the king abdi- 
cates. leaving the streets to more 
flexible forms of transportation. The 
rigid iron rails that ‘were the crown 
and scepter of this king have been 
melted down as scrap metal. Only a 
fragile network of overhead wires 
here and there are left to mark the 
boundaries of the kingdom. 

In our reading of historv, we too. 
frequently focus our attention on the 
personalities who strut and declaim 
from the center of the stage. In the 
historv of transition from Americana 
to modern America the trollev car 
is one of the most vowerful charac- 
ters to watch with care.

How to make ’em go bang was the 
chief problem of firearms experts two 
hundred years ago, It is the chief 
problem of thermonuclear experts of 
today. People knew the explosive 

alities of saltpeter, carbon and sul- 
ur centuries before they found out 
how to start the explosion with pre- 


cision and certainty. Today it is run 
of the mill knowledge what atomic 
fission or fusion will do after it is 
started. Cloak and dagger espionage 
is largely directed at secrets of how 
to get it started in the first place. 

On the smooth bore muskets they 
tried out all sorts of matchlocks, 
wheellocks and fiintlocks, and a wide 
variety of percussion caps over many 
decades before they arrived at center 
firing cartridges. Experts were tin- 
kering with these things while the 
Comanche Indians were still firing 
four or five volleys of arrows at our 
muzzle loading carbine cavalry. 

Constantine kept his secret of 
“Greek Fire’ so well guarded that 
we still do not know how it was han- 
dled, We doubt if any atomic secrets 
will be so well kept. 

Detonation of nuclear explosions 
may be of far greater value to the 
future than detonation of other ex- 
plosives has been to the past. For in 
atomic research we are planning the 
heat and power resources of the fu- 
ture, how to start them going, and 
how to control their speed and vol- 
ume. We do hope the development of 
this knowledge will not require the 
centuries required for development of 
conventional firearms.

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Numismatics 
Money of Yesteryear 


Many collectors have been obtain- 
ing rolls of strictly uncirculated coins 
from all of the mints, Around 1950 
this practice was so popular that 
Many speculators and investors put 
hundreds, and sometimes thousands, 
of rolls away. Rumor has it that the 
entire issue of 1955 Philadelphia half 
dollars was absorbed by this type of 
investor. With such quantities being 
taken out of circulation, one won- 
ders just how good an investment 
the rolls of coins are from 1950 up. 


True some of the issues are very 
short, and should normally be scarce. 
Also true is the increased demand 
for such coins. Many have already 
risen to fabulous heights for coins 
so recently coined. We wonder, how- 
ever, whether a good amount of this 
rise is due to the “holding back” of 
the vast hoard put away, and wheth- 
er these issues can maintain their 
high values, or go higher when these 
vast hoards are released. Dealers are 
now asking $33.50 for a two dollar 
roll of 1950 Denver mint nickels, $95 
for a roll of 1949 San Francisco 
mint dimes. The 1949 Philadelphia 
half rolls are $100, or more. 


Some of the rolls that were put 
away in the 1980s, are now being 
broken up, and the coins sold by the 
piece. We note such outstanding cat- 
alog valuations as: 1938 Denver half 
dollars $22.50 each, and the 1937 
Denver half dollars $15.00 each; 
1939 Denver mint cents are listed at 
$45.00 per roll; 1935 San Francisco 
or Denver mint cents $32.50 per 
roll; 1939 San Francisco mint nickels 
$6. 50 per coin catalog valuation; the 
1939 Denver nickels $7.00 per coin;

1931 S cents, one of the shortest 
coinages, are now quoted at $18 per 
coin. (That would make a roll worth 
$900.)! Not bad for a 50¢ invest- 
ment, twenty six years agu. 

I feel that the rolls of coins, put 
away from 1940 through 1950 are 
about to come into their own, and 
if held another ten years, will equal, 
or go higher than the coins of the 
1930’s have already done. It seems 
that after 15 to 20 years, such rolls 
are broken up and the coins begin to 
sell by the piece. When this hap- 
pens, then is the time their values 
skyrocket to their greatest degree, 
and then they seem. to level off and 
stabilize their values. 


All dates and denominations do 
not rise to great heights, only those 
that had short issues, or those no 
one saved. During the 1940’s a great 
many of the “d” and “s” mint coins 
were put away, but very little of the 
Philadelphia mint pieces, It is there- 
foré easy to assume that, some day, 
uncirculated specimens of the Phila- 
delphia mint coins may be harder to 
find than the branch mints, even 
though the coinages at Philadelphia 
were much higher. 


Prior to 1930 very, very few coifs 
were put away in rolls and anyone 
who was wise enough to do so then, 
would truly be worth a fortune in 
coins today. I have figured that, if one 
had put awavaroll of uncirculated 
cents from 1909 through 1930 from all 
mints the total investment would 
have been $31.50 at around 1.50 per 
year, and the catalog valuation today

to the frame of a larger, possibly 
heavier piece of paper. This process 
was expensive, time-consuming, and 
a delicate operation as both the au- 
tograph and the edges of the larger 
page had to be bevelled. A further 
disadvantage was that the larger 
page occasionally overweighed the

autograph. With no center support, 
the autograph was liable to splitting 
or tearing. 

One of the most interesting of the 
older methods of autograph arrange- 
ment was “Grangerizing” or supple- 
menting a book with extra material 
such as engravings, autographs, and 
other mementoes. Usually this in- 
volved taking a book from its orig- 
inal binding, interleaving additional 
material, and thereby expanding the 
one or two volumes of the book into 
several volumes. Dealers’ catalogues 
of such books stated: “ One volume 
expanded into eight volumes with ex- 
tra illustrations and letters.” 

Truly such projects were labors of 
love. Devotees of this type of ar- 
rangement spent much time finding 
the proper autograph or engraving 
to illustrate a name or a place. Thus 
enriched, however, the book became 
a series of volumes which were a 
new creation, highly personalized, 
and a tribute to the taste and per- 
sistence of the collector. 


Such a set recently came ty. my 
attention. It had a special interest 
as it came from the library of the 
great English collector, A. M. Broad- 
ley. Mr. Broadley had chosen My 
Autobiography and Reminiscences by 
William P. Frith of the Royal 
Academy as an appropriate “hous- 
ing place” for his collection of let- 
ters of artists and writers mentioned 
in Frith’s text. Broadley expanded 
the Frith autobiography of three 


* volumes to nine volumes. had title 


pages printed for each volume, placed 
his bookplate in each, and had the 
volumes bound to read, look at, and 
enjoy. 

In his book, Chats on Autographs, 
Broadley discusses this use of au- 
tographs, 

“Personally, I regard extra-illus- 
tration as the most effective and in- 
teresting plan of arranging and pre- 
serving autographs. ... I can con- 
ceive no form of ‘the gentle emotion’ 
(autograph collecting) more enjoy- 
able than that which one experi- 
ences when one sees an appropriate 
autograph placed in apposition to a 
fine portrait facing some text which 
they combine strikingly and _ felici- 
tously to illustrate. . There is 
no better way of preserving auto- 
graphs than to house them between 
the leaves of well-bound and care- 
fullv tended volumes... . 

Broadley mentions that he had ex- 
tra-illustrated forty or fifty books 
since 1900. Since he was writing in 
1910, he must have completed an 
average of four or five books a 
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year, practicing what he preached! 

Frith’s autobiography is a delight- 
ful life-story of a famous artist. He 
was promoted to the rank of Acad- 
emician of the Royal Academy to fill 
the vacancy caused by the death of 
the great painter, J. M. W. Turner. 
He was patronized by Queen Victo- 
ria who purchased his “Ramsgate 
Sands” and who commissioned him 
to paint “The Marriage of the Prince 
of Wales.” He was a close friend 
of the outstanding authors and ar- 
tists of his day. Judging from the 
many stories and comments in his 
autobiography, he must have been a 
person of great charm and good hu- 
mor. 

One of the first of the Victorian 
writers whom Frith met was Charles 
Dickens. Frith read all of Dickens’ 
works, hoping ‘to find material to 
paint. He felt that his opportunity 
had come when he read “Barnaby 
Rudge” and discovered Dolly Varden. 
He did many pictures of Dolly—and 
through the success of these pictures 
he met Dickens. Frith was only 
twenty-three at the time. He relates 
the following story of the event: 

“T had never seen the man, who 
in my estimation was, and is, one 
of the greatest geniuses that ever 
lived; my sensations therefore may 
be imagined when I received the fol- 
lowing letter: 


‘1, Devonshire Terrace 
‘York Gate, Regent’s Park 
‘November 15, 1842 
‘My dear Sir, ; 
‘I shall be very glad if you will 
do me the favour to paint me two 
little companion pictures; one, a 
Dolly Varden (whom you have so

“My mother and I cried over that 
letter, and the wonder is that any- 
thing is left of it, for I showed it 
to every friend I had, and was ad- 
mired and envied by all.” 

Frith painted the pictures and 
awaited the verdict of their literary 
creator, when Dickens came to look 
at them. 

“Enter a pale young man with 
long hair, a white hat, a formidable 
stick in his left hand, and his right 
extended to me with a frank cor- 
diality, and a friendly clasp, that 
never relaxed till the day of his un- 
timely death. 

“The pictures were on the easel. 
He sat down before them, and I 
stood waiting for the verdict in an 
agony of mind that was soon re- 
lieved by his cheery— 

“All I can say is they are exact- 
ly what I meant and I am very much 
obliged to you for painting them for 
me.’ ” 

Mrs. Dickens came and added her 
approval. Dickens paid Frith £40 for 
the two pictures. After Dickens’ 
death the pictures were sold at Chris- 
tie’s for thirteen hundred guineas. 

The extra-illustrated book abounds 
in letters of artists, A letter of Sir 
Thomas Lawrence to Lady Holland 
is tipped in opposite a sketch of Sir 
Thomas as a young man. The letter 
reads: 

“You inform’d me that you had 
not seen the engraving from my 
drawing at the Countess Sieven, and 
as it is very creditable to the en- 
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graver, I take the liberty to interest 
your acceptance of it. If another rea- 
son for my sending it is thet it 
faithfully and even flatteringly rep- 
resents my own professional talent, 
I am the more justified in sending it 
to your Ladyship who so generously 
adds the honor of friendly kindness 
to your approbation of that talent.” 
There are a few letters from Frith 

to Broadley throughout the nine vol- 
umes. In one of them, Frith discusses 
scenes from his famous series, “The 
Road to Ruin,” exhibited in 1878: 

“Jay 17, 89 

Ashenhurst 

Sydenham Rise, 

S. E. 


“My dear Mr. Broadley, 


“In course of post or carriage— 
or whatever the mode of convey- 
ance may be—you will receive a 
little picture which, as I tried to 
explain to you the other day, rep- 
resenting what was intended to 
have been the last scene in the se- 
ries called ‘The Road to Ruin.’ In 
the third picture of the series the 
hero is ruined and arrested in 
his ‘ancestral home.’ I had first 
intended that he should go to his 
dressing room and _incontinently 
blow out his brains, but on con- 
sideration I interposed another 
scene which represents him in poor 
lodgings abroad, dunned by his 
landlady and otherwise uncomfort- 
able, The last act in the larger pic- 
ture is the same motive as your 
sketch only it takes place in a 
squalid garret instead of his bet- 
ter furnished dressing room. I 
read in the papers that the orig- 
inal pictures have been bought by 
Col. North. I fancy he is a friend 
of yours. If so, a sight of the pic- 
tures will fully explain the differ- 
ence between the final scenes... .”

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Anatole France remarked “I do not 
know any reading more easy, more 
fascinating, more delightful than a 
catalog.” Perhaps epitaph collectors 
who prefer the open air of quiet 
churchyards might convince golfers 
that they are missing much in their 
pursuit of green pastures. Sir Wil- 
liam Osler commented: “After all, 
there is no such literature as ‘the 
Dictionary.” Leximaniacs are even 
entranced by laundry lists, old thea- 
tre programs, tthe headlines of news- 
papers and the footnotes in prefer- 
ence to the text of old volumes. Much 
of this is connected in a vague sort 
of a way with the commonplace cat- 
aloging of demigods and heroes by 
poets. Walt Whitman was a cat- 
aloguer of the commonplace—of peo- 
ple, places and things, as well as 
of ideas. 

Another form of the leximania is 
the making of lists and indexes. 
Have you ever made a list of the 
books you would choose for a per- 
fect library, or those you would take 
to a desert island? Some make lists 
of various subjects that might some 
day materialize into a book: the 
mystic places such as Atlantis, Le- 
muria, Mu, Ultima Thule, Hy Brazil, 
the Isles of St. Brandan, The Seven 
Cities of Cibola, El Dorado, Shangri 
La, Lilliput, and many others; strange 
islands such as Tinian, Easter, 
Christmas, Pitcairn, Juan Fernandez, 
St. Helena, Ascension, Elba, and 
Tristran da Cunha; people we would 
like to meet in the hereafter: Hom- 
er, Achilles, Helen of Troy, Ulysses, 
Romulus and Remus, Aeneas, Dido, 
Hypatia, Salome, Zenobia, Virgil, 
Aristotle, Plato and several thousand 
others. And so we might gu on 
through many categories of lists 
within lists. Lists of things that we 
would like to know the origin of: 
alphabets, symbols, charms, laws, re- 
ligions, etc. We seek and list ideas 
and inventions; plans and _ plots, 
found in the dusty volumes of old 
magazines and newspapers, the bar- 
gain basement of literature; flotsam 
and jetsam from the tides of yester- 
year. 

Most men like a change of pace, 
they become bored at times with 
their specialty, and try their talents 
in other fields of art and literature. 
Variety is the spice of life and it 
can often be found in these old mis- 
cellanies which once represented the 
live thought of an age now only part- 
ly recorded in orthodox histories. En- 
tertainment as well as information 
is often found in browsing through 
odd volumes and periodicals. The le- 
ximaniac finds his conscience sooth- 
ed for while he is being entertained 
he is not actually wasting time in 
fact he might be said to be charging 
his batteries being informed and edu- 
cated. For it is in this off beat _read- 
ing that we often find the rubble of 
old foundation blocks upon which we 
may build new edifices in the form of 
articles, poems, stories and even nov- 
els.

There was famine and pestilence 
and the Four Horsemen rode in an- 
cient times but there was no “starva- 
tion,” as a word, until 1775. This 
word is probably the only one in the 
English language having an Anglo- 
Saxon root and a Latin termination. 
Starve originally meant to die or 
perish from any cause. Chaucer says 
the Trojans “starved” through the 
stratagem of the wooden horse, and 
he also applies the word to the death 
of Christ upon the Cross. In the 
South of England “starve” was ap- 
plied to those who died of hunger 
while in the North of England one 
might be “starved” by the cold. Star- 
vation first appeared as an English 
word in the reports of a debate in 
the House of Commons on the Amer- 
ican question in 1775. Mr, Dundas 
coined the word and it became his 
knick-name, “Starvation” Dundas. 

This is but a sample of the odd 
things that can be found browsing in 
a dictionary. The age of women and 
their sensitivity regarding it seems 
to be as old as Adam and Eve, We 
know the age of Adam and nearly 
every important character in the Old 
Testament who was male but the age 
of only one woman is given, that was 
Sarah.

Du Pont’s 
Gunpowder Works 


By HARRY WANDRUS 


“Eleuthere Irene Du Pont was the 
founder of the immense works dis- 
tinguished as the “Brandywine Pow- 
der Works,” near Wilmington, Dela. 
He was a native of France, and emi- 
grated to the United States in the 
fall of 1799, landing at Newport, 
Rh. IL. January 1, 1800. Having no- 
ticed the poor quality of the gun- 
powder then made in America, he re- 
solved to engage in its manufacture, 
of which he had a knowledge, hav- 
ing been a pupil of the celebrated 
Lavoisier, who had charge of the 
“Bureau de Poudres et Salpetres,” 
under the French government. Af- 
ter some time spent in selecting a lo- 
eation, Mr. Du Pont established him- 
self on the Brandywine Creek, about 
four miles above the town of Wil- 
mington, in the State of Delaware, 
where he prosecuted the business 
with such success, that at the time 
of his decease, at the United States 
Hotel, in Philadelphia in 1834, his 
establishment was the most extensive 
of its kind in this country, as it 
now is in the world. 

Since the decease of its founder, 
the business has been managed by. 
his sons and grandsons, who main- 
tained the old firm style of E. I. Du 
Pont de Nemours & Co. 

The works of the firm comprise 
six complete manufactories—four of 
them on the Brandywine, where 
blasting powder, for collier’s use, is 
largely made. The original works on 
the Brandywine commenced opera- 
tions in 1802, and have a. capacity 
of five thousand pounds of sporting 
powder per day. The middle, or Hag- 
ley works, commenced in 1812, cum- 
prise two complete sets of works in 
one enclosure, under a fall of twen- 
ty-two feet, so arranged that both 
can work on the same description of 
powder, or, if required, one set can 
manufacture one kind of powder, and 
the other set another kind, the two 
combined having a capacity of 25.000 
pounds of blasting powder per day. 

The lower works, commenced in 
1836, are under a fall of twelve feet, 
and have a capacity of five thousand 


pounds of sporting powder per day. 

The Saltpeter Refinery, with lab- 
oratory attached, is 258 feet by 96 
feet, with ample appliances for sup- 
plying all the nitre required for the 
fabrication of powder, and also con- 
siderable quantities for the market, 
for such purposes as require an arti- 
cle chemically pure. In proximity to 
the Refinery are large warehvuses 
for the storage of saltpeter. 

The Charring Houses for the prep- 
aration of charcoal, three in number, 
are capable of furnishing all the coal 
required for the mills, the wood be- 
ing stored and seasoned in extensive 
buildings adjacent, 

The firm has two shipping points, 
one on the River Delaware, with 
magazines, and a wharf at which 
large vessels can lie, the other on 
the ‘Christiana Creek, with ample 
wharfage for coasters, and for land- 
ing coal, wood, etc. They have also 
a station and siding for the works 
on the Wilmington and Reading Rail- 
road, which passes through the prop- 
erty, intersecting the Pennsylvania 
Railroad at Coatesville, and uniting 
with the Philadelphia and Reading 
railroad at Birdsboro. A passenger 
railway has been established be- 
tween the city of Wilmington and the 
property of Messrs. Du Pont. 

Attached to the powder works are 
extensive machine and millwright 
shops, where all repairs are made, 
and most of the machinery is built; 
also saw mills, carpenter and black- 
smith shops, and capacious buildings 
for the manufacture of wooden and 
metallic kegs and barrels, and of 
powder canisters. Railroad tracks 
are laid through the powder works, 
and the bulk of transportation of 
powder, in its various stages of man- 
ufacture, is done in cars drawn by 
horses; and the transportation to 
and from tide-water and railroad 
stations is done in wagons by horses 
and mules, of which the firm has 
over one hundred at their Delaware 
and Pennsylvania mills. 

Besides the powder mills, the firm 
owns over two thousand five hundred 
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acres of land, that stretch for a dis- 
tance of three miles on both sides of 
the stream, and on this property 
there are three woolen mills, a cot- 
ton mill, a merchants’ and grist mill, 
and a population of nearly four 
thousand persons. 

The aggregate fall of the various 
water powers of the firm on the 
Brandywine, including two which are 
yet unimproved, is ninety-one feet. 

The farms attached to the works 
are in a high state of cultivation, 
and the roads are macadamized for 
ease of transportation. The buildings 
on the estate are mostly of stone, 
and very substantial, and the ma- 
chinery is of the best and most cost- 
ly character. 

The Luzerne County mills have 
about seven hundred acres of land 
on the Big Wapwallopen Creek, with 
an aggregate fall of over one hun- 
dred feet, and a capacity for twen- 
ty-five thousand pounds of blasting 
powder per day. The Pennsylvania 
Canal and the Lackawanna and 
Bloomsburg Railroad pass through 
a part of the property. 

The high reputation so long main- 
tained for the Brandywine powder 
is due to the care bestowed on its 
manufacture, and to the constant 
personal supervision of the owners. 
The consumption of saltpeter and ni- 
trate of soda (including the Penn- 
sylvania mills), the principle ingre- 
dients in the manufacture, in the year 
1871, was over eight million five hun- 
dred thousand pounds. The machin- 
ery in operation for the manufac- 
ture of gunpowder is driven by nine 
steam engines and eighty-six water 
wheels, of which the greater part 
are turbines. The manufacture em- 
braces all descriptions of powder, 
viz., mammoth, cannon, mortar, mus- 
ket, and rifle, for army and navy 
ordnance service, diamond grains, 
eagle, and the various grades of can- 
ister and sporting powders, shipping, 
blasting, mining, and fuse powders. 

The production of the mills are 
principally consumed in the United 
States, the firm having agencies and 
magazines at all the most important 
points, with a principle depot for the 
Pacific States at San Francisco, and 
agencies in South America and in the 
East and West Indies. 

To illustrate the progress which 
has been made in the manufacture 
of powder in the United States, it is 
only necessary to recall the fact that 
during the Crimean war the allies, 
to enable them to prosecute the siege 
of Sebastapol, were obliged to pro- 
cure large supplies of gunpowder in 
the United States (one half of which 
was furnished by the Brandywine 
mills), and that the American pow- 
der compared favorably with the best 
they could procure in Europe.”

The Steatite People 


Indian cultures have a way of in- 
dividualizing in areas nearly fenced 
in by natural barriers. 

Such a pocket of culture existed 
in what is now southern California, 
from San Luis Obispo to between 
Los Angeles and San Diego on the 
coast and islands. 

This area is fenced off by a rough 
mountainous wilderness on the north, 
its coast too precipitous for shore- 
line travel. On the east, another wild, 
mountainous area provides a fence 
in that direction leaving a wide strip 
of coast land between jit and the 
ocean—the home in the past of Chu- 
mash and Gabrielino Indians and 
their steatite culture. 

But these tribes did not confine 
their residence to this coastal main- 
land. They crossed the open ocean to 
off shore islands; to the north the 
Santa Barbara Islands, and to the 
south, Catalina, San ‘Clemente, and 
San Nicolas Islands.

Thus the culture was maritime; 
rivaling in salt water travel the 
Northwest Coast Indians. 

Contact with other cultures, carry- 
ing with it some diffusion, was 
through narrow, practically unin- 
habited passes into the Salinas and 
San Joaquin river valleys; through, 
or rather over rather rough and bar- 
ren desert country to the south and 
east; and possibly by visits or land- 
ings of Polynesian mariners from 
the South Pacific or Hawaii. 

Evidences are present of influence 
both ways through these passages. 
Resemblances in some cases and ac- 
tual exchange of goods connected 
with the great Southwest Indian cul- 
tures. The making and use of pot- 
tery, for example, marks the tribal 
cultures on the southern borders of 
the Gabrielino tribe. 

Quite a lot of Chumash artifacts 
are found in the southern San Joa- 





quin Valley, enough indeed to indi- 
cate Chumash colonies. 

Language analysis has detected a 
Shoshonean origin for the Chumash 
—suggesting a migration from the 
western slope of the Rockies. The 
Gabrielino language is of Hokan— 
broadly speaking Aztec — origin. 
Nevertheless the culture developed 
by the two tribes, in effect jointly 
makes the archaeological appearance 
of their area quite unified. 

Perhaps the dominating factor in 
creation of this unified maritime 
culture was a canoe. 

Now this canoe was unique among 
American Indians. It was made of 
pieces of wood sewed together, made 
water tight with asphaltum. But it 
was not uniquein the world, being a 
Polynesian invention. So it was not 
unreasonable to fancy that at some 
time in the past a Polynesian Leif 
Ericson or ‘Christopher Columbus 
landed on the southern California 
coast and started a maritime cul- 
ture. 

Pieces of these canoes and stone 
models survive. And of course, they 
were a necessity in inter island and 
coastal travel. But not enough of 
the canoes themselves survive to 
know their exact construction. Nev-

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ertheless, such sewed canoe construc- 
tion does survive in Hawaii and the 
South Seas. 

Bolstering this indication of a 
South Sea motivation for this cul- 
ture is the presence of two other 
typical South Sea artifacts in the 
area, a peculiar kind of incurled 
round fish hook and “stone dough- 
nuts,” both familiar forms in the 
South Pacific. 

Why call them “The Steatite Peo- 
ple?” Steatite was used in other cul- 
tures. 

Well, the reason isn’t too strong 
until one has seen a large number 
of their artifacts. Then the impres- 
sion grows to a conviction that here 
was a people who valued and made 
great use of steatite to an extent 
that colors their culture not only in 
contrast to neighboring cultures but 
to all North American cultures. 

There were three prehistoric cul- 
tures in the area, acccording to the 
explorations of Dr. David Banks 
Rogers — an old, 10,000 to 15,000 
years’ culture he called Oak Grove; 
another, occuring much later and 
merging into the third, the Hunting 
People; and the third and last, the 
Canalinos. The later in all prob-

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ability are identical with the historic 
Chumash-Gabrielino tribes that were 
present when the Europeans took 
over. 

There have been plenty of arti- 
facts from the older cultures recov- 
ered, but in comparison with the 
quantity of Canalino artifacts sal- 
vaged their significance is negligible 
(quantitatively). 

The Gabrielinos to the south, in 
the present Los Angeles area, pos- 
sessed the largest if not the only 
source of steatite on Catalina Island, 
but it was freely circulated to the 
entire Chumash area. Some regional 
and stylistic differences occur, as 
would seem natural in an area of

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such extent, but they are not very 
apparent in the prevalence of iden- 
tical artifacts. 

Most conspicuous and largest of 
the steatite artifacts are so-called 
“ollas,” which are globular stone 
cooking pots with comparatively 
small holes or openings and thin 
walls. Their capacities range from a 
quart to five gailons and their use 
is usually proved by their smoke- 
blackened bottoms. A similar form 
of vessel is common in the South- 
west, but is made of pottery. The 
Chumash-Gabrielino culture had no 
pottery. 

Also often made of steatite, the 
so-called doughnut stones already re- 
ferred to, assume a_ variation of 
forms and sizes. Dr. A. L. Krueber 
refers to them with somewhat ar- 
bitrary emphasis as digging stick 
weights, on the evidence of state- 
ments by Chumash informants. But 
their identity with a common form 
of stone club head much used in the 
South Seas and the clubbed skulls of 
sea lions in ‘Chumash garbage point 
strong, if not orally accompanied 
fingers at their use for club heads. 
A few are somewhat pear-shaped, 
and look like the heads of so-called 
“potato masher” war clubs used by 
the Southwest culture. 

A third popular use of steatite 
was for pipes. These were basically 
tubular, of the so-called cigar hol- 
der shape, though some were made 
with an angle tending to development 
of a bowl. Some of these pipes were 
quite “fancy” but the typical ones 
were as described, ranging in size 
from three or four to eight or so 
inches long. 

A fourth use that produced literal- 
ly thousands of artifacts was for 
beads and pendants. The beads range 
from small ones not much bigger than 
BB shot to big ones six inches long, 
most of them polished and the bigger, 
inlaid with small white shell beads. 
The ornaments vary with individual 
fancies from just geometrical figures 
to figures of tarantulas and other 
objects. 

Allieq to this use was the crea- 
tion of images, some of them perhaps 
fetishes. Common forms of these are 
little whales, usually with a high 
fin on the back, seals, canoes, and a 
few other objects, notably one pecu- 
liar creation called a “pelican stone,” 
and a “hook stone.” This latter arti- 
fact might well be a sort ‘of trade- 
mark of this culture as it is quite 
peculiar in appearance. It ranges in 
size from little ones weighing a frac- 
tion of an ounce to larger ones 
weighing several pounds, A guess is 
that they were some form of fetish— 
possibly one possessing the powers of 
sea birds to obtain sea food. 

As a sort of by-product of ollas, 
shallow trays, apparently pieces of 
broken ollas, were provided with 
holes, evidently as means of hooking 
them off fire or hot coals. They are 
quite naturally called “stone fry 
pans.”

Less utilitarian are true bowls that 
seem intended for serving food or 
holding something special. They are 
usually much polished and sometimes 
inlaid with shell beads. 

Yet another steatite artifact is 
the arrow shaft straightener. This is 
a block of steatite with a groove. 
Certain cane shaft material could 
have its joints reduced by the heat 
in such a stone and, it is said, judi- 
cious warping, or unwarping could 
be accomplished to create straight 
shafts. Such shaft straighteners us- 
ing heat are found all along the Pa- 
cific Coast and in the Southwest. 

Steatite, however, was not the only 
stone used. Much use was made of 
other kinds of stone, mostly sand- 
stones. Of these very large bowls 
were made, some as big as small 
tubs. Many of these were decorated 
with beads around the rims. Many 
were also elaborately worked and 
smoothed, even to the extent of hav- 
ing the interior wall slightly under- 
cut the rim. What the general use 
was is now unknown, but it is cer- 
tain that many, perhaps all, were 
not subjected to the rough usage of 
mortars. 

Pestles are common, and _ some 
were apparently used in mortars. 
But as there are numerous stone 
bases with asphaltum rings on them 
we know that basketry hoppers were 
generally used (with the pestles, of 
course). 

Manos and metates are also very 
numerous, particularly the former. 

Another stone object not usually, 
if ever, made of steatite is a grooved 
stone. The shape and appearance 
suggest it may have been a bolas 
weight or a form of sling shot club. 

Arrow heads and knives are nu- 
merous. The Canalino arrow points 
have two typical forms, a leaf shape 
with a round base and a somewhat 
long, narrow triangle with a con- 
cave base. Which are knife blades 
and which spear heads can’t be 
known, but it is significant that 
while a very few knives have been 
found intact and a few with frag- 
ments of handles it is only assumed 
that these were spears,

Although the peculiar incurled fish 
hooks were typical, the double point- 
ed gorge hooks are found in num- 
bers, sometimes with a band of as- 
phaltum still around their centers. 

The incurled fish hooks are also a 
“trademark” of this culture. They 
are skilfully, made, generally of shell, 
with the point curled so far in that 
it obviously was not primarily in- 
‘tended to hook the fish but merely 
to hook on the bait. Mystery about 
how such hooks were used need not 
be, since they were also used in the 
eastern Pacific. They caught fish 
who swallowed them and couldn’t dis- 


gorge. 
Other shell objects, ornaments, 
were made in profusion in a variety 
of shapes, but generally tending to 
popular forms. Abalone shells, vari- 
colored and often iridescent, and

Connecticut Cards 


Bridgeport, Conn.,is the subject of 
many views - old and new. A harbor 
view of 1907 was made by Illustrated. 
A hand-painted card by International 
Post Card Company shows fine old 
homes of Victorian style - three 
stories of ornate design, surmounted 
with cupolas and Captain’s walks. 
Similar old views were also made 
by I. Stern, American News Compa- 
ny, Harold Hahn, Curteich and Tich- 
nor. Also modern cards appear in 
both linen finish and kodachrome. 
Subjects are: the Sea Wall and Point 
Lookout, the hospital, Perry Memorial 
Arch at Seaside Park, the Seaside 
Park Bathing Beach, the City Hall, 
the public library, Barnum Boulevard 
and the Statue of P. T. Barnum, the 
Soldiers and Sailors Monument, St. 
Vincent’s Monument, the Anne Hatha- 
way Cottage at Beardsley Park, and 
Beardsley Park Flower Garden. 

The view of the the P. T. Barnum 
Monument brings to mind that 
Bridgeport was once headquarters for 
Barnum and Bailey’s Circus, So, 
among our circus cards we go and 
find several oldies showing circus 
parades, winter quarters, animals. 
There should be many of these, if one 
looks hard enough to find them. 

From Danbury, we have a number 
of views of the White Turkey Inn- 
These views are modern ones made 
by the Meriden Gravure Company of 
Meriden, Conn. One especially inter- 
esting card pictures an interior of an 
Early American Bedroom - with 
canopied bed, rush-bottom chairs, 
hooked rug, wash stand with pitcher 
and bowl, coverlet made of a star 
quilt and ruffles, and wonderful old 
food-wide hardwood plank flooring. 

From Fairfield, Conn., we have ex- 
teriors and interiors of the Gould 
Homestead. The entrance hall is 
large and beautiful with old-time hat 
racks, grandfather clock, and spinning 
wheel. 

Greenwich, Connecticut, is the home 
of Conde Nast Publications on the 
Boston Post Road in Old Greenwich.

Views of this old landmark are 
interesting. One of our old cards by 
Globe Stamp Co. shows Putnam 
Avenue - a winter scene. Ess & Ess 
Photo Co. made a Town Hall view. 
Other scenes include “Down Put’s 
Hill”, General Putnam’s cottage of 
Revolutionary fame, the War Memori- 
al, Post Office, library, new hospital, 
Pickwick Arms Hotel, and Island 
Beach. The last five in kodachrome 
also. 

From Groton, we have several good 
views of Fort Griswald, also of the 
Avery Monument, Groton Monument, 
the Library and monument. 

Connecticut lighthouses are inter- 
esting, and to most of us very 
romantic. Most of these views are 
very old - many of the cards having 
been made before 1907. A view of 
the one at Bridgeport looks like a 
house built around the tower, and 
there are porches or walks surround- 
ing it midway and at the top. In 
addition to the light, there is a large 
bell. For the occasion of the photo, 
a number of people in long dark coats 
posed along these walkways, There 
are views of the old tower light and 
lighthouse at Lighthouse Point Park, 
New Haven, and another of the 
Breakwater Light out in ocean near 
New Haven. New London lights in- 
clude the tower light both day and 
night views, and the New London 
Ledge light which is located at the 
mouth of the Thames River. This 
ledge light looks like a mansion com- 
pletely surrounded by water. The 
lighthouse of Noank is unusual. It 
has the appearance of a church with 
a light for the steeple. From near 
Saybrook come views of The Outer 
Lighthouse built on the Jetties, and 
of Lynde Point Light house at Say- 
brook Point. 

Hartford affords us the State 
Capitol cards - also many other 
worthwhile subjects, Early rustic 
scenes were made in Riverside Park, 
also there are old general views of 
the town and the harbor made from 


the bridge and from the Capitol 
Dome. Beautiful old Ullman Cards 
show Memorial Arch and Keney 
Memorial Tower. A number of 
companies have made all these same 
views, and there are also old views 
of the Hartford Deaf And Dumb 
Asylum, the Main Street (back in 
the horse and buggy days), the 
Y.M.C.A-, the High School, and the 
large buildings of the Hartford Fire 
Insurance and Aetna Life Affiliated 
Companies, and the old stone bridge 
in Elizabeth Park. . 
Newer cards show Travelers Tower 
from Bushnell Park, Rose Garden at 
Elizabeth Park (several views), 
Travelers Insurance Co. from across 
the river, Prospect Street and Travel- 
ers Building, Bushnell Memorial, 
Lafayette Statue on Capitol Hill, 
Vista from Bushnell Park, Others 
are Old City Hall (formerly state 
capitol), in the shadow of tall modern 
buildings, Main Street with its crowd- 
ed thoroughfare, the State Office 
Building, State Armory, State Libra- 
ry, and Supreme Court, and the new 
buildings for the Hartford Hospital 
bringing it up to date before its 
hundredth anniversary in 1948. 
From Meriden we have views of 
the Curtis Memorial Library, Colony 
Street from Main Street, the Castle 
Craig Tower of Hubbard Park, also 
a large old mortar in the park. 
Mystic is interesting on postcards 
as well as in reality. Old Albertype 
cards of the first decade of this 
century show velvet mills and woolen 
mills along the Mystic River, the 
Power House, Elm Street with a 
horse and buggy in the offing, Deans 
Mills. Very interesting cards of 1898 
published by C. H. Pease, show a 
launching at Mystic, and the Mystic 
and Naonk Library. Utley and 
Gaskell cards of 1900 show the Mason 
Monument and East Main Street. 
Seaman and Rotograph cards mailed 
in 1905 are views of the West Bank 
of the Mystic, Baptist Hill (with the 
spired church at the top), a view 
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from Reynolds Hill, and the Arch at 
Elm Grove Cemetery, a private mus- 
eum, and the Art Gallery. 

Also there are a number of sail 
boats, fishing boats and’ whaling 
boats on cards from Mystic. 

New Canaan cards show Holme- 
wood Inn built in a pre-Revolutionary 
Home, the Town Hall, Public Library, 
an old Lime Quarry, the Housatonic 
River, the Taconic Range, the Falls 
on Silvermine River, a beauty spot 
on the Silvermine, Pond above Silver- 
mine Tavern, and the deserted lime 
kilns. 

New Haven has of course its Yale 
University which is the subject of 
many views old and new. The old 
cards show many buildings of various 
ages and styles of architecture, the 
new views show many large and 


beautiful buildings of stone all in 
matching Gothic type. Old views in- 
clude Battell Chapel, the campus from 
Connecticut Hall showing the Nathan 
Hale Statues, the Yale Art School, 
the old Limonian Library, Osborn 
Hall, general view of the campus, 
Woolsey Auditorium interior with an 
organ and orchestra set up ready for 
a recital, an exterior of Woolsey Hall, 
showing columns and copper dome, 
and a view of the “Colony” which 
looks more as if it belonged at the 
University of Virginia. 

Modern views and buildings in- 
clude: Peabody Museum of Natural 
History, Payne - Whitney Gymnasi- 
um, Harkness Memorial Tower, and 
gateway to Branford College Court, 
and Bingham Hall. Several of our 
most impressive. views are of the 


Sterling Memorial Library, built in 
1931, and one of the largest libraries 
in the world, 

New Haven itself is represented in 
our collection by scenes of West Rock 
Park, West Rock and East Rock- 
striking cliffs that overlook the city 
and are a part of the city’s park 
system, Hillhouse Avenue and Sac- 
hems Wood, the old library and the 
new Free Public Library. Other 
views include the city viewed across 
the Green, East from the College, 
the Post Office and a Bird’s Eye 
View of the Winchester Repeating 
Arms Co. 

New London is on many old view 
cards: the harbor, Soldiers and 
Sailors Monument, John Winthrop 
Monument, Parade looking up State 
Street, Ocean Beach, the Pequot 
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the old Huguenot House built in 1650, 
the old Town Mill built in 1650, 
by M. N. Co.; and the City Hall, old 
Court House, old town mill, beach, 
and soldiers and sailors monument in 
the Park - by Rotograph. The Har- 
bor and Lighthouse Inn are on mod- 
ern cards. 

Norwalk cards are typical. They 
view Trinity Episcopal Church, the 
Public Library (one building in 1905, 
an entirely different one in 1923), the 
hospital, D.A-R. Headquarters, West 
from Dr. Dennis’ Bungalow, the 
green, West Avenue, Ballast Reef 
Beach, Shore and Country Club, 
Shore Haven Golf Club, and Beach 
scene at Belle Island. 

Town Halls are important to the 
New England scene. An excellent 
view is of the Town Hall of Salis- 
bury. There are also good views of 
the Sage’s Ravine and of the Old 
Forge at Mt. Riga, 

Saybrook views are mostly of the 
Beach - a section called Knollwood, 
Cornfield Point, shorefront cottages, 
but there are also the Shrine of the 
Little Flower, St. John’s R. C. Church, 
Pease House exterior and interior. 


Stamford is represented by views 
of the library, Conde Nast Press, 
West Park, Beach at Cummings 
Park, Atlantic Street, Main Street, 
Hotel Davenport, Shippan Point Inn, 
and a number of churches. 

Main Street, Bronson Library and 
Hamilton Park views show Water- 
bury to be an interesting town. 

Among our church views, we find 
many of Connecticut’s most interest- 
ing and historic places. Many of the 
churches have reached their century 
mark and are surmounted ‘with 
beautiful spires. Among our views 
are: First Congregational Church. 
Bristol; Congregational Church and 
Chapel, Hampton; Congregational 
Church, East Hartford; The Chapel 
of Trinity College, Hartford; Beth 
Israel Temple, Hartford; Methodist 
Church, Lakeville: Center Congrega- 
tional Church, Manchester; South 
Methodist Church, Manchester; All 
Saints Memorial Church, Meridan; 
Trinity Church, and St. John’s R C. 
Church, Middletown; All Hallows 
Church, Moosup; Catholic Church, 
Mystic; St. Michaels Church, Nauga- 
tuck; Christ Church, New Haven; 
Congregational Church, Old Lyme; 
Congregational Church, Salisbury; 
Episcopal Church, Salisbury; First 
Congregational and St. John’s R. C. 


Church, Savbrook; First Congrega- 
tional, Southington; Trinity Church, 
Torrington; and _ Congregational 


Church, Wethersfield, ; 

Then as usual, we have one or two 
views each from a score or more 
towns. (We do not file a town separ- 
ately until we have three or four 
cards from there). From Ansonia we 
have the library: Berlin, Main Street; 
from Brookfield. Yale Cabins: 
Hutterly’s at Cheshire; the Clam Box 
at Cos Cob; Huckleberry Hill at Dan- 
bury; Broad Street and Davis Park 
ot Danielson; and a view of East 
Haddam. 

We have an interesting photo card 
of the Washington Oak at Gaylords- 
ville. Although this card was written 
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in America to some one else in 
America, it is entirely in some 
Scandinavian language. From Guil- 
ford are Collotype views of the Henry 
Whitfield State Historical Museum 
and Sachem Country House. From 
Hadlyme are views of Gillette Castle, 
a great mystery house built by 
William Gillette and now maintained 
and exhibited by the State Park and 
Forest Commission of Connecticut. 

There is a view of the Mill at 
Knollerest on Lake Candlewood, and 
there are several views from Lake- 
ville including Farnam Tavern, built 
in 1795, the Gateway Inn almost as 
old, and Sunny South Terrace. From 
Limerock, there are views of the old 
mill and dam; from Litchfield, West- 
leigh Inn; and from Lyme, views of 
Green Shadows. 

A Main Street view from Madison 
shows old time cars, and the view 
of the shore includes Hammonassett 
House, From Middlebury, we have 
old cards showing old historic homes, 
a dancing hall and boat landing on 
Lake Quassapaug, The State Hospit- 
al at Middletown is on a multiple 
view. The Memorial tower and a sea 
scene are from Milford. An old 
black and white view is “The Devil’s 
Hop Yard”, a beautiful waterfalls at 
Millington, A beautiful moonlight 
sea view shows the beach at Moman- 
guin and a day view gives us Mans- 
field’s Grove at the same town. 

New Britain is represented by a 
view of Hotel Burritt, and New 
Preston by lovely lake views. Views 
of Edgewood Acres Motel come from 
Newtown, and Breezy Point Vacation 
House from Niantic. Two cards are 
from Norfolk - Robbins School and 
Crissey Place. From Old Lyme are 
views of Inns made from historic

Extra illustrated books do have 
the advantage of satisfying, at least 
partially, the reader’s curiosity. 
What sort of letters did Rosa Bon- 
heur write?

Fortunately for Mr. Broadley, 
small octavo stationery was popular 
with the Victorians so the letters 
have been inserted without being 
folded. One of the disadvantages, 
however, is thet handsome prints 
such as the Spy caricatures are cut 
down to such an extent that only 
the head and shoulders remain. En- 
gravings lose their meadows of mar- 
gin. And quarto and folio letters, 
in this particular set, must be fold- 
ed, Nevertheless, this svstem of ar- 
rangement has much to offter—in- 
cluding a well protected home for 
autographs.

clam shells provided the material for 
these beads, pendants, spangles, and 
other jewelry. 

Bone was much used, particular], 
whale bone for awls, arrow chippers, 
and other tools. Large flat bars oi 
whale bone were made to pry of 
abalone shells and some may have 
been used to dig with. 

Another material, and one of par- 
amount importance, was asphaltum, 
which oozes to the surfaces in places 
in the area, one place being on the 
beach just south of Santa Barnara. 
This was not only a glue, but was 
the caulking for the boats, plugs for 
the holes in abalone shell bowls, set- 
ting for shell inlays, covering to wa- 
terproof basketry bowls, etc. About 
the only use it had all to itself how- 
ever, was as weights on the tips or 
grass in sea grass skirts. The little 
pear shaped “blobs”, sometimes with 
the remnant of grass imbedded are 
occasionally found in numbers where 
there was once a skirt. 

Under favorable circumstances 
some perishable artifacts have been 
found, mostly fragmentary. Not 
enough of a boat has ever been found 
to be sure of the shape, testimony 
to the ruthlessness with which Euro- 
peans destroyed artifacts in the ear- 
ly days, or rather just let them rot 
and decay. The ocean in good weath- 
er must have been dotted with these 
canoes, inasmuch as there was a 
quite dense island population that 
was in constant maritime contact with 
the mainland. Thousands of them. 
and not even their shape or struc- 
ture is certain today! 

As no remains of stone or wood 
buildings have been found it is as- 
sumed that the homes and other 
“buildings” were simple thatched 
huts, but they must have been pret- 
ty well constructed because man* 
sites with great depth of debris are 
on exposed headlands and bluffs. 

The soil of these sites is typical 
Indian black dirt thoroughly mixed 
with shell, ashes and bones. Some 
could only have been produced by a 
thick population over a long perio’ 
of time, 

Although the American occupation 
finished the job of exterminating the 
people of this steatite culture the 
Spaniards had the job pretty far ad- 
vanced. So miserable were some un- 
der the romantic and picturesque, but 
heartlessly cruel mission regime that 
they stopped having children and 
committed genicide on themselves. 
This although the first Spanish ar- 
rivals found them a lively, energetic, 
friendly and generous folk 

Their artifacts must be viewed 
with sadness and a touch of shame.

A NOCTURNAL 
NEAR-NEMESIS 
By H. DOUGLAS BROWN 


In the fascinating quest for min- 
erals, a good rule is never go under- 
ground unless you have one or more 
other persons with you. It’s been the 
sage advice I have given many a 
mineral group and study class. Un- 
fortunately, I didn’t follow it myselt 
on a recent trip into Nevada, and 
results might have been other than 
happy. It came about this way. 

I was anxious to get some burnha- 
mite, a copper chalco-silicate, so 
named by a Mr. Burnham. He found 
the unique mineral] in one of the cop- 
per canyon mines outside Battle 
Mountain in central Nevada. I can- 
vassed the town, but could find no 
one with a self-respecting sample. 
However, I found the man who 
owned the lease on the mine which 
had produced the mineral. He told 
me he recently had shipped two tons 
of the “stuff.” 

I asked him where he sent it, and 
he replied, “To the smelter.” Well, 
that was that! The smelter people 
do not keep ore, so the desired 
“Burnhamite” had been melted down. 
In case you wonder what there is 
that is so desirable about this min- 
eral, it’s a fine gemstone. The real 
virtue in it is its hardness. It has 
the vivid blue of azurite and the 
fine green of malachite. But azur- 
malachite is soft, usually less than 
three in hardness. This makes the 
copper carbonate too soft for any 
jewelry that comes in contact with 
any wear. But burnhamite has a

hardness of nearly six and takes a 
fine polish that will stand a good 
deal of wear without showing 
scratches. So when none could be 
found above ground, J suggested to 
the mine operator, that we go down 
and get some. He pointed out a load 
of material on his pickup and said 
he had to get it delivered 250 miles 
distance that night. However, he 
said, I was welcome to go into the 
mine and help myself. Of course, this 
“free-loading permission” is a thing 
to gladden any rockhound’s heart, 
and I asked directions. My informant 
found a scratch tablet and drew me 
a sort of map. Part of it he wrote, 
and part he described. I tried to fill 
it in after. The gist of my plan was 
that after getting to the mine, I’d 
slide down a rope, drop down a shoot, 

wander through some mine tunnels 
find a particular up-raise, climb up, 
turn right, climb some more ‘and up 
at the top there it was, 

Well, we parted with yours truly 
heading for this mine. It was then 
dusk but I thought it wouldn’t be any 
darker in the mine than it soon 
would be on the surface. After a three 
or four mile drive across the desert. 
I saw the first of two head-frames 
he had described as my landmarks. 
Down in a swale, I saw the second. 
My advisor said that off to the south- 
west of this second head-frame, I’d 
find some boards, and under them 


I’d find the opening where the rope : 


was. 

I took out of the trunk of the car, 
my pack-sack, pick, matches, electric 
lantern and my own rope. Going 
down to the “boards,” I lifted two 
and discovered the shaft. I had to 
climb down to a first landing, Then, 
as I’d been told, there was the rope 
dangling down into the main shaft. 
I threw everything down, but the 
flash-lantern, and let myself ginger- 
ly down the rope. I’d pulled up the 
rope first and checked it under the 
lantern, but it was an inch hemp 
rope so I knew it would be stout 
enough to hoist an ox. But [I didn’t 
want to find any frayed places, 
which I didn’t. At the end of the 
rope was a rock slide easy enough 
to negotiate. Then the shoot, point- 
ing the lantern down it, I saw down 
at the end that the rocks seemed to 
be at only a moderate slope, so again 
tossing down all but the lantern, I 
slid into the shoot. I had troubld 
getting my shoulders through the 
opening, but I made it. However, a 
football player shouldn’t try it. 
At the bottom, I slid out into a tun- 
nel. From here on with the afore- 
described map, I tried to get my 
bearings, but it was no good. Noth- 
ing down there seemed to jibe with 
the map. The tunnels went in four 
directions. Taking one,I ran straight 
along it till the end. That was that— 
no upraiser! Then the next! That 
came to an upraiser all right, but it 
was straight up to the head-frame, 
the second mentioned above. Back to 
my starting point and the third di- 
rection. This led east, according to 
my compass. Another side tunnel, 
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but I stayed on the straight course. 
The lantern pierced upward, but it 
went up so far I couldn’t see the top. 
But as it seemed this must be the 
point to climb, I hoisted lamp, sacks. 
pick and self up. After climbing 
over the wooden chute, I was in a 
slanting opening between the foot- 
wall and hanging wall. It was tim- 
ered and by standing at a 45° 
angle on one, I could just reach 
the next above. Using this, I could 
pull up and start the procedure all 
over again. I certainly worked up a 
sweat. When I’d worked up to th 
top of the area, I saw some blu 
rock. Digging toe-holes, J edged over 
to the west corner and saw the rer 
nants of the ore, or burnhamite. 
They’d cleaned it so thoroughly, that 
there were only a few scraps left. 
With hard work, I got out possibly 
a half pound of good material, but 
any future coilector is going to find 
it slim picking. Then it was the job 
of getting down hole, but this ac- 
complished, I went back to the shaft. 
I found that in letting go of the rope 
on the way down, it had flipped up 
and caught on a ledge out of my 
reach. I had momentary visions of 
being there in the spring, but by 
throwing rocks at the rope, it dis- 
lodged and with the required effort 
I reached the surface. But again, 
heed me! Oh, Rockhounds, go in 
pairs, when you go underground!

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A Tiny Triumph 


displayed at Chicago Show 


By JOSEPH H. GRAY 


The Staff of HOBBIES and your 
reporter hope that you were lucky 
enough to have been among those 
present at the recent Chicago An- 
tiques and Hobby Fair held at the 
Conrad Hilton Hotel, October 12 to 
16. If you were there we hope that 
your luck held out, and that you 
were one of those who viewed the 
magnificent miniature house brought 
here from Seattle, Wash., by its own- 
er Mrs. Frederick Dent Hammons, 
for exhibition purposes only. Just in 
case you were not present [ shall en- 
deavor to give you some of the high- 
lights of this little masterpiece. 

The entire house and furnishings 
are in the scale of one-quarter inch 
to the foot, instead of the conven- 
tional one inch to the foot. This 
means that everything is one forty- 
eighth of regular size in every di- 
mension. 

The house is a tiny composite of 
several of the fine old homes in the 
Beacon Hill district of Boston, Mass., 


and other New England states. In 
other words, no one home is respon- 
sible for the entire house. Each room 
is an exact replica in all details. 
The entrance doorway is a replica 
of one at number 22 Chestnut Street, 
Boston. The living room mantle is 
from a house in Salem, Mass. The 
period is about 1801. The dining 
room is from the first Harrison Gray 
Otis house, Boston, Mass. The lower 
hall and stairway are from the John 
Peirce house, Portsmouth, N. H. The 
bedroom on the right hand side of 
the second floor is by Samuel McIn- 
tire, built for Captain Nathaniel 
West, Oak Hill, Peabody, Mass. Orig- 
inal is now in the Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts. The third floor banquet 
hall is from the Colonel Jeremiah 
Lee Mansion at Marblehead, Mass. 
This is from the period of 1768. The 
sideboard and silver tea set in the 
dining room are replicas of the work 
of Paul Revere. The grandfather’s 
clock is a copy of one made by Eli 
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Incomparable miniature house of Mrs. Frederick Dent Hammons, Seattle. 
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Terry. The balance of the rooms and 
halls are replicas of other beautiful 
homes in this same area. 


Mrs. Hammons spent many days 
going over old books and magazines 
and visiting these old homes and mu- 
seums to be sure that her dream 
would become an authentic reality. 
The planning took many months and 
then came the question, “Who is 
there capable of bringing this proj- 
ect to a perfect conclusion?” 


The answer to that is to those in 
the know quite simple. Many arti- 
sans are marvelous with wood, met- 
al, fabric, or other materials, but 
there is only one man in this coun- 
try, and we believe in the world, who 
works equally as well in all media. 
And to top it all, he is an artist as 
well. He is no other than Frank L. 
Matter of Seaside, Ore. Mrs. Ham- 
mons conferred with Mr. Matter, and 
they agreed on a program, That was 
three and a half years ago, and al- 
though the gem is practically fin- 
ished, there is still some work to be 
done on the furnishings. 


I believe a few statistics at this 
point, will be of interest. There are 
now seven rooms and three large 
hallways. At the rear of the house is 
additional space, if it is decided to 
enlarge the structure. The house is 
approximately one foot square and 
about thirteen inches high. This 
makes each floor approximately thrge 
inches high. The first thing that 
catches the eye when first viewing 
the house is the marvelous winding 
stairway that runs from the lower 
hall to the top floor of the building. 
This is a masterpiece of workman- 
ship to secure the graceful curves 
and wonderful symmetry of the in- 
dividual spindles. In a house as small 
as this the slightest deviation would 
show up like an elephant in 4 row 
boat. Furnishings in this hall are 
quite simple consisting of a beauti- 
ful circular bench on the lower level 
plus a couple of tables and cabinets 
on the various floors. The walls of 
the three floors of hallway are of 
silk, as are those of one or two of 
the other rooms. 


The second floor bedroom on the 
left is papered in a tiny figured 
chintz. The wall of the banquet hall 
at the top right are paneled in wood. 
All rugs throughout the house are 
petit point of the most beautiful de- 
signs with the exception of those in 
the second floor left bedroom. ‘These 
are in the hooked rug design using 
tiny French knots. These are the 
work of Mrs. Hammons herself while 
the petit point is all made by Mrs. 
Ethel Forbes Harding of Seattle. 
There are over fifty windows in the 
house each of which can be raised 
or lowered as desired so there is no 
need for the house to ever get stuffy. 


Each room has its own individual 


lighting system and the house can be

MAMMALS 


A Smithsonian Institution mam- 
malogist will.try this season to de- 
vise methods of trapping mammals 
of the “fourth realm of life” — the 
canopy of the tropical rain forest, 
which extends as a great belt nearly 
around the world. 


Dr. Charles O. Handley, Jr., of the 
staff of the U. S. National Museum 
will work in cooperation with scien- 
tists of the Gorgas Memorial Insti- 
tute of Tropical and Preventive Me- 
dicine in the Republic of Panama. 


Developments during the past few 
years have made knowledge of the 
inhabitants of the canopy of consider- 
able signficance to the health of the 
Americas. About twenty years ago 
a new and highly fatal malady, syl- 
van yellow fever, was discovered in 
South American jungles. It attacked 
chiefly wood choppers or persons 
closely associated with them and at 
first was known as “bridegroom’s di- 
sease” because the chief victims were 
newly married men who made clear- 
ings for homes in the jungle. The 
carrier of the disease was identified 
as the “blue mosquito,” an insect 
found almost exclusively in the 
canopy. 


Slowly, at the rate of a few miles 
a year, the disease has spread north- 
ward. Now it extends at least into 
Guatemala. Chief victims have been 
not men but the grotesque howler 
monkeys whose dawn and moonlight 
choruses are a conspicuous feature of 
jungle life. 


Now obviously mosquitoes cannot 
carry the malady alone. There must 
be some intermediate host, presum- 
ably a mammal, with natural immu- 
nity, which passes the virus on to 
other mosquitoes. This intermediate 
host cannot be the howler monkey, 
which has little resistance. When it 
contracts sylvan yellow fever it usu- 
ally dies quickly. The Panama pop- 
ulation of these animals was nearly 
eliminated a few years ago by the 
disease. but since has recovered to 
some extent. 


A few vears ago it was found that 


a South American cpossum could con- 


tract the disease and probablv serve 
as a reservoir for the virus. This was 
an alarming development since, at 
the time. the range of this opossum 
was believed to extend as far north 
as the Texas border. Later develop- 
ments have made the situation even 
more alarming since mammalogists 
have come to the conclusion that 
there is no specific difference be- 
tween this opossum and the Virginia 
opossum whose range extends into 


southern Canada. Presumably all 
members of the species might carry 
the virus, and it is by no means cer- 
tain that it can be transmitted only 
by the blue mosquito. 


Still there is considerable question 
as to whether the opossum is the 
primary reservoir. It also dies quick- 
ly of the malady. 


Aside from the monkeys relatively 
little is known of the mammal fauna 
of the canopy. Specimens of the less 
conspicuous forms, such as _ rats, 
mice, bats, and certain of the opos- 
sums, anteaters, and carnivores are 
obtained, as a rule, only when trees 
are chopped down. The canopy ob- 
viously is not “trapping country.” Yet 
some means of trapping is necessary 
to get anything approaching a com- 
plete collection of canopy creatures.

Forgotten Favorites 


A curious little deck of cards re- 
cently came my way. It is a deck of 
the “game” variety, each card show- 
ing a brightly colored caricature of 
“Dick Deadeye,” “Ralph Rackstraw,”

long to guess that these were char- 
acters from the old operetta H. M. 
S. Pinafore, and indeed, one card 
pictures that famous ship.

of the Guard, and Iolanthe are be- 
ing performed by the D’Oyly Carte 
players to this day. 

H. M. S. Pinafore; or The Lass 
that Loved a Sailor (1878) was per- 
haps their most popular production. 
Its songs and catch phrases, “We 
Sail the Ocean Blue,” “I’m Called 
Little Buttercup,” “And his S:sters 
and his Cousins and his Aunts,” soon 
became household words. The H. M. 
S. Pinafore game is one of the “rum- 
my” variety, consisting of 82 cards, 
divided into eight numbered sets, or 
books, of four cards each. They show 
all the characters from the Admiral 
(“the Rt. Hon. Sir Joseph Porter, 
K. C. B.”) down through the ship’s 
“Cat o’ ‘nine tails’—including of 
course, all the “sisters and the cou- 
sins and the aunts.” 

Finding these cards has set the 
writer to speculating as to how many 
other old footlight favorites have ap- 
peared in playing card form. Most 
of us are familiar with the beauti- 
ful decks issued by U. S. Playing 
Card Co. depicting the great stage 
stars of the early 1900’s, and such 
souvenir decks as the ones showing 
scenes from Ben Hur and Alice in 
Wonderland, and now a little re- 
search has proven a few more ob- 
scure items to be representations of 
great stage successes of the past. 

A few odd cards that seemed to 
have been part of another “rummy” 
game of the 1880’s showed clever car- 
icatures, with little verses below 
them. Some of these seemed vaguely 
familiar: 


“Conceive me if you can, 
A matter-of-fact young man, 
An alphabetical, arithmetical 
Every-day young man!” 


Sure enough, this turns out to be 
another Gilbert & Sullivan operetta, 


Patience, which was produced in 
1881, It was considered one of their 
funniest, being a broad burlesque of 
the aesthetic movement. Its hero, 
Bunthorne (a caricature of Oscar 
Wilde), is relentlessly pursued by a 
whole troop of love-sick ladies, sev- 
eral of whom appear on the cards.

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bled, completed one of the songs. 
This deck, like the Pinafore game, 
is probably English. 

Another “game” deck that has 
been something of a puzzle shows 
pictures of characters from The 
Wizard of Oz. It is incomplete, and 
has no title card or instruction sheet, 
but there appear to have been two 
of every card, except the “Wizard”— 
a sort of variation on “Old Maid.” 
There are many characters who do 
not appear in L. Frank Baum’s fa- 
mous book (“Lady Lunatic,” “Sir 
Wylie Guyle,” “Tryxie Tryfle,” and 
others), but on delving into the prob- 
lem it was discovered that they were 
all additional figures who appeared 
in the musical comedy version of 
Wizard of Oz which was produced in 
Chicago in 1902. It is safe to as- 
sume that this game was a contem- 
porary souvenir. 

The play made musical comedy 
history, and made overnight stars 
of a team of obscure vaudeville com- 
ics, Fred Stone and Dave Montgome- 
ry, who played, respectively, the 
Scarecrow and the Tin Woodman. 


The show toured the country, and 
was still playing to packed houses 
as late as 1906. The cards in this 
game deck are clever caricatures of 
the players by the cartoonist W. W. 
Denslow, who also designed their 
costumes, and are lithographed in 
black and yellow. 

This writer remembers owning as 
a child an “Old Maid” game whose 
characters were strangers but an 
earlier generation would have known 
them as famous personages—in the 
nation’s funny papers. “Katz Kids,” 
“Toodles,’ “Lady Bountiful,” 
“Maud,” and “Little Jimmy” were 
among them, 

There is a deck of “Yellow Kid” 
cards which was issued in the 1890’s 
as a candy premium. R. F. Outcault 
originated the little bald “Kid” in 
the yellow dress, and his hard-boiled, 
slangy sayings were on everybody’s 
lips. 

Outcault made the “Kid,” and his 
later and somewhat more refined 
brother, “Buster Brown,” the sub- 
jects of a series of animated “car- 
toon lectures” which toured the coun- 


try for several seasons. “Buster 
Brown” also appeared on cards, in 
a miniature deck of the same period. 

It is surprising how often old 
cards which seem to show arbitrary 
or meaningless pictures can be asso- 
ciated with favorite characters and 
topics of their day. Many of the old 
“cigarette card beauties” such as ap- 
peared on the Moore & Calvi inserts 
of the 1880’s can be traced back to 
burlesque and music hall favorites 
by comparing them with old wood- 
cuts and photographs in magazines 
and papers of the period, such as the 
old Police Gazette. By noting iden- 
tical costumes and poses as well as 
faces, such names as Pauline Mark- 
ham, Spray Arlington, and Vernona 
Jarbeau can be assigned to formerly 
anonymous beauties. 

Whenever such items turn up, it 
is well worth while to spend a lit- 
tle time tracking them down to their 
source. Many cards and pictures of 
obscure origin and moderate interest 
take on new value and meaning when 
they are found to be linked with f 
mous people and plays of the past.

and the Fifth Cycle

Baseball card collecting, which jis 
but one small field in the growing 
hobby of card collecting, appears to 
be entering the last years of the 
Fifth Cycle of card inserts. It and 
the First Cycle all began in 1887 
when the morals censor cracked down 
on the use of actresses in packages 
of cigarettes. The Goodwin Tobacco 
Company substituted baseball cards 
in their packs of Old Judge Cigar- 
ettes, and this set became not only 
the first but also the largest base- 
ball set (over 2000 varieties have 
been found) ever issued. May’s Cut 
Plug followed with a set of 40 
eards, S. F. Hess issued a small set 
of big league and California League 
players, and the D. Buchner Com- 
pany inserted a few baseball players 
along with police inspectors and cap- 
tains, jockeys, and actors in their 
Gold Coin Cigarettes. And so ended 
Cycle One, 

Baseball boomed from 1908 through 
1915 and with fellows like Mathew- 
son, Cobb, Johnson, Tinker-Evers- 
Chance, there had to be baseball 
cards. The tobacco companies also 
dominated the Second Cycle when such 
popular brand names as -Piediont, 
Sweet Caporal, Sovereign, Old Mill, 
and Polar Bear issued first a_ set 
of 522 “white borders” and then a 
set of 208 “gold borders.” Other no- 
table tobacco issues included a set 
of team photos by Fatima, 50 double 
folders by Mecca, 76 triple folders by 
Hassan, 426 Pacific Coast League 


players by Obak, and over 500 red 


bordered cards of various southern 


leagues by Old Mill. ‘Candy and gum 
manufacturers entered the field at 
this time with many companies com- 
ing out with sets of 25, 30, or 50 
cards topped by a very distinctive 
Cracker Jack series of 196 cards. 
Sporting Life and Sporting News 
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were wrapped in bread baked by the 


General, Morehouse, Weil, Rochestey, 


and Ward-Mackay Baking Compz 
nies. War halted this outpouring of 
cards. 

The Third Cycle began and ended 
during the early Twenties and was 
dominated by the American Caramei 
Company, but these cards are so 
scarce and there are so many varie- 
ties that no one knows just how 
many cards were issued. The Collins- 
McCarthy set of Hall of Fame vards 
and their Zeenut series of Coast 
League players were outstanding: sets 
in a period of cheap cards with blank 
backs that even today remain un- 
classified. Bread cards, similar to the 
American Caramel cards, were issued 
by the Holsum and Weil Baking Com- 
panies. 

The Fourth Cycle was a period of 
gum issues that began in 1933 and 
lasted until war again called a halt 
to card production. Three gum com- 
panies were largely responsible for 
this renaissance: The Goudey Gum 
Company with its Big League Cards, 
National Chicle with Diamond Stars 
and Batter-Up Cards and Gum, Inc. 
with the Play Ball sets. 

The Fifth Cycle really topped all 
of the others for a variety of cards 
and products. The Topps and Bow- 
man Gum people easily dominated 
the field, but the Swell Gum and Leaf 
Gum. Companies offered early com- 
petition. Later cards were issued 
with bread (Remar, Tip Top, Sun- 
beam), cookies (Johnston, Mothers, 
Drakes), ice cream (Hagues), wein- 
ers (Wilson, Hunters, Glendale, 
Stahl-Meyer), potato chips (Dan 
Dee, Num Num), dog food (Red 
Heart), and even tobacco made a 
comeback (Red Man Chewing Tobac- 
co). Out of this vast array only 
Topps Gum answered the bell in 1956, 
and perhaps only Topps will issue 
baseball cards in 1957. The Fifth Cy-

lighted wholly or in part as occasion 
demands. There is a marvelous 
wrought iron balcony running across 
the front of the second floor and a 
wrought iron fence encloses the tiny 
front yard with its few flowers. Mrs. 
Hammons tells me that houses in the 
Beacon Hill district actually have 
these tiny front gardens. 


It was found impractical to actual- 
ly light up the chandeliers as the 
smallest electric globe made, the 
grain of wheat lamp, is about five 
times the size of the candles in the 
fixtures. Therefore, it was found 
necessary to use indirect lighting 
which is probably something these 
old homes never enjoyed. The house 
contains seven fireplaces, each one 
beautifully carved by hand. It is 
hard to say which is the most beau- 
tiful, although the one in the ban- 
quet hall is the most elaborate. Rea- 
lism is sought even to each briek of 
the house which is definitely outlined 
as are al] the shingles on the roof. 
A close inspection will show that 
there are soot stains on the sides of 
the chimneys. 


One of the things that was abso- 
lutely impossible but which was done 
anyway was in the matter of bed- 
spreads and drapes. If you take the 
finest piece of the sheerest material 
and try to drape it you will find it 
will stand out like your hair after a 
summer without a hat. This had to 
be overcome, and of course, our ar- 
tist was equal to the task. You never 
saw anything as graceful as the two 
lace bedspreads and the curtains at 
all the windows. Also upholstering 
on the tiny chairs and divans has 
been done to the perfection of nat- 
uralness, There are many pieces of 
furniture which should have special 
notice but which I am afraid might 
take too much space here. I must, 
however, mention that all doors and 
drawers in both house and furnish- 
ings open and close. There are cer- 
tain things that I must not fail to 
mention as real points of interest. 
The oil painting in the upper left 
bedroom is a copv of a full sized 
painting of Mrs. Hammons’ muther 
as a girl, and that in the second floor 
left bedroom is that of her great 


grandmother. 


The Revere tea set in the dining 
room was specially made by Harry 
Jensen of Seattle. Each tiny flvor- 
board is less than a quarter inch 
wide, and was made separately and 
assembled by means of regular slot 
and tongue and if all boards could 
be laid in the conventional end-to- 
end, they would extend for over two 
city blocks. We have had some ques- 
tions as to why we do not show a 
kitchen.

AN ENGLISH CHRISTMAS IN INDIA 


By BISSELL BROOKE 


Christmas tonight! 
Christmas in lands 
of the fir-tree and pine, 
Christmas in lands 
of the palm-tree and vine; 
Christmas where snow-peaks 
stand solemn and white, 
Christmas where corn-fields 
lie sunny and bright.’ 
A Christmas Carol 
by Phillips Brooks, 1835-1893 


This American carol]’s opening stan- 
za, proclaiming the universal spirit 
of Christmas, is recalled by an ac- 
count of an English ‘Christmas in 
the tropical paradise of India long 
ago, in 1865. Found in an original 
copy of The Leisure Hour, a weekly 
London magazine that first published 
it December 22, 1866, the account’s 
significance has_ intensified. For, 
there are comparatively few known 
contemporary descriptions of pioneer 
English life in India during the 18th 
and 19th centuries, 

The English hegiras to southern 
Asia began after General Sir Robert 
Clive’s brilliant victory at Plassey in 
1757, which laid the foundation of 
the British Empire in India by se- 
curing control of the rich, primitive 
provinces of Bengal, Bihar and Oris- 
sa. These were ports of pristine op- 
portunity, offering fabulous wealth 
through the planting and exporting 
of native products including jute, 
tea, cotton and teakwood. 

Thus, ambitious, foresighted Eng- 
lishmen emigrated to India. While 
they could live cheaply in luxury like 
lords, some Englishmen could not ad- 
just to the hot monsoon tropics, the 
strange customs and the continuous 
isolation from Western civilization. 
Returning to England, their preju- 
diced accounts caused concern among 
those with relatives and friends in 
India. This concern frequently in- 
creased as brisk, cold winds whis- 
tling, over a snow bound England, 
heralded the coming of Christmas. 

Homefolks had difficulty in visua- 
lizing a far away Christmas in a 
resembling England’s mid- 


season 
summer where like in the carol, 
“cornfields lie sunny and_ bright,” 


and, instead of the piquant scent of 
evergreens, the delicate fragrance of 
jasmine and chumpa wafted over the 
plum puddings and mince pies. So, 
the London magazine brought a trop- 
ical Christmas to its readers by pub- 
lishing a lengthy, informal account 
written by an un-named Englishman 
residing happily in Bengal. 

He tells of a successful planter’s 
hospitality in describing the large 
Christmas house party he attended 
in 1865. It was given by the Bes- 
boroughs, an English couple, who, 


having settled in Bengal thirty years 
before, made an annual custom of in- 
viting other planters and English 
government personnel to celebrate 
the holiday. 

Called “A Christmas Holiday in 
Bengal,” the guest’s account begins: 
“It is -Christmas tide, and all the 
beauty and chivalry of the district 
are to have a merry week with the 
hospitable Mr. and Mrs. Besborough 
of Shikarghur, in Kishnaghur, about 


eighty miles north of Calcutta. ...

CALDER COAT-OF-ARMS 








The Calder Armorial Bearing was 
selected merely because of the stag 
on the shield—a symbol of the Christ- 
mas season—and not because of any 
previous knowledge of the family. The 
record in the “Roll of Arms” reads: 
“Calder, Philip Raymond, Boston, 
Massachusetts,” but mentions no 
dates. In this compilation, the Arms 
are generally registered in the name 
of the emigrant ancestor, and be- 
cause of the two names, “Philip 
Raymond,” it seemed this man had 
settled in America after Revolutiona- 
ry times, as double names were sel- 
dom used prior to that period. How- 
ever, although the Arms are register- 
ed in his name, Philip Raymond 
Calder proved to be seven genera- 
tions removed from the American 
progenitor, 


The above Armorial Bearing is 
ascribed to Dr. Robert Calder, a wig- 
maker (1692-1745), the son of George, 
Laird of Asswanley, Parish of Glass, 
Aberdeenshire, Scotland. As a mem- 
ber of the British Naval force, Robert 
served as surgeon in the Royal Navy. 
He settled at Boston and Charles- 
town, Mass., died at the siege of 
Louisburg and was buried at Cape 
Breton. His marriage is recorded in 
Volume 28 of the Report of the 
Record Commissioners of the City of 
Boston. “Robert Calder of Gt. Brit- 


tain and Hannah Lawrence of 
Charlestown, Feb. 3, 1719.” Hannah, 
who died in Charlestown on November 
25, 1758, was the daughter of Daniel 


and Hannah (Mason) Lawrence. 
Robert (1) and Hanna (Lawrence) 
Calder had issue twelve children: 
Robert, Jr.; Hannah, born 1722, 
married Thomas Flynn; William, died 
young; Sarrah married January 22, 
1746 to Samuel Bell; Samuel born 
1729; George, died young; Barbara, 
born 1732, married Benjamin Fessen- 
den; William (again) 1735-1802, 
married Anne _ Easterbrook/Ester- 
brook; George (again), born Novem- 
ber 21, 1787, married January 5, 
1764 to Hannah Howard and he died 
January 14, 1807; Rebecca; Lydia; 
and Elizabeth. 


William, (2) son of Robert, died 
on September 15, 1802, age 66. He 
married Anne Easterbrook on Christ- 
mas day, 1759,: She died September 
17, 1816, aged 74. William, a painter 
and glazier, was a prominent man in 
Charlestown, Mass, He served as 
tythingman, 1763; constable, 1769; 
was a member of the Boston Tea 
Party, 1773; warden, 1775; served 
on the Committee of Safety, 1775; 
commanded a company at Bunker 
Hill; was Captain of militia in 1781. 
and a Major in 1794. William and 
Anne had issue: William (1760-1824) 
married Elizabeth (Stacey) Lewis; 
Robert, born 1761; Anna, born 1764, 
married Bela Mitchell; John, born 
1767: George, born 1770; James 
(1773-1802); Sarah married Timothy 
Thompson, November 27, 1796; Abi- 
gail, born 1776, married Ebenezer 
Jones, October 28, 1804; and Rebecca 
born March 1, 1783, married Lewis 
Sargent, January 28, 1806. 


Robert (3), son of William (2), 
died August 7, 1849, age 87. He 
married April 9, 1791 at Dorchester, 
Mass., to Anne Davis who died Febru- 
ary 28, 1848, age 75. He is called 
a chaise-trimmer. Robert and Anne 
had issue: William, born 1792; 
Robert, born 1793, married Hannah 
Bridge: Ann. born 1795; Theodocia, 
born 1797; Elijah Davis, born 1800; 
Elizabeth, born 1802, married Benja- 
min Pratt; Edward born 1804; Lavina, 
born 1805, married Levi Blount; 
Amanda, born 1807: Catharine. born 
1809, married J. L. Donallan; and 
John Pope, born July 1. 1810. The 
baptismal records of all these children 
are from the records of the First 
Church of Charlestown, Mass., printed 
in Hunnewell’s Century of Town Life 
(1888). 


John (3). son of William (2), 
married Lydia Davis on Valentine’s 
Day, 1792. He was a painter—a fact 


that apparently caused the death of 
his two year old son who “died from 
eating white lead.” John died on 
June 2, 1805 at the age of 35. 

Another branch of the family 
stems from John Calder (1), “a 
native of Scotland”, listed in the 1790 
census of Maryland as James Caulder. 
He married Naomi Norris and had 
(probably among others) William, 
who was born July 24, 1788 at 
Belair, Harford Co., Md. When of 
age, William removed to Baltimore, 
then to Lancaster, Pa., and later to 
Harrisburg in the same state. In 
1817 he married Mary Kirkwood, born 
in Armagh, Ireland, She emigrated 
to this country with her parents 
when seven years old. William and 
Mary had issue: William (1821-1880) 
who married Regina Camilla Greena- 
walt; Dr. James (1826-1893) who 
married first Ellen C. Winebrenner, 
and 2nd Mrs. Eliza D. Murphy; John; 
Mary who married Wells Coverly; 
and Matilda who married Charles A. 
Keller. John, Senior died March 5, 
1861, 


William (2) Calder (1821-1880) 
and Regina Camilla Greenawalt 
(1823- ), daughter of Jacob and 
Catherine (Krause) Greenawalt, had 
issue: William Jacob October 1, 1853 
Harrisburg, Pa., married December 1, 
1880 to Jessie Remington, daughter 
of Eliphalet Remington of Ilion, 
N. Y., Edmund Kirkwood (1849-1862) ; 
Catherine Krause, born 1857; Theo- 
dore Greenawalt, born 1860; Regina, 
born 1862; and Mary Kirkwood, born 
1865. Six children—and all have 
significant names, genealogically 
speaking. William Jacob—named for 
his father and two grandfathers, 
Edmund Kirkwood—named for his 
father’s maternal grandfather (I am 
guessing); Catherine Krause named 
for her maternal grandmother; Theo- 
dore Greenawalt named for his 
mother’s paternal grandfather (again, 
a guess); Regina named for her 
mother; and Mary Kirkwood, named 
for her paternal grandmother. I love 
the consistency of this! This William, 
as his father, was interested in the 
stage-coach lines and the United 
States mail service, At the age of 
sixteen he was in charge of the 
Philadelphia, Packet Line from 
Columbia to Pittsburg and his inter- 


ests grew with the business. He was 
active in many civic affairs, and 
later in life he became president of 
the First National Bank of Harris- 
burg. 
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Rev. James (1826-1893), anotner 
son of William and Mary (Kirkwood) 
Calder, married first in 1850 to 
Ellen C., daughter of Rev. John 
Winebrenner. James and Ellen had 
issue four boys—Frank R., James K., 
Charles M., who died August 18, 
1880;and A. Russell born March 14, 
1858 in Shippensburg, Pa. Ellen 
died in 1858 and James married as 
his second wife Mrs. Eliza D. Murphy, 
daughter of Nicholas Reamshart. 
James and Eliza had five children— 
William Carey; Mary E., who married 
Heston of Seattle, Wash.; Col. 
Howard L., born June 16, 1864 in 
Harrisburg; Wallace R., and a daugh- 
ter who married Charles Small. 
James was appointed as a missionary 
to China, but later returned and 
served as a minister, writer and 
editor. He, too, was connected with 
prominent civic and social organiza- 
tions. In 1869 he was elected Presi- 
dent of the Hillsdale College, Mich., 
and in 1871 was\President of Pennsyl- 
vania State College. 

Scattered entries point to other 
early settlers of the name. In a list 
of British Officers Serving in Ameri- 
ca 1765-1774, a James and a Patrick 
Calder are mentioned (N, Eng. Reg. 
48/60). Also, under Certificates of 
Head Rights, Virginia, “3 Aug. 1640 
appears by Oath of francis Land 
that mr xpofer Burroughs hath Trans- 
ported three seruants into this Collo- 
ny whose names are _ heereonder 
menchened — Jonathan Exfecketer, 
James Caulder, Thomas Hall.” (N. 
Eng, Reg. 47/62). “Hugh Calder for 
his wife’s father, John Hands” is on 

a list of grantees of seven Narragan- 
pe townships laid out by order of 
the General Court (of Massachusetts), 
confirmed April 18, 1735. Also, a 
Hugh Calder married Mehitabel Col- 
man in Boston, July 21, 1715. 

In the History of Livingston Coun- 
ty, Illinois (1878) we find a “James 
Calder came to the township (New- 
ton) nearly forty years ago and still 
resides here.

under the form of Calder, Callder and 
Kolder. These four Calder men were: 
George of Boston; James of Dor- 
chester; another James; and Robert 
of Nantucket who was among the 
prisoners landed at Falmouth, 1777, 
from a prison ship. 

None of the Caner spellings are 
listed in the 1790 census of Pennsyl- 
vania, although there are two John 
Calders. A George Calder is listed 
Dutchess County, New York, in 1790. 
A George and a William Calder were 
in Middlesex County, Massachusetts 
in 1790, In South Carolina in 1790 
there is listed in Georgetown Dis- 
trict, Prince Georges Parish both a 
Peter Calder and Peter Calder, Jr., 
and also the Estate of Archi Calder.

bers of the family are on a fast. In 
these old houses the kitchens were 
in the basement so they must be 
imagined. Also as at the time of 
building the original houses, the 
bathroom was a very primitive ad- 
junct, and added only utility and lit- 
tle beauty, so it was thought best to 
banish it to the rear of the house 
which is not visible. 

I must call attention to the most 
remarkable feature of the house. 
That is the tiny grandfather clock in 
the banquet room at the upper right. 
This is barely an inch high and less 
than a quarter wide and contains 
the works of the smallest watch 
made. This clock keeps perfect time 
for a twenty-four hour period. Face 
and hands as well as case had to be 
made specially for it and it is a 
project to wind it. 

When not on display there is a 
front which fits perfectly into place 
giving the appearance of a perfect 
house. When on display there is a 
transparent plastic case that allows 
close inspection without chance of 
damage. And for traveling, a spe- 
cially made traveling case! 

There are so many interesting 
things about this tiny masterpiece 
that I find it hard to stop, and I am 
sure when we go to press, that I 
will find I left out a lot that should 
have been said.

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SCORECARD STORY

At the conclusion of the baseball 
games you saw in the last season’s con- 
test what did you do with the score- 
card? I imagine it was cast aside. 
This writer is one fan who not only 
retains his copy from games he sees 
in Chicago, but spends countless 
hours before, during, and after the 
baseball season, searching for these 
forgotten mementoes from our na- 
tional game. 


Few fans realize that the score- 
card is the only official souvenir pub- 
lished by the clubs that signifies a 
game has been played. The scorecard 
contains players’ names and their po- 
sitions for both the visiting and home 
clubs, a roster of umpires, the sched- 
ule, ticket information and game 
times. This basic information can be 
given in the four-page type score- 
card. But many teams issue a multi- 
paged illustrated booklet which fea- 
tures photographs of star players 
and the manager and his staff along 
with brief sketches pertaining to 
their background. Several go a step 
further and print batting and pitch- 
ing statistics, 


When I began collecting scorevards 
I did so with the primary purpose of 
keeping a permanent record of the 
players and managers. However, as 
the years rolled by I realized that 
these relics had a far more interest- 
ing and unique souvenir value, a his- 
tory of the changing times and cus- 
toms of the various sections of our 
country.

Thumbing through Cubs and White 
Sox scorecards I see the then new 
seventeen story Chicago Tribune 
building (1903), and a view from a 
200 foot high tower of the Edward 
Hines Lumber Company yard (1911) 
as local attractions. A 1926 Chicago 
Cubs booklet highlights a travel ad 
with a picture of a steamboat. Pic- 
tures of obsolete hotels, banks, cars, 
trucks, trolleys and furniture are too 
numerous to mention here. A further 
search of the advertisements will 
produce amusing political ads, a Lo- 
comobile for twelve thousand dollars, 
a company that billed their yeast as 
the original vitamin food, and no- 
tices that newspapers sold for a pen- 


ny, a trolley ride for a nickel and a 
seven day Lake Michigan cruise 
would cost you just $40.00, in 1915, 
of course. 


As for a record keeping device the 
scorecard is invaluable. How many 
members of the champion Chicago 
Cub team of 1938 could be named by 
even the most astute baseball fana- 
tic? Probably ten at the most. It 
would take me thirty seconds to lo- 
eate the entire roster. You see I have 
their 1938 scorecard on file. 


Next time you are leaving a ball 
park hang on to that scorecard. It 
will make an interesting souvenir to- 
morrow.
